Concentration in Yangtse Valley to 
Meet. the Assault Relieves 
Shanghal for the Present. 


PEKING, Feb. 15 (@.—Huge move- 
Ments of troops are taking place in 
preparation for the coming struggle 
between the Peking and Nationalist 
(Cantonese) Governments for domina- 
tion of all China. The Yangtse Valley 

. is planned as the battleground, with 
Hankow and Kiykiang as probable 
objectives. Both northern.and south- 
ern leaders are hurrying forward 
heavy reinforcements. 

The alliance of Northern war lords 
backing the Peking Government has 
started -Manchurians. southward into 
Honan Province. They - have. pene- 
trated nearly to Chenthow, while their 
forces from Shangtung Province, mov- 
ing along the Lunghai Railway, have 
approached Kaifeng, .Hongn's_ capital 
city.

Chang Hsueh-liang, son of Chang 
Tso-lin, Manchurian dictator and head 
ofthe northern alliance, departed for 
Honan tonight to direct the reorgani- 
gation of northern forces and attempt 
the enrolment of some of Wu Pei-fu’s 
units into the northern armies. 

To strike at the Cantonese in an- 
other sector, Shantung Province troops 
under General Chang Tsung-chang are 
reported rapidly. concentrating in the 
region of Anking, in the Province of 
Anhwei, for a. drive upon Kiukiang, 
the northern Kiangsi city on the 
Yangtse from which coolie mobs drove 
the British out of their concession 
early last month. This is one of the 


chief. bases ‘of the Cantonese forces. 
The threat of the Cantonese against 
Shanghai’ has been allayed,; say re- 
rts received from Chekiang. The 
utherners. are believed to be with- 
drawing large numbers of soldiers 
from their Chekiang-Kiangsi Provinces 
front to defend Hankow against the 
@rive of the Northern alliance. 
Nationalist (Cantonese) troops also 
@re pouring northward of Hankow to 
defend that city from the Northern 
enemy. Fifty thousand men recently 
brought down the Yangtse from Ichang

LANDLORDS DECLARE 


Plenty of Vacant Apartments 
at Moderate Prices in All 
Boroughs, They’ Say. 











HARRIS SEES HEALTH PERIL 


Tells Board of Overcrowding in 
Flats and Urges Extension 
of Emergency Rent Laws. 


Real estate agents, brokers and prop- 
erty owners told the State Housing 
Board at City Hall yesterday. that 
there were plenty of vacancies in mod- 
erate-priced apartments in every bor- 
ough. They insisted that the housing 
crisis which brought emergency legis- 
lation in 1920 was a thing of the past. 

Especially was it true, the realty 
men declared, that there were thou- 
sands of vacancies on’ the lower east 
side, the upper east side, Haslem, and 
more particularly in Brooklyt; It was 
said that in Brooklyn there were ¥a- 
cancies in every type of apartment 
from $5 or $6 a room to thé most éx- 
pensive. In the poorer sections the 
vacancies, according to the property 
owners, were largely. in old buildings, 
where rents were from $4 to $7 a 
room. 

Testimony of social workers indicated 
that vacancies onthe east side and 
other localitiés, where rents of be- 
tween $4 and $7 a room a month had 
prevailed, were in houses formerly oc- 
cupied in the main by immigrants. 
They agreed with the landlords that 
as the immigrants bettered their con- 
ditions they sought a higher standard 
of living and deserted the old dwellings 
for steam-heated quarters. 

Restriction of immigration, witnesses 
said, had radically cut down ‘the 
source of supply for the old tenements. 
As a result, landlord after landlord told 
the board he was making concessions 


by. cleaning and decorating apartments 
and installing bathrooms and electric 
light fixtures to keep tenants, who 
were leaving in large numbers. 
Concessions by Landlords. 

This statement was supported by so- 
cial workers, who asserted that land- 
lords. for the first time in years were 
compelled to. make repairs and other 
concessions if they wished to hold old 
tenants or win -back those who had 
moved. 

Health Commissioner’ Harris dis- 
cussed the housing situation from the 
viewpoint of public health. He drew 
a picture of the lives of 7,436 families 
of workmen whose housing conditions 
were investigated in a ‘door to door 
canvass by nurses of the Health De- 
partment, and told of overcrowded bed- 
rooms, high death rate from tubercu- 
Josis and communicable diseases, and 
an infant mortality rate in fourteen 
sections of Manhattan ‘two or three 
times as high as the average death

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15..—:The 
farmer-banker blocs, merged.in .an ef- 
fort to force action at this session on 
the: McNary-Haugen plan for farm re- 
lief and the MacF'adden branch bank 
bill, functioned: with success in: both 
houses of Congress today,  when,: run- 
ning roughshod over opposition, which 
appears to be growing weaker as the 
hour for a vote approaches, the: House 
farm bloc pushed through a rule sub- 
stituting the Senate farm bill: for: its 
own: measure by the lop-sided vote of 
201 to 62. 

Today’s developments advanced the 
McNary-Haugen bill another: stage’ to- 
ward victory. ‘The letter of Secretary 
Melion, in which he pointed’ out that 
the proposed plan of farm relief was 
unworkable, fell fiat, according § to 
farm bloc leaders, and scant atten- 
tion was paid to it in the day’s debate. 

With the farm and banking bills well 
on the way to passage,’ only ‘a‘ few 
important items of legislation remain 
to be whipped into.shape., Most, of 
the routine maa ee Aims ‘are ‘in 
form to be put throiij ‘fo- 
tice. There is trouble Phecteyrd the 
naval bill, but this measure will pass, 
following another demonstration over 
the Senate ' three-cruiser “amendment. 
A vote on the conference report on 
the radio: bill seems certain. 


Seek to Avoid “Pocket Veto.” 


There are good reasons why the farm 
bloc is trying to send the McNary- 
Haugen bill to the White House not 
later than Saturday. Its advocates do 
not propose to permit the measure ‘to 
go into the discard as a result of a 
“pocket veto.” Under the Constitu- 
tion a bill passed while Congress is 
in session becomes a law in ten days 
if not acted upon by.the President in 
that time. If, however,.a bill reaches 
the President within ten. days of .ad- 
journment he may kill it by a “pocket 
veto,” that is, by merély pigeon-holing 
the measure. The farm bloc intends 
if possible to avoid such a contingency. 

If the bill..eaches the. President by 
Saturday, Feb. 19, just ten and. one- 
half legislative days will elapse before 
adjournment at noon on March 4. It 
will then be incumbent on the Presi- 
dent. to. veto it in writing if he is 
opposed to its becoming a law. The 
belief that he will veto the bill and 
accompany it by a message explaining 
the reasons for his action is ~-hared by 
farm bloc leaders as well as the op- 
position. 

The special rule to substitute the 


Senate ,farm bill for the House _ bill 
went through with a rush: Opponents 
of the rule, which limits discussion to 
four hours, failed to muster enough 
strength: to force a-roll call. It was 
adopted by a standing vote, follow- 
ing which general debate was resumed 
and concluded just before adjourn- 
ment late this afternoon.

Webster Collapses and Women 
and Policeman. Shed Tears 
When She. Spurns Love. 


SHE BREAKS DOWN LATER 


Killer’s Counsel.-Declares: He 
Will Show Mother-in-Law 
Slain in Self-Defense.

MINEOLA, L. I., Feb, 15.—Harold F. 
Webster’s trial for the murder of his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Catherine Gallo- 
way, with an iron bar on Jan. 3 was 
brought to an abrupt adjournment this 
afternoon when the defendant fainted 
at’ the conclusion of his wife’s testi- 
mony that she no longer loved him 
and that he would never more be per- 
mitted to see his year-old son. The 
trial had opened this morning. 

The testimony of the wife, Mrs. 
Blanche Irene Webster, was given with 
apparent’ calm in an even voice. Her 
ees firm as she moved from the 

Hess stand, but she also fainted an 
instant later in her sister's arms. 

Webstér sank down in his chair, 
inert. To all appearances he was un- 
conscious. .He was carried. from the 
courtroom to his cell in the county jail 
and court adjourned for the day short- 
ly after 4 o’clock. 


Mother Sits Near Webster. 


Women comprised more than half the 
small: crowd that was admitted ‘to the 
courtroom and nearly all were in 
tears. Webster’s mother, Mrs. Alice 
Garrison, sat within a few feet of her 
son, ‘separated from him by a jailer. 
Her face worked convulsively and fre- 
quently she broke into tears. 

Webster had wept almost constantly 
throughout the afternoon session. <A 
tall policeman placed on guard over an 
exhibit in the centre of the courtroom 
allowed tears to flow down his cheeks 
while he stood rigidly at attention. 
Every one in the courtroom appeared 


to be affected by the defendant’s re-|

Kellogg in a Statement nents 
France Misunderstands the 
Aims of Naval Proposal. 


BUT HE IS STILL HOPEFUL 


Feels That Before the Geneva 
Conference Ends Frezch. Will 
Aid Agreement Suggested.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—While the 
Washington Government clung to a 
faint hope that its proposal to the 
other naval powers for a separate con- 
ference for further limitation of naval 
armaments would not be rejected by 
France, it cannot be said that the un- 
favorable French answer to the Amer- 
ican suggestion. was a surprise. Inti- 
mations. of the French attitude con- 
veyed through press dispatches from 
Paris sinee last Friday gave sufficient 
Preparation for the character of the 
French answer, which was received at 
the State Department this afternoon 
from the American Embassy in Paris, 
and furnished textually to newspapers 
tonight. 

[The State Department translation of 
the text of the Briand note differed 
verbally, but not in senge, from the 
translation cabled to THz New York 
Times from Paris.] 

It is too early to attempt to forecast 
any action this Government may take

‘Atticle VIII of the Covenant of the 
League of Nations has constituted 
general limitation of armaments one 
of the essential duties of the League. 
In 1921, it may be recalled, the pow- 
ers to whom the United States today 
extend an invitation already united 
their efforts to..realize by them- 
g@elves limitation of naval arma- 


ments. At the time when it was 
held the Washington Conference was 
fully justified, but circumstances to- 
day are different. The League of 
Nations has set to work: conclusion 
of a convention on the traffic in 
arms, elaboration of a convention on 
private manufacture of war material,

Conflicting Attitude. 


American. proposal as an initial 
promise sets aside these two prin- 
ciples, with the result ‘that ‘the 
French Government, which has -al- 
ready announced its position . before 
the nations represented in the 
League, would not be able to adopt 
it without abandoning its point of 
view. It would thus have to contra- 
dict itself in a public retraction. 

Would the proposed ‘method be at 
least likely to accomplish the desired 
result? The precedent of the confer- 
ence at Rome in 1924 justifies no 
such hope. That conference in effect 
did not succeed in getting the pow- 
ers unrepresented at Washington to 
adopt the principles established there 
for capital ships and much less did 
the conference obtain an extension 
of those principlés to other cate- 
gories of ships. Those powers would 
be no less cautious of their own in- 
terests today. They would be once 
more called upon to accept principles 
and decisions which had -been ar- 
rived at without their cooperation. 

The American Government has un- 
doubtedly envisaged this last objec- 
tion, and if it has felt it necessary 
to set it aside it is because of its 
belief that there is no hope of an 
effective and immediate result un- 
less the problems of disarmament 
are considered separately. The 
French Government believes, on the 
contrary,. that the study of the ques- 
tion already accomplished by the 
Preparatory Commission will enable 
the commission, provided the nations 
represented will cooperate with a 
firm determination to secure results, 
to arrive at a decision at its next ses- 
sion which will permit the convoca- 
tion of a general conference on dis- 
armame-* with pronounced chances 
of success. 

The French Government, having 
envisaged the various aspects of the 
American proposal, is conscious of 
the obligations imposed upon it as a 
member of the League of Nations, 
fearing for any interference with the 
authority of the latter and convinced 
that no durable work of peace can 
be accomplished without the joint as- 
sent of all the powers called by the 
same right to defend their rights and 
interests, believes that it is at Gene- 
va and by the Preparatory Commis- 
sion itself, in which we have been 
happy to see the United States dele- 
gates participate, that the American 
proposal can be effectively examined. 


FOR STRONG NAVY FOR ITALY. 


Rome Fascist Organ Advocates

ROMB, Feb. 15 (4).—Italy needs a 
strong navy, not to defend her civili- 
zation but to spread it, says Il Tevere, 
Fascist organ, commenting jointly on 
President Coolidge’s naval disarma- 
ment proposal and the opening of the 
Tripoli Fair today.

DECLARES BRITAIN 
MUST HAVE CRUISERS 


Viscount Chelmsford at Chamber 
of Commerce Says They Are 
Vital Needs in Trade. 


Viscount Chelmsford, former First 
Lord of the Admiralty of Great Brit- 
ain, speaking yesterday at the monthly 
luncheon of the British Empire Cham- 
ber of Commerce at 25 Broadway, dis- 
cussed Great Britain’s attitude toward 


naval disarmament and said that the 
Empire must have cruisers to keep 
open the ocean trade routes vital to 
her existence. 

He said he would not attempt to dis- 
cuss President Coolidge'’s proposals on 
naval armament, but that Great Brit- 
ain ‘‘yields to no country in the world 
in her desire for peace and in her de- 
sire for disarmament.” During the 
war, he said, 73 British cruisers out of 
a fleet of more than 100 sought the 
German cruisers, Emden, Koenigsberg 
and Wolff, without finding them until 
the Germans gave their positions 
away. Now, he said, the British have 
only 50 cruisers and that if war came 
there would ‘‘certainly be commerce 
destroyers which would be able to hold 
up trade routes.”” He said he had 
started the construction of the first 
.five cruisers under the Washington 
Pact in 1924 and that succeeding First 
Lords had continued the policy he in- 
augurated. 

‘“‘Let me impress upon you this: That 
the policy of building is not a policy of 
increasing the size of our navy, of 
naval aggrandizement,’’ he said. ‘‘It 
is a policy of replacement of ships 
that are wearing out. I say without 
hesitation that if there were no re- 
placement policy going on, somewhere 
in the next decade of this century 
there wouldn’t be a British cruiser in 
existence which was fit to take to the 
seas.”’

Dry Leader Opposes’ the Plan 
Put Forth by Asseniblyman 
to Revise Constitution. 


SPEAK OVER THE RADIO 


Cuvillier Fails.to Mention Dry Law, 
but Wheeler Sees Its Foes 
Behind Proposal. 


Assemblyman Louis Cuvillier and 
Wayne B. Wheeler, general counsel of 
the Anti-Saloon League, debated over 
the radio last night a proposal to hold 
a national convention to revise the 
Federal Constitution. 

The debate was held in the studio of 
station, WGBS, at Gimbel Brothers in 
Thirty-third Street, and the speakers 
were introduced by Dr. Henry God- 
dard Leach, editor of the Forum Mag- 
azine, under whose auspices it was 
held. 

Although Assemblyman Cuvillier is 
a leader of the wets at Albany and 
Mr. Wheeler is the best-known leader 
of the drys, the prohibition amendment 
figured only incidentally in the discus- 
sion. Mr. Cuvillier suggested that the 
lack of elasticity of the Constitution 
and “‘the extreme difficulty of adjust- 
ing it to conditions under which the 
American people actually live’ might 
make it a hindrance rather than a 
help to the advance which is essential 
to the well-being of America. 

Wants States to Act. 


“The practical measure therefore,” 
said Mr. Cuvillier, “is for the States 
composing the Union to invoke the 
power bestowed upon them in Article 
V of the Constitution and compel Con- 
gress to call a national convention to 
adapt the Constitution to the nation’s 
real needs. 

“Few realize with what relative 
ease this may be accomplished. The 
Constitution provides that such a con- 
vention must be summoned when de- 
manded by two-thirds of the States. 
There are now forty-eight States in 
the Union. When thirty-two States 
have formally petitioned for a consti- 
tutional convention, Congress has no 
choice but to cogvoke one. 

“Now, the surprising fact, which no 
one, apparently, realizes, is that thirty- 
two States have made such applica- 
tions since 1900. The requisite number 
of applications having been handed in, 
the issuing of the call is mandatory. 

“Some one is sure to raise the point 
that the applications of the various 
Legislatures have not been simuita- 
neous, but nave extended over a period 
of slightly more than a quarter of a 
century. There is nothing in the Con- 
stitution, however, providing that the 
applications must be made at the same 
time or within any specified period of 
time whatever. 

“There is nothing radical or revolu- 
tionary about the measure I propose. 
Even after the proposed convention 
has done its work, ratification by 
three-fourths of the States is still 
necessary before any proposed change 
can go into effect.” 


Wheeler Takes Issue. 


Mr. Wheeler, in reply, pointed out 
that never since this Government was 
organized had thirty-two States at one 
time united for such a venture and de- 
clared that the Constitution itself haa 
provided adequately for necessary 
changes in its provisions for amend- 
ments. The convention method, he 
said, was cumbersome, expensive and 
unsatisfactory. 

“Apponents of the Bighteenth 
Amendment, realizing that they can- 
not repeal it by the ordinary method, 
are asking for a national constitutional 
convention,’ the dry leader declared. 
“Realizing also that they cannot get 
two-thirds of the States to make the 
required applications, they demand 
that all applications for a Federal 
constitutional convention which have 
been adopted by the States since the 
beginning of the Government be added 
together and that Congress recognize 
these as binding and mandatory for the 
purpose of calling a constitutional con- 
vention to repeal the Eighteenth 

“In other words, all of the old ap- 
plications by the States on questions 
that have been before the people and 
have been settled for many years are 
to be vitalized in order to resuscitate 
the dead body of John Barleycorn.” 

_A convention such as proposed by 
Mr. Cuvillier, Mr. Wheeler asserted, 
would open the gates of every kind of 
radical proposal for changing our form 
of Government and would disjoint 
every part of our national structure.

Officials were silent on the status 
of the move for an amicable adjust- 
ment, but Dr. T. S. Vaca, confidential 
Washington agent of Sacasa, said: 

“The capture of Matagalpa by the 
Constitutional (Liberal) Army of Gen- 
eral Moncada will bring matters to a 
head shortly, as the time has arrived 
when the American policy must with- 
draw its support from Diaz or send the 
marines to stop General Moncada by 
force of arms.’ 

While the navy today withheld orders 
for dispatching marines, it directed the 
transport Henderson at Philadelphia 
to be prepared to carry out the move- 
ment. Approximately 1,000 marines are 
ready to move from Quantico, Va., 
and between 200 and: 300 more can be 
picked up at Paris Island, S. C. The 
marines at Quantico include a battalion 
of the Fifth Regiment, 600 strong, and 
400 more who reached there yesterday 
upon being withdrawn from special 
duty ‘in the East guarding the mails, 
in expectation that a 1 for Nica- 
raguan service might be received. 

The Henderson is to take 800 appren- 
tice seamen from the training station 
at Newport, R. I., to the fleet at 
Guantanamo for training, as is the 
practice every year. The transport 
would take on the marines and stop at 
Nicaraguan points before proceeding to 


Cuban waters. It probably will sail in| brai 


a few days. 

Sending more than 1,200 marines to 
Nicaragua would make possible a more 
intensive control of conditions, espe- 
cially by the establishing of many 
more neutral zones.. The American 
forces now in Nicaragua consist of 196 
officers and 3,068 enlisted men, includ- 
ing 20 officers and 400 men of the 
Marine Corps. Five cruisers, five de- 
stroyers and one mine sweeper are in 
Nicaraguan waters. Neutral zones have 
been established at Bluefield, Pearl 
Lagoon, Rio Grande, Prizapulco, Puer- 
to Cabezas and Rama, all on the east 
coast, where the Liberals exert their 
greatest control.

John Macy Does Bravely After 
Rath Hale and Lorine Pruette

John Macy, in spite of his intellectual 


| attainments (he has read the world’s 


literature and .written an outline of it), 
must have felt, last night, much like 
a puny kitten heaved into a den of 
tigresses.

Miss Pruette advised the male sex to 
form a ‘‘conservation league for men 
while there is yet time.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Senator 
Borah, Chairman. of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, introduced a resolu- 


tion today oone Tremont Coolidge 
to negotiate with Mexico for an exten- 
sion of the life of the General Claims 
Commission, which juld otherwise 
end next August and be unable in the 
intervening time to complete its work. 

The resolution recites that it is ‘pro- 
vided by Article VI of the convention, 
dated Sept. 8, 1923, that the commis- 
sion shall “hear, examine and decide 
within three years from the date of its 
first meeting’’ all claims filed with it 
which arose prior to the signing of the 
convention, which period will expire 
on Aug. 30. 

The preamble to the Borah resolution 
points out that Article VIII of the 
convention provided that all such 
claims filed with the commission 
should be considered and treated as 
“fully settled, barred and thenceforth 
inadmissible, provided they have ‘been 
heard and decided by the commission.” 

The preamble goes on to declare that 
it has been brought to the knowledge 
of the Senate that it would not be pos- 
sible for the commission to hear, ex- 
amine and decide the claims in the 
manner contemplated by the conven- 
bog within the time specified by Arti- 
cle ; 
Declaring it to be in the interest of 
both Governments that all such claims 
be heard and judicially determined 
and settled, the Borah resolution re- 
qttests the President, ‘‘in his discretion,

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. ‘Féby 15° (= 
With corruption as his ‘themé; Senator 
Reed of Missouri, soon to be brought 
forward as a Democratic Presidential 
candidate, delivered a sweeping denun- 


Ciation of the Republican Party in an 
address here tonight before the State 
Association of Democratic Editors. 

After tracing Republican irregulari- 
ties from the days of-Alexander Ham- 
ilton to the present, the Senator, who 
Was the guiding spirit behind the Sen- 
ate inquiry’ into campaign expendi- 
tures, declared: 

“The redline of corruption runs 
through the Capitol of the nation and 
crosses the White House: grounds.” 

He charged President Coolidge with 
acquiescence in the’ ‘Pennsylvania 
election corruption,’? and with derelic- 
tion of public duty by*faflure ‘to move 
toward the prosecution of former At- 
torney General Daugherty and the 
principals in the oil scandals. 

Turning on Frank. 0. Lowden, the 
Senator declared the former Illinois 
Governor “is now appearing on the 
horizon again as the special angel and 
champion of the farmers.”’ 

“He is about as well qualified for 
that position,’’ Senator Reed said, ‘tas 
I would be for leader of the angelic 
choir.’”’ 

Mr. Lowden, he added, had been re- 
tired from the Presidential race of 1920 
by the exposure of the ‘‘payment of 
$38,000 to certain politicians of the 
State of Missouri in consideration of 
the Missouri vote in the Republican 
convention.” 

Describing the recent Pennsylvania 
election as the ‘“‘Pennsylvania iniqui- 
ty,’’ Senator Reed declared that “there 
again we must literally start at the 
White House.’ 


Reed Assails Secretary Mellon. 


“The Secretary of the Treasury, 
doubtless with the consent of the 
President,” he continued, “proceeded 
to Pennsylvania, publicly declared in 
favor of Pepper and actively engaged 
in the business of organizing his cam- 
paign. Togéther with his brothers and 
nephews, the Mellon family contributed 
$75,000, which is admitted, and en- 
gaged at once in the gathering of the 
largest slush fund ever accumulated to 
nominate any man for the “United 
States Senate. 

‘The fact has already been disclosed 
that this campaign, largely controlled 
and dominated by the Mellon family, 
raised and expended in the primary 
campaign alone $1,840,000. 

“At the same time Vare, the oppos- 
ing candidate, was gathering his sin- 
ews of war. The curious thing about 
his contributions is that men known as 
notorious grafters in elections were 
admitted to have given sums ranging 
from $50,000 to $75,000, and some of 
them refused to disclose the source of 
the money. 

“Against Vare and his cohorts the 
Mellon forces pronounced anathema 

maranatha. They declared Vare unfit 
for the office of United States Sena- 
tor, that his methods were villainous 
and corrupt, that he was altogether 
bad, Yet the day after Vare’s victory, 
these same forces rallied to his sup- 
port.

It rolled 
up an apparent vote so great that Vare 
apparently was elected by a majority 
of approximately 200,000 votes. 


Would Arouse Public Opinion. 


‘This spectacle has horrified this 
country. It has turned the stomach of

RAIL UNION CHIEFS 
LAUD CHURCH REPORT 


Criticize Rockefellers for Not 
Preventing Western Maryland 
* Strike Trouble.

CLEVELAND, Feb. 15.—The Rocke- 
feller. interests are blamed for the 
Western Maryland Railroad strike, 
now over a year old, in a statement 
issued today by A. Johnston, Grand 
Chief Engineer of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, and D. B. 
Robertson, President of the Brother- 
héod ‘of Locomotive Firemen and En- 
ginemen., 

Behind Maxwell C. Byers, President 
of the road, they say, are the Rocke- 
fellers- and their associates, owning 
half of the road. It is with their com- 
mand, support or silent permission, the 
statement intimates, that Byers 
“forced the strike” of 425 engineers and 
firemen; tried. to force retired en- 
gineers back to the throttle and de- 
prived them of pensions for a year 
when they refused. 

Johnston and Robertson base their 
charges on the report of the joint 
Protestant, Catholic and Jewish 
Church organizations which investi- 
gated conditions along the 804 miles 
of Western Maryland track. This 
strip is the only stretch in the 235,000 
miles of railroad in the country 
whose management has flouted the 
Railroad Labor Board decrees and 
scorned arbitration, making the strike 
ballot necessary, the brotherhoods say. 

The brotherhood’s statement sum- 
marizes the striking employes’ efforts 
at adjustment, following the strikes, 
as follows: 

1. Requested the Western Maryland’s 
directors to overrule the management. 
They refused. 

2. Offered to arbitrate under the 
Newlands act. The management re- 
fused. 

3. Asked the United States Media- 
tion. Service to discuss the matter with 
the management. They did, but after 
two days withdrew. 

4. Offered, through a volunteer medi- 
ation agency in New York to submit 
the difference to the Railroad Labor 
Board. That attempt failed. 

Finally, the brotherhood statement 
says, they could not even get in com- 
munication with Byers, and the man- 
agement’s office was ‘‘dead’’ to them. 

The brotherhood officials call upon 
John D. Rockefeller Jr. to remedy con- 
ditions on the railroad. 


TRAIN IN CALIFORNIA 
PLUNGES INTO CREEK 


Two Are Killed and Six Injared 
as Bridge Gives Way Under 
the Los Angeles Limited. 


“WHITTIER, Cal., Feb, 15 (#).—Two 
persons were known to have been 
killed and six others injured tonight 
when the locomotive tender, baggage 
car and one coach of the Los Angeles 
Limited, crack passenger train of the 
Union Pacific, plunged into Puente 
Creek, five miles north of here. 

The dead are Charles Ireland, engi- 
neer, of Los Angeles, and an unidenti- 
fied man. 

The injured were brought to Whittier 
for medical treatment. Two relief 
trains were dispatched to the scene 
with first-aid supplies. Rescue crews 
tonight were searching the wreckage 
for other victims. 

When the bridge gave way, the loco- 
motive plunged into the creek, swollen 
with flood waters, and landed upside 
down. -The baggage ear fell crosswise 
against the onrushing waters. The first 
coach, a dining car, overturned when 
it toppled into the water.

Bloom Used “Fighting Language.’’ 


The immediate cause of the trouble 
was a remark made by Mr. Bloom 
“that the gentleman from Texas states 
what is not the truth.” Down in 
Texas that is “fighting language,”’ ac- 
cording’ to Mr. Blanton; and that is 
what it proved to be: today. 

Mr. Bloom is not a member of the

SHIPSTEAD URGES’ ACTION 





Declares There Is Danger of the 
President Issuing Proclamation 
—Speaker Assails Britain. 





Germans and Scandinavians, to the 
number of about 1,000, held a meeting 
of protest last night at Mecta Temple, 
under the auspices ofthe State Coun- 
cil of the Steuben Society, aginst the 
proposed ‘national origin clause 
amending the Immigration law, which, 
it was contended, would discriminate 
against the peoples of. Northern Eu- 


rope. 

The chief speaker was-United States 
Senator Henrik Shipstead of Minne- 
sota, who went at length into the his- 
tory of the legislation to explain the 
basis upon which the attempt had been 
made to determine the national origin 
of the present population, upon which 
the immigration quotas are to be 
based. He convinced the audience of 
the unreliability of the figures used, 
which, he said, was now admitted by 
the majority of the Immigration Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House, as 
well.as by the Cabinet officials, who 
had started the work of finding a basis 
for the figuring. 

The Senator made it plain, however, 
that because of the situation in Con- 
gress, there was a real danger, the 
Senate having passed a bill to post- 
pone the froclamation by the Presi- 
dent, which the amended law re- 
quires, and.the House having. substi- 
tuted for this measure one carrying a 
clause repealing. the national . origin 
clause. Between the two, the Senator 
warned, there was danger of nothing 
being passed by cither House ‘in: the 
seventeen days remaining of the ses- 
sion, in which case it would be in- 
cumbent on the President to issue the 
proclamation, and the national origins 
provision may become effective. 

T. Langlan Thompson, a Norwegian, 
declared -that all that .those present 
asked was fair play and justice, and 
that they asked it,-not as aliens, but 
as citizens of this country demanding 
their rights. 

Maurice Deiches asserted that the 
clause had no bearing on the number 
of immigrants to be admitted, and de- 
nounced it as plainly discriminatory, 
asking whether the Declaration of: In- 
dependence meant what it said or not, 
and how such a clause could be made 
to uare with’ the traditions and 
precedents in United States history. 

“To my dying day,”’ he said, “I will 
protest against insidious propaganda 
that would turn this country into a 
British principality and put a British 
viceroy in power in the United States.”’ 

Resolutions were adopted urging 
Congress to, see to it that the cbjec- 
tionable provisions were repealed. 
Theodore H. Hoffmen presided. Judge

FOR QUOTA LAW EXTENSION. 


Commissioner Day Would Admit 
Latin Americans Like Europeans. 


Extension of the quota law to apply 
to immigrants from Mexico, Central 
and South America and revision of the 
“non quota’ provisions to make it 
easier for mothers, fathers and other 
relatives of immigrants to enter this 
country, was advocated last night by 
Benjamin M. Day, Commissioner of 
Immigration of the Port of New York 
at a joint meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors and the Boards of Governors of 
the League for American Citizenship in 
the Town Hall Club. 

‘“‘While recent immigration legislation 
has materially lessened the volume of 
aliens arriving at our ports,’”’ he said, 
‘it has increased in complexity the ad- 
ministration of the law. 

“My first recommendation is one on 
which Congress has already taken ac- 
tion. It concerns the repeal of the 
National Origin Clause in the present 
law, which was postponed within tne 
past week by Congress for another 
year. Such action is desirable since 
it gives a longer time for determining 
the proper basis for quotas. 

“Second, I would favor the extension 
of the quota system to include Mexico 
and the Central and South American 
Republics. I see no reason why these 
countries should not have quotas as 
have the countries of Europe. 

“Third, I would recommend the ex- 
tension of the non-quota status to in- 
clude mothers, fathers, husbands and 
minor children of citizens resident in 
the United States. Such non-quota 
status now applies only to wives and 
children under 18 years of age of said 
citizens. I also favor the legislation 
now pending, providing for the admis- 
sion as ‘non-quota’ of certain relatives 
of certain resident aliens. 

“Fourth, I would favor legislation 
giving the Commissioner power to issue 
warrants of arrest in certain cases.” 


ASK STATE FIRE MARSHAL. 


Antin Produces Prairie House Sur- 
vivors at Albany Hearing.

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—Two survivors of 


the Prairie House fire at Hurleyville a 
year ago were witnesses at the Senate 
Finance Committee hearing today on 
a bill introduced by Senator Antin of 
the Bronx to create the office of State 
Fire Marshal. 

The measure would empower the 
marshal and his deputies to make in- 
spections in rural districts, order the 
installation of fire-escapes and’ other- 
wise take steps to insure safety. 
’Miss Blanche Werner of 828 Dawson 
Street, the Bronx, and Mrs. Ruth 
Shorr of Union City; N. J., said they 
had.to leap from. third-story windows 
of the Hurleyville Hotel because it 
was not equipped with fire-escapes or 
ropes. Miss Werner was seriously in- 
ured and Mrs. Shorr’s brother, Harry 

iller, was burned to death. 

An affidavit of an eye-witness was 
also filed with the committee telling 
of the fire at Twilight. Inn, Haines 
Falls, in which twenty persons were 
killed last Summer. 

Senator Antin’s bill was opposed by 
Frank Boland of the Hotel Men’s As- 
sociation.

Set Left On Showed He Had Been 
on Scene of Marder of 
Child and Its Mother. 


CONNEAUT, Ohio, Feb. 15 (#).—A 
jazz tune from ‘a ‘radio set today led 
to the capture ofa 16-year-old youth 
and his confession that last night he 
killed Mrs. Alice Brown, 27, and her 
5-year-old son, Frederick Jr., when the 
woman repllsed his advances. 

Floyd Hewitt,.a farmer boy, living 
across the road from the Brown home, 
three miles from here, is said. to have 
admitted. to county .authorities, after 
three hours’ . questioning, that he 
crushed “the..woman’s head with a 
stove poker which she had seized to 
protect herself, and then, to conceal 
the crime, killed the boy. 

The arrest of the boy followed infor- 
mation given to the authorities by 
Frederick -Brown Sr., the ‘husband, 
who found the bodies when he re- 
turned early today from his: e a gy 
ment as crew caller at a railroa 
gine house. 

The radio was still on when he en- 
tered the house, and, as the boy was 
fond of music ‘and had been in the 
habit of. coming frequently to the 
Brown home in the evening to listen, 
Brown suggested that he be ques- 
tioned. 

Hewitt was found just after noon 
motoring about town with a friend. At 
first he maintained ignorance of the 
killing, but after long questioning 
asked to be left alone with Deputy 
Sheriff H. D. Hanum. A few minutes 
later Sheriff Frank Shelton was 
called in, 

Shelton brought the story of the con- 
fession' with him when he returned 
from the room. The boy said he had 
been seated on. the. davenport with 
Mrs. Brown. He made advances 
which were repulsed. He renewed 
them, and: Mrs. Brown seized the 
poker, struck him across the shoulder 
and ordered him from _ the_ house. 
Angered by the blow, he wrested the 
weapon from her hands and chased her 
about the house, finally cornering her 
on a stairway, where he killed her 
with blows on the head. 

The. child, who had been playing 
with a deck of cards at his mother’s 
feet, ran screaming after her as 
Hewitt pursued her. After the mother 
was slain, Hewitt said he turned on 
the child, who fled to the basement. 
There for several seconds they dodged 
about in the dim light until, trapped 
behind a furnace, the child was killed 
with his own baseball bat. 

After the confession,- a warrant 
charging first degree murder was is- 
sued. Hewitt was taken to Jefferson, 
the county seat, where he was placed 
in jail. 

Shelton said that a button torn from 
the boy’s coat in the struggle with 
Mrs. Brown broke his nerve and 
brought the confession. 


OPPOSES CHURCHILL 
ON FRENCH MUTINIES 


British Statesman Calls His State- 
ments of Troop Revolts in 
War Exaggerated.

LONDON, Feb. 15.—Winston Church- 
ill’s statements relating to the muti- 
nies in the French Army in April, 1917, 
are exaggerated, according to state- 
ments made here today in an inter- 
view in The Evening Standard by a 
British statesman who occupied an im- 
portant post in Paris at that time. 

In his memoirs, which are being pub- 
lished here serially, Mr. Churchill de- 
clares that following General Nivelle’s 
disastrous offensive whole regiments 


started to Paris to demand that the 
Government negotiate peace, and muti- 
nies involving some of the finest 
troops broke out in sixteen different 
army corps. 

After losing 6,000 men in General Ni- 
velle’s drive a Russian force of 15,000 
openly revolted and were only subdued 
by prolonged artillery fire, said Mr. 
Churchill. 

What happened, declared the states- 
man, who takes exception to Mr. 
Churchill’s description of the situation, 
“was not so much a general strike 
against war as a strike against the 
absence of leave. When Marshal Pé- 
tain gave each man fourteen days’ 
leave that greatly appeased the sol- 
diers. 

“It may be that the French have 
hushed things up and that the mutinies 
were as serious as Mr. Churchill makes 
- but I should have thought other- 

se. 

“The Germans had a very good spy 
system and if trouble in the French 
forces was as serious as Mr, Churchill 
suggests the Germans would have 
known’ and undoubtedly would have 
flung themselves on the French. 

“I knew all about the Russians. It 
is true that they became infected with 
Bolshevist notions and that many were 
shot.”

Coolidge Sees No Present Danger to 
Americans and No Need for 
Marines Landing.

Minister to the United States, declared 


today at a meeting of the National 


Po lar Government League. 

he. experience of the last eighty- 
“Wy years convinces them,” he as- 
serted, “that they cannot secure for 
themselves that combination of order 
and progress to which they are justly 
entitled so long as they are restrained 
and humiliated by the conditions which 
the existing unequal treaties impose.”’ 

Although not mentioning specifically 
the Kellogg proposal to negotiate for 
revision of customs and extraterrito- 
riality treaties with any group repre- 
sentative of China, Dr. Sze discussed 
the situation surrounding these sub- 
jects at length. He was introduced 
by former Senator Owen of Oklahoma, 
who said the American people wanted 
to see the sovereignty of China re- 
spected and declared that tariff au- 
tonomy and freedom from extraterri- 
torial restrictions should be granted to 
China. 

While the meeting was in progress, 
President Coolidge let it be known he 
could see no present need for the 
American marines to land in Shang- 
hai. Nothing has occurred lately, it 
was said at the White House, to in- 
dicate that American lives and prop- 
emmy are in any greater danger or 
jeopardy than would naturally be sup- 
posed from the warfare that has been 
going on in China for several years. 

State Department officials were 
without any official advices today con- 
cerning the reported break-down of the 
British nezotiations at Hankow or the 
rejection of the American proposal to 
have Shanghai set aside from the zone 
of hostilities. 

“The Chinese people,’’ said Dr. Sze 
in his address, ‘“‘are convinced that it 
is entirely a futile attempt to procure 
for themselves the new and just order 
of relationship by patiently acquiescing 
in the old order of diplomacy—that is, 
the powers’ insistence in the necessity 
of their unanimity of consent before 
any change in the treaties can be put 
into effect. To secure the unanimous 
consent of a dozen and more sovereign 
and independent nations at the same 
time is an extremely difficult if not 
entirely impossible task; some of the 
powers at some time are bound to feel 
that the best course for their own 
interest is the course of procrastina- 
tion. 

“The Chinese people are firmly con- 
vinced of the essential justice of the 
demands they are making, and they 
are ready to make such sacrifices as 
may be required in order that the sat- 
isfaction of these demands may be se- 
cured. 

“The foreign-imposed limitations 
upon China’s freedom of action do 
more than add the last straw which 
renders too heavy to be successfully 
borne the burden of the governmental 
task which China is striving to accom- 
plish. They constitute a substantially 
important part of that burden. As 
long as these limitations exist not only 
will the Government of China be un- 
able to secure an income adequate for 
its essential needs, but it will be un- 
able to command from its own people 
that respect and support which is in- 
dispensable for the maintenane of any 
popular form of political rule. 

“The world may rest assured that 
the Chinese nation will not rest until 
her independence and territorial and 
administrative integrity shall become 
realities.”’ 

“Great Britain allows full tariff 
autonomy to Ireland and her domin- 
ions,’’. continued Dr. Sze, ‘‘but the 
powers deprive China of tariff auton- 
omy; thus she has a status even in- 
ferior.to that of the British dominions. 
As to extraterritoriality, the late 
Dr. ‘Sun Yat-sen said that as it now is 
the Chinese in China, although in their 
own country, are less favored than are 
the natives of an autocratically gov- 
erned British crown colony.” 


SAYS WE SPOIL CHINESE. 


Dr. Stetson Declares Pagan Univer- 
sities Make Them Worse. 


Many Chinese young men who come 
to America to study in our leading 
universities go back to China ‘worse 
than they came,"’ the Rev. Dr. Caleb 
R. Stetson, rector of Trinity Episcopal 
migymrci~ declared yesterday morning at 

@ meeting of the Women’s Missionary 
Auxiliary of the church in Trinity Mis- 
sion House, 211 Fulton Street. 

Dr. Stetson spoke informally follow- 
ing an address on “Mission Work in 
the Orient” by the Rev. Francis Cres- 
wick Todd, rector of St. Andrew’s 
Episcopal Church, South Orange, N. J. 

“The young men who come here from 
China after being taught by our mis- 
sionaries there what Christianity is 
are much disillusioned when they get 
to America,” said Dr. Stetson. ‘‘They 
are disillusioned when they study in 
our pagan universities and when they 
see our pagan civilization. They find 


when they get here that Christianity is 


almost a negligible quantity in our 
civilization. The result is that they go 
back to China worse than they came.”’ 

The Rev. Mr. Todd predicted that 


China would find a solution for her 
present internal trouble. 

“I have the greatest sympathy for 
China,”" he said. ‘She is going to work 
things out,. but she has a stiff road 
do not think you could find 
any finer patriotism in ‘the United 
States than you do in China. 

“The Chinese are the alert, outstand- 
ing, wide-awake people in the Phili 
Pines. At our St. Stephen’s Home 
Manila I saw some fifty Chinese babies 
playing in the nursery. They were the 
snappiest little things. The Chinese 
children are so A ne so full of pep, 
and the little Filipino boys and girls 
are so heavy and dull in comparison.”

Minister Cha Chao-hsin Will Reply 
to Britain’s Statement of Its 
Policy on Far East.

GENEVA, Feb. 15.—It is learned to- 
night on reliable authority that the 
Chinese Minister Chu Chao-hsin will 
tomorrow morning hand to Sir Eric 
Drummond the Chinese reply to the 
British note which Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain recently sent to Geneva in 
defense of the policy of his Govern- 
ment in China. The reply will be “‘pre- 
cise.’ More than that cannot be 


learned tonight, but. the emphasis on 
its preciseness and the fact that Min- 
ister Chu is taking a train for Rome 
immediately after calling on Drum- 
mond indicate the possible character 
of the document. 

The British note expressed a willing- 
ness to take the problem before the 
League if anybody can show how that 
can be done. It is therefore possiple 
that the note which Minister Chu will 
deliver tomorrow is a formal demand 
for the League to consider the Chinese 
situation under Article XI, which deals 
with situations endangering interna- 
tional peace. 

This surmise is also based on certain 
indications and a study of the attitude 
of Minister Chu, who has repeatedly 
declared he is looking out for the in- 
terests of all Chinese and who has 
openly and in a public League meet- 
ing warned the British that their 
*“domination’’ of China is coming to 
an end. 

Minister Chu is as Nationalist as any 
Cantonese, and during his stay in 
Rome has imbibed largely of Fascist 
doctrines. Also, whatever his policy 
may be, it must not be forgotten that 
he is constantly besieged by delega- 
tions from the Kuomintang, who have 
even gone to the extent of issuing 
statements declaring they were sent 
to Geneva to control him and that he 
promised to take orders from them.

Wrigley Signalizes Return of 
Channel Hero With Race 
Challenge to World.

Wrigley Jr. today offered to back 
seventeen-year-old George Young, win- 
ner of the Catalina Channel swim, for 
$25,000 against any swimmer for a 
match race of from twenty to thirty 
miles in any body of water which 
Young’s opponent may choose. He 
said he would post his $25,000 with the 
understanding that this amount would 
be covered so that a purse of $50,000 
would go to the winner.

Young, his trainer, George Byrne, 
and his manager, Ralph Levy, expect 
to stay in Toronto “as long as we can 
put off our exhibition dates in the 
States,” which will be a week or more, 
as Levy expressed it.

JUDGE DISMISSES 
NORTHCLIFFE SUIT 


Costs Are Assessed Against 
Secretary of Publisher, Who Is 
Called a ‘Dangerous Woman.’ 


HER VERACITY IMPUGNED 


Justice Astbury Says He Is Sure 
She Knew Her Evidence Was 
False When She Gave It.

LONDON, Feb. i5.—The motion 
brought on behalf of Miss Louise Owen, 
secretary to the late Lord Northcliffe, 
for a rehearing of her recent unsuc- 
cessful action respecting the sale of 
his deferred shares in The Daily Mail 
was dismissed with costs by Justice 
Astbury today. 

Not only did the Judge dismiss the 
motion but he condemned Miss Owen 
for bringing it in terms so severe that 
they astonished the crowded court. 
,“I am satisfied,’’ he said, ‘‘that Miss 
Owen's evidence is absolutely false. In 
my judgment she is an extremely dan- 
gerous woman. 1 think it is due to the 
defendants to put on record my view 
and my holding concerning her evi- 
dence.”’ 

Miss Owen contended that she au- 
thorized her counsel at the previous 
trial, W. A. Jowitt, to consent to the 
withdrawal of her action apout the 
Northcliffe shares only if Lord Rother- 
mere, the owner of The Daily Mail, 
agreed to pay all the costs of the ac- 
tion and contribute generous sums to 
charities nominated by her. 

She stated that Mr. Jowitt had in- 
formed her that Lord Rothermere had 
agreed to such terms, and that was 
why she had consented to the with- 
drawal of her suit. 

When the application came before 
the court last Friday it was marked 
by scenes between Mr. Upjohn, Miss 
Owen’s counsel, and the Judge. Mr. 
Jowitt later attended the court and 
said that while he had understood that 
Lord Rothermere might do something 
toward Miss Owen’s costs no agree- 
ment of any sort was made. 

“No one who heard Mr. Jowitt's 
statement can possibly have honestly 
refused to believe it,” said the Judge 
today. “It was a current of clean cir 
after ‘what the Court had been listen- 
ing to. I am satisfied that Mr. Jowitt 
told the truth clearly and literally, and 
that Miss Owen’s evidence, on the 
contrary, was absolutely false. I am 
satisfied that when she gave her evi- 
dence she knew it was untrue.’ 

Sir John Simon had asked previously 
that Lord Rothermere, his fellow de- 
fendants and the counsel engaged in 
the case should be vindicated from the 
charge that they had made secret over- 
tures to Miss Owen to induce her to 
consent to the judgment and then had 
withdrawn them. 

This was forthcoming, Justice Ast- 
bury declaring the charge baseless and 
reflecting only discredit on the person 
who made it. The Judge then turned 
his attention to Miss Owen’s counsel 
and referred to his passage with Mr. 
Upjohn on Friday. 

“It soon became apparent,’’ he said, 
“that this motion was not to be con- 
ducted on the lines one is accustomed 
to. ” 

The Judge then referred to Mr. Up- 
jolin’s statement that “Mr. Luxmoore 
was’ discreetly silent when he repre- 
sented Lord Rothermore’’ in the nego- 
tiations for a settlement. 

“That statement,’”’ said Judge Ast- 
bury, ‘“‘is one of the most disgraceful 
innuendoes I have ever had the mis- 
fortune to listen to in court.”’ 

Miss Owen smiled frequently while 
Justice Astbury was giving his judg- 
ment and at the conclusion, while leav- 
ing the court accompanied by woman 
friends, she asserted, “I am not dis- 
tressed about the decision.’

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EARTHQUAKE TOLL 
HIGH IN YUGOSLAVIA 


Casualties Are Estimated Up to 
600 and Property Loss at 
$1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 


REGION SPARSELY SETTLED 


Rellef Is Speeded to Homeless 
Peasants, Who Feared End of 
the World Had Come.

BELGRADE, Feb. 15.—Conflicting re- 
ports of yesterday’s earthquake in 
Bosnia, Herzegovina and Dalmatia 
leave the extent of the disaster still 
unknown, because of the wrecking of 
telegraph communication. The esti- 
mates of the killed and injured range 
from 25 to 600 and of the material 
damage from $1,000,000 to $2,000,000. 
Relief parties are being sent from here 
and measures for assistance to the 
homeless have received precedence in 
Parliament. 

It is believed that the damage will 
be comparatively small, for the region 
where the earthquake was most vio- 
lent is one of the poorest in Yugo- 
slavia and is sparsely settled. For the 
ew however, it means a very high 
oss. 

The village of Ljubinje was one of 
the hardest hit, nearly every house 
there being destroyed or damaged and 
few of its inhabitants, it is reported, 
pater ge unhurt. The people are re- 
fusing to re-enter their houses, either 
because they are on the verge of fall- 
ing down or through fear of a repeti- 
tion of the earthquake. Even where 
less damage was done the terrorized 
peasants prefer sleeping in the open 
despite the wintry cold. 

In the mountainous areas the earth- 
quake dislodged many huge boulders, 
which increased the damage. Near 
Stolac, one of them, striking a house, 
killed two children and injured five. 
The level of the land was considerably 
lowered over wide areas in the valley 
of the River Trishjnica. 

The earth tremors were felt all over 
Yugoslavia, but there was little dam- 
age outside of Herzegovina and the 
southern and central parts of the 
Dalmatian Coast, Montenegro escaping 
with slight shocks. Ragusa reports few 
houses destroyed and few persons in- 
jured. 

The Adriatic was rough but not tem- 
pestuous during the earthquake. The 
day dawned clear just before the 
earhtquake, but when it started light- 
ning was seen flashing and this added 
to the terror of the peasants, who knelt 
in the open, crying out that the end of 
the world had come. 


Hundreds Dead Reported. 


B ILGRADB, Feb, 15 (4).—Yugoslavia, 
along the Adriatic Coast and far into 
the interior, suffered severe damage 
from a great earthquake Sunday, 
which also took a toll of probably sev- 
eral hundred lives. 

The earth shocks were felt severely 
as far inland as Sarajevo, but the most 
extensive damage occurred apparently 
along the hilly territory paralleling the 
coast for several score miles. 

The seismological station at Belgrade 
tonight attributed the shocks to a rup- 
ture in the bed of the Adriatic, which 
caused movement of the three great 
strata under the surface of Herzego- 
vina. In his statement the director of 
the station says that there are known 
to be ‘‘several dozen dead or injured 
and 200 buildings destroyed.”’ 

Many persons ere reported to. have 
perished at Ljubinje and 
Perkovitch. Those who escaped were 
forced from their homes in the dark- 
ness into the snow-filled streets with- 
out adequate covering or hope of 
shelter.

But Gala Performance of “Scenes 
From the Lives:of the Romanoffs”’ 
is Otherwise Dull.

MOSCOW, Feb. 15,—-A gala perform- 
ance of “Scenes From the Lives of the 
Romanoffs” was held last night at the 
Grand Opera House. 

The history of the Russian Imperial 
family is as rich as Hamlet or Mac- 
beth in tragedy and blood. Ivan 
strangled his wife, Peter murdered his 
son, Alexander II was blasted in his 
prime by a Nihilist bomb and even the 
mild and unhappy Nicholas II ordered 
machine guns to disperse the thou- 
sand petitioners knéeling before the 
Winter Palace. 

But what did the Grand Opera House 
present? First, an interminable dis- 
course by the Sovie: Health Commis- 
sioner, M. Semassko, proving that the 
Romanoffs. suffered from ‘‘psycho- 
pathia.” Second, another discourse by 
the Minister of Education, M. Lunar- 
charsky, proving that the Romanoffs 
were immoral, extravagant and devoid 
of esthetic refinement. How the au- 
dience yawned! 

Third came a series of extracts from 
the plays, depicting the various mem- 
bers of the Romanoff family—from 
Peter the Great in his dotage to 
Nicholas II in his characteristic in- 
decision. None of these plays amounts 
to anything and none evoked any emo- 
tion, except gentle amusement, con- 
tempt or pity, with one exception. 

Kachaloff of Stanislavsky’s Art The- 
atre, in the réle of Nicholas I played 
the Emperor cajoling the poet Releyef 
to the betrayal of his associates in the 
‘‘Dekabrist”’ conspiracy of 1825. 

The Dekabrist were no proletarian 
or even bourgeois conspirators. They 
were aristocrats led by Prince Tru- 
betskoy and they sought no more than 
a liberal constitution for Russia. But 
the scene as Kachaloff played it 
damned the Romanoffs beyond pardon.

There is a 
little cubbyhole in a suite of four 
small rooms in the Winter Palace in 
Leningrad where the cunning Emperor 
thus elicited facts to hang the conspi- 
rators, and hanged, they duly were. 

Kachaloff was marvelous. As the 
‘father of his country” he brought 
Releyef weeping to his feet, willing, 
nay eager, to babble forth the whole 
truth so that his Majesty might under- 
stand and pardon. 

But above the weeping and the poet’s 
bowed head Kachaloff allowed himself 
from time to time a flicker of disdain 
~—a tiny smile of self-satisfaction which 
told the audience he was a Judas. 

It was a superb performance, which 
sent one way hating the. whole. house 
of Romanoff like poinsonous snakes.

GERMANY BATTLES 


New Drive ‘for Markets Makes 
* Giant Strides Through Offer 
of Three-Year Credits. 


GROWTH ALARMS AMERICANS 


1926 Figures Show Reich’s Trade 
With France Jumped 2,600,000- 
000 Hrahgs, Ours 1,500, 000,000. 





FOR FRENCH TRADE 


Radium Rays Start Fire, 
_ Emptying Zurich Hospital 
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* GENEVA, Feb. 15.—Radium rays 
in the operating room of a hospital 
at Zurich, by causing a short cir- 
cuit, started a serious fire yester- 
day. 

In suffocating smoke nurses and 
firemen carried out the helpless 
patiénts to ambulances, in which 
they were transferred to another 
hospital. No one was injured. 

The damage to the building is es- 
timated at $15,000. This is the first 
time radium has caused a fire, so 
far as known here. 











Special Cable to THE New York Times, 

PARIS, Feb. 15.—An exclusive new 
German offensive is in full swing in 
France. This time the soldiers are 
salesmen, the ammunition is German- 
made goods and the objective is the 
capture of French markets. 

American business interests are much 
concerned over the German economic 
drive; for it is estimated that in an- 
other two years Germany will be doing 
more busifiess in France than the 
United States ‘and will have’ squeezed 
out mahy American products. 

Last year Germany doubled her trade 
with France and with the aid of 
a new and powerful weapon—long-term 
credits—she is expected more than to 
double her sales.in 1927: 

An illuthinating example of how Ger- 
man trade rapidly is overtaking Amer- 
ican is contained in figures for 1926. 
Germany did 4,903,000,000 francs’ worth 
of business, an increase of 2,600,000,000 
francs over 1925, while the United 
States did 7,903,000,000° francs, an in- 
crease of 1,500,000,000 francs. At the 
present rate and with her . methods, 
Germany is easily able to exceed the 
American total in two years. 


Tariff Bill Also Disquieting. 


Another disquieting factor for Amer- 
ican business in France is the new 
tariff bill, which the Government has 
now decided. to rush ‘through Parlia- 
ment by Easter.” The measure will re- 
cord a general increase on practically 
every article of import from the United 
States and place additional handicaps 
on American business, especially when 
it comes to competing with Germany. 

On the other hand Germany probably 
will receive most-favored nation treat- 
ment in the new commercial agreement 
now predicted for the end of August, 
and here again German products will 
enjoy distinct advantage over the 
American. Whereas America has fa- 
vored-nation treatment only for 107 
articles Germany will have it for all 
her goods... 

To obtain similar concessions it will 
be necesssary for America to negotiate 
the long-discussed commercial treaty 
with France, a situation which is seri- 
ously complicated by France’s desire 
to link negotiations of this character 
with a general debt settlement. The 
idea would be to trade tariff conces- 
sions such as America would like for 
more favorable debt terms. But the 
State Department has steadfastly re- 
fused to permit the initiation of com- 
mercial negotiations on this basis. 


« German Drive Welcomed. 


Strange as it has seemed to Ameri- 
can and other foreign business men in 
France, the French have more or less 
welcomed the German commercial 
drive. This country is now “literally 
plastered’”” with German _ salesmen, 
while Paris and other large cities count 
dozens of branch offices of German 
firms. The favorite German method of 
approach (and just now, with a busi- 
ness depression and lack of money, it 
is proving very successsful) is to offer 
three years’ credit. 

In many instances the Germans are 
said to have even suggested to lend 
cash to their prospective clients on 
condition, of course, that the French- 
men accept a bill for goods on long- 
term credit. 


Belgium Against German Goods. 


Furthermore, German companies are 
consigning large quantities of goods to 
France, trusting their ‘‘go-getter’’ 
salesmen to sell the products after 
they arrive. 

The curious aspect of the matter is, 
while there is no prejudice against 
German goods or salesmen in France, 
considerable, feeling still exists in Bel- 
gium, where the Germans have failed 
to register the same amazing progress. 

French trade in Germany only in- 
creased 20 per cent. last year, but this 
does not appear to disturb French busi- 
ness interests. Germany’s provisional 
trade agreement with France expires 
on Feb. 21, but undoubtedly it will be 
extended until Nov. 21. 

No other country is able and willing 
to extend three-year credits to France, 
and America, for example, requires 
payment upon shipment from New 
York. 

A glance at the list of German 
articles which are finding favor with 
Frenchmen is interesting. Among them 
are wool, wool waste, jewels, cereals, 
sugar, lumber, materials for making 
artificial silks, coal, copper, industrial 
earth minerals, ali kinds of nitrates 
and other chemical products, paper, 
hides, skins, motors and tools. 

It is estimated that there are 70,000 
Germans living in France, the greater 
portion of whom are engaged in the

France, 


BRITAIN WON'T GIVE UP 
POISON GASES YET 


Premier Reminds Commons Two 
Largest Nations Are Siill 
Outside the League. 
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LONDON, Feb. 15.—The British Gov- 
ernment would welcome prohibition of 
poison gases as a war weapon but 
until there is a universal agreement 
this country must continue its research 
work in them as a protective measure. 
Such in effect was the statement 
made by Prime Minister Baldwin in 
the Commons today, replying to ques- 
tions by a Labor member who asked 
whether in view of the recommenda- 
tidn of the League of Nations Com- 
mission that all subsidies to private 
and official laboratories promoting re- 
search in poison gas be abolished, the 
British Government was prepared to 
give the lead in the matter. 
Mr. Baldwin replied that until defi- 
nite assurance was obtainable that all 
the powers ‘were’ willing to prohibit 
poisons and bacteria the British Gov- 
‘ernment must be in the position to de- 
fend itself against their use. For this 
purpose research work must be con- 
tinued. 
“No one would rejoice more than I,”’ 
he added, “‘if the whole system of poi- 
son and so forth could scrapped. 
But not all the nations in the world— 
one or two of the largest, for instance 
—are yet members of the League of 
Nations. The work of the League of 
Nations itself is very much circum- 
scribed and must be in these matters 
until there can be universal agreement,

SEES REICH INDUSTRY 
FAR FROM PROSPEROUS 


New Finance Minister Points to 
Unemployed, but Overestimates 
Their Number. 
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BERLIN, Feb. 15.—The tap of pessi- 


mism concerning the condition of Ger- 
man industry was turned on tonight 
for the first time in many months. Dr. 
Koehler, the recently appointed Fi- 
nance Monoster, who asserted that the 
vaunted revival in the economic field 
was vastly overdrawn. The Minister 
expressed ‘his gloomy attitude in an in- 
terview given to the Lokal Anzeiger 
and cited as chief argument that Ger- 
many wag in a bad way. because of the 
large army of unemployed. 

“T believe,’”’ said ‘the Minister, “that 
the, revival of industry is spoken of in 
too high terms. Is it really revived in 
all its branches? Hardly, even though 
some of: the larger firms are showing 
profits. But 2,000,000 unemployed show 
that industry has not recovered fully.” 

Liberal political circles express the 
greatest surprise that Dr. Koehler, who 
is a member of the Catholic Centrists 
and is regarded as a thorough repub- 
lican, should give his first interview to 
so strongly a Nationalistic organ. 

Statistics issued by the Government 
Bureau show that the Minister over- 
estimates the number of. unemployed 
by about half a million, and also show 
that in Berlin unemployment has de- 
creased in the last week. As economic 
experts point out, German industry is 
now employing as many, if not more, 
workers than before the war. Six hun- 
dred thousand unemployed are ac- 
counted for by Germany reducing her 
armies by that number. 

The Reich showed average pre-war 
unemployment amounting to 300,000. 
Add to this the total unemployed men 
the number of women who entered the 
lists as wage earners but fail to find 
work and the total will show that in- 
dustry’s payroll has not diminished, 
economists contend. 

Dr. Koehler said that 800,000,000 
marks reparations which must be in- 
cluded in the coming budget will be 
a severe load for German finances, but 
did not wish to make further state- 
ments, saying he must take especial 
care how he expressed himself on this 
subject. ; 

Agein optimists feel that the Finance 
Minister was too gloomy, saying in- 
come during‘the past year exceeded 
the budget estimates to an extent that 
an extraordinary budget could be voted 
totaling 960,000,000 without increasing 
taxes or necessitating a loan to bal- 
ance the year’s account. 

Dr. Koehler will present his views 
regarding the necessary measures to 
insure a balanced budget in the 
Reichstag tomorrow, when the new 
budget bill will be introduced. The 
Minister had seven years’ training as 
Minister of Finance in the State of 
Baden prior to his taking the finance 
portfolio in the new Marx Cabinet.

WAR GUILT DRIVE 


German Minister Starts Party 
Campaign to Have Versailles 
Verdict, Repealed. 


POLISH ENVOYS QUIT BERLIN 


Trade Delegation Declines to Take 
Up Question ‘of Domicilary Rights 
—Serious Rupture Feared. 


By LINCOLN EYRE. 
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BERLIN, Feb, 15.—Germany’s for- 
eign relations were complicated today 
by two developments which may have 
a far-reaching repereussion. 

For the first time since the re-entry 
of the German Nationalists into the 
Government a Cabinet Minister has 
publicly raised the thorny issue of war 
guilt. Simultaneously the Polish trade 
delegation left Berlin, after handing 
to the Welhelmstrasse a note which, 
in effect, declines Germany’s request 
for a discussion of the question of 
domiciliary rights for her nationals in 
Poland. 

The action taken by the Poles had 
been foreseen and, of course, was in 
no sense the result of the speech in 
which Dr. Koch, the Nationalist Min- 
ister of Transportation, reaffirmed the 
Reich’s demand for a repeal of the 
Versailles Treaty’s verdict that the 
German Empire was:-solely. to blame for 
causing the World War. 

Yet, the two things ultimately may 
reach ‘dangerous stages. For, unless 
through diplomatic. channels Berlin 
finds -a way to resume negotiations 
with Warsaw over the commercial 
treaty, now indefinitely suspended by 
the Polish envoy’s retirement, the ten- 
sion between the two Governments 
may well become acute. And it cer- 
tainly will not be lessened by the pre- 
cipitation of an international debate 
by Germany on whether war culpabil- 
ity really rests with the last German 
Emperor and his counselors. But the 
inauguation of such a debate is un- 
doubtedly the Junker party’s fond- 
est aim. 

It is urgently necessary for the Na- 
tionalists to counteract by a spirited 
move of this kind the misgivings 
aroused among the rank and file of 
their reactionary partisans through 
their Ministers’ public acceptance of 
and sworn pledge to defend the Ger- 
man Republic. 

For the same reason Count Wes- 
tarp’s henchmen welcome the row with 
Poland, which wins the warm approval 
of the stand-pat agrarians in the east- 
ern provinces. 


League Airing Urged. 


In what form and how soon the Na- 
tionalists will persuade ChanceHor 
Marx to bring before the powers Ger- 
many’s desire to have the Versailles 


condemnation wiped out cannot now 
be prophesied. It-is' understood that 
they have urged that the question be 
aired at next month’s meeting of the 
League Council. but that Dr. Strese- 
mann is strongly opposed to such a 
move. There is no doubt, however, 
despite his mild reference to the sub- 
ject in his Ministerial declaration read 
before the Reichstag, that the Chan- 
cellor will be compelled to take aotion 
before long. 

If the Nationalists succeed in raising 
international doubts about the Reich 
being solely responsible for starting 
the war they will have created a state 
of mind abroad nighly conducive to 
the success of the German drive for a 
revision of the eastern frontiers. 

Meanwhile, they hope to place the

Kelley was sentenced to death in 
1883 for murdering his wife, but was 
reprieved and sent to Broadmoor. 
After six years he escaped, obtained 
work as a seaman and wandered over 
the world. Some weeks ago he landed 
at Liverpool and tramped to Broad- 
moor as he had no friends and was in 
great dread of dying alone.

With. No Special Ship Protection, 
Santa Maria Will Try 1,875-Mile 
Leap Across Ocean to Brazil. 


ROME, Feb. 15 (#.—Commander 
Francesco de Pinedo, noted Italian 
long-distance flier, was taking a well- 
éarned rest at Bolama, Portuguese 
Guinea, tonight, preparatory to hop- 
ping off at 8 o’clock tomorrow night 
for Port Natal, Brazil, on the crucial 
lap of his four-continent flight, of 
which he has completed the first three 
hops with clocklike regularity. 

The next lap, which admittedly is the 
Most difficult of the entire flight, 
measures 1,875 miles, which Comman- 
der de Pinedo hopes to cover in about 
eighteen hours. 

Immediately after his arrival at 
Bolama at 8:15 o’clock this morning, 
after a moonlight 1,000-mile jump from 
Villa Cisneros, Rio de Oro, at an aver- 
age speed of 104 miles an hour, Com- 
mander de Pinedo and his aides went 
to bed exhausted. The two aides are 
Captain Carlo Delprete and Witzale 
Zacchetti, mechanic. 

Sergeant Deglinnocenti, who was 
aboard the Santa Maria when the 
plane started out from Cagliari, Sar- 
dinia, on Sunday, will not accompany 
the fliers on the hop across the At- 
lantic Ocean, his weight being replaced 
by additional supplies. 

The Italian Government has not ar- 


ranged any definite scheme of pro- 
tection for the fliers by ships along 
the route across8the.ocean. This was 
in accordance with Commander de 
Pinedo’s intention to make the flight 
a true contest against natural condi- 
tions with minimum préparation. All 
vessels known to be in the vicinity, 
however, have been requested by radio 
to Wat¢h out carefully and to give as- 
sistance if necessary. 

The press tonight hailed Commander 
de Pinedo’s flight as eloquent proof 
of the ability and courage of Italy’s 
men of the new generation and the 
worth of Italian materials, of which 
the plane is constructed exclusively. 


Itinerary of the Aviators. 


The complete itinerary of the flight 
calls for three main stages and is as 
follows: 

First stage, Helmas, Mehedia, Mo- 
rocco, near Rabat; Villa Cisneros, Rio 
de Oro; Bolama, Portuguese Guinea; 
Port Natal, Bahia and Rio de Janeiro, 
all in Brazil, and then to Buenos 
Aites. Total about 7,500 miles. 

The first stage will be followed 
closely, but after arriving at Buenos 
Aires, Commander de Pinedo may 
make a side trip to Valdivia, Chile, 
thence to Valparaiso and then back to 


Buenos Aires, a distance of about 2,610 
miles. 

Second stage, Buenos Aires, Asun- 
cién, Paraguay; Corumba, Brazil; 
Guajara Mirim, Manaos and Para, all 
in Brazil; Georgetown, British Guiana; 
Curacao, Dutch West Indies; Kings- 
town, Jamaica; Havana, Cuba, and 
thence to New Orleans, St. Louis, Chi- 
cago and New York; total about 10,- 
200 miles. 

There is a possibility that Comman- 
der de Pinedo will make changes in 
the itinerary on the North American 
Continent, making the following stops: 
New Orleans, Galveston, Hot Springs, 
San Diego, San Francisco, Seattle, 
Malta, Mont.; Chicago, Quebec and 
New York, making about 6,750 miles. 


Plane’s Speed 100 to 124 Miles. 


Third Stage—The return voyage will 
be from New York to Placentia, N. F., 
thence to Horta in the Azores, Lisbon 
and Home, making about 5,125 miles. 

The hydroairplane and motor are 
wholly of Italian manufacture, the 
plane weighing 3,400 kilograms and 
carrying 2,700 kilograms of fuel and 
290 of oil. It can make a speed of 
about 100 to 124 miles an hour. It car- 
riés no wireless aboard. 

The total journey, without the pos- 
sible side trips, will cover 36,490 kilo- 


meters, about 23,000 miles, but with’ 
the two changes in prospect would be 
48,520 kilometers, about 30,325 miles. 

Commander de Pindeo studied mete- 
orological conditions, winds and the 
phases of the moon thoroughly before 
starting his flight. The variations in 
the itinerary would be made with a 
view to meteorological conditions. 

The fliers will rest ten days at 
Buenos Aires.

fund, which figured so largely in the 
recent Liberal Party manoeuvres. 

In his lettér, which will undoubtedly 
cause a stir in political circles, the 
80-year-old statesman asks whether 
the fund was derived from the sale of 
honors and expresses horror at the 
thought. He writes: 

Will you assist an embarrassed old 
fogey to understand the present po- 
sition? For he hears that in the 
newspapers it is reported that nego- 
tiations are going on with regard to 
a certain electoral fund in the pos- 
session of Lloyd George which ap- 


ears to be the main asset in the 

usiness. 

Now a question which is never 
asked, but must oc¢tur to us all, is, 
What is this sum, how was it ob- 
tained and what is its source? Cer- 
tainly not from Lloyd Geéorge’s pri- 
vate means. It comes from some 
other direction. What is this? It 
surely cannot be the sale of royal 
honors. If that were so, there would 
be nothing in the worst times of 
Charles II or Sir Robert Walpole to 
equal it. 

But what amazes me is this: No 
one seems to think there would be 
anything unusual in such a sale. If 
so, all the worse, for it would be 
prostitution of the royal prerogative 
and so ruin the British Constitution. 
On such a matter there should be no 
possibility of doubt. 

Scores, nay hundreds of ‘honors’ 
have been distributed. Have any 
been sold and helped to produce the 
sum in question? An authoritative 
statement should be furnished as to 
the source of this fund. 


ANNOUNCES PLANS 
FOR 1927 AVIATION 


Colonial Air Transport Company 
to Carry Passengers Between 


Here and Boston.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 15.—Colo- 
nel Leonard 8. Horner, President of 
the Niles-Bement-Pond Company, to- 
night predicted for 1927 the greatest 
year in aviation since the World War. 
He is a director of the Colonial Air 
Transport Company, whose President, 
Getieral John F. O’Ryan, was principal 
speaker at this evening’s session of 
the annual meeting of the Connecticut 
Society of Civil Engineers. Colonel 
Horner revealed these plans of his 
company : 

“First: To carry passengers between 
New York and Boston, starting this 
Summer.

“So that trade territories abroad can 
purchase German exports they must 
borrow from América at a high inter- 
est.

Col. R. R. McCormick's View of 
Conditions Abroad After His 
Thirtieth Tour There. 


POLITICS OPPRESS FRANCE 


Payrolls Overloaded, Government 
Inefficient — Aristocracy Ridipg 
* England—Germany Doing Well. 


Returning yesterday from Europe on 
the Mauretania Colonel R. R. McCor- 
mick, editor and publisher of the Chi- 
cago Tribune, remarked that he found 
“no general public demand for the re- 
pudiation of the war debts to America.” 

Current difficulties in Europe are 
grounded in politics rather than in eco- 
nomics, according to Colonel McCor- 
mick, He discussed conditions in 
France, Germany and Great Britain, 
in the light of knowledge freshened by 
his thirtieth voyage. 

“France is held under the heel of a 
political machine which is draining the 
country’s finances,’’ Colonel McCor- 
mick said. “Added to the burdens of 
Government, France is conducting 
Government monopories in tobacco and 
matches, has Government-run tele- 
phones and telegraphs and a good 
many railways—all losing money. All 
are loaded with payrolls which cannot 
be got rid of because of politics. The 
telephone service, for instance, is 
abominable. It is so bad it is hinder- 
ing business. It is almost out of the 

uestion to think of telephoning from 

aris to London, and one is fortunate 
to get a successful connection in the 
environs of Paris. 


Real Estate Wastefully Used. 


“Added to its other burdens, the 
French Government has a lot of im- 
proved real estate. I do not refer to 
the Louvre and Versailles—they are 
useful—but to hundreds of acres of 


land in Paris covered. with two-story 
buildings such as the School of War, 
and the Departments of Army, Navy 
and Justice. Some plots are suited for 
high-class buildings such as hotels, 
and could be put to work paying the 
tremendous national taxes, but they 
are held down by the Incubus of the 
political machine. 

“The payroll of the civil army, not 
the military army, is bleeding France 
to death. 

“Being unable to balance her budget, 
the French politicians welcome hon- 
orary-degree-seeking professors, who 
preach repudiation.”’ 

In England Colonel McCormick said 
the internal situation was entirely dif- 
ferent. 


Source of British Bitterness. 


‘The Liberal Party which has domi- 
nated England so long has blown up,” 
he said. ‘“‘The Conservative Party is 
in power, which means rule by the 
hereditary and landed aristocracy. To 
be sure, the aristocracy has ruled more 
or less all the time, but it is now com- 
pletely in the saddle, just at the time 
when America has taken from England 
world dominance. Also at a time when, 
through America’s action in repudiat- 
ing the League of Nations and not 
swallowing the World Court whole, it 
becomes evident that England cannot 
dominiate American policy. So the 
aristocracy sees itself relegated to sec- 
ond place by a republic. This has never 
happened before in English history and 
it is bitterly resented. 

“On the other hand, there is in Eng- 
land the organized Labor Party, led by 
a certain number of bankrupt peers 
who are resentful at being poor while 
their brother peers are rich, by Amer- 
ican millionaires who got British peer- 
age without British social position and 





are resentful, and by ambitious poli- 
ticians who would be Lenins and - 
skys. This group has-no more actually 
to do with labor than writers for so- 
called radical American’ | 

which are being kept by rich sensa- 
tion-seeking New Yorkers. 

British Really More Prosperous. 


“This group in England is endeavor- 
ing to exploit British labor in order to 
bring about a revolution so they can 
wield autocratic power like the Soviet 
Russians. They see in the United 
States, where there are no aristocrats 
to hate"and where labor is respected 
and is self respecting, a form of civili- 
zation which is hateful to them be- 
cause it is the negation of Bolshe- 
vism. They are, therefore, trying to 
stir up hatred against America. 

“The great bulk of the British people 
are much more prosperous now than in 
years. They are better dressed, better 
housed, and better fed, but are not or- 
ganized politically. They are not help- 
ing to foment the antagonism to Amer- 
ica. The broad section of the English 
people only want to be let alone with 
the chance to prosper. They need 
yar pay in return for higher produc- 

on.”’ 


Memories Saving Germany. 


Regarding Germany, Colonel McCor- 
mick said that ‘‘everything appears all 
right there.’’ 

“The present generation of Ger- 
mans,” he said, ‘‘remember the Ger- 
man officers who bumped you off the 
sidewalk. They remember it was the 
Kaiser who deserted the army and hid 
food in the palace and they are 
strongly in favor of the republic. The 
only danger to the German republic, 
as I see it, is not in the present, but 
possibly in the future. This is be- 
cause of the fact that in the schools 
the doctrines of the old monarchy are 
being taught. It may be easier to re- 
store the monarchy in the next genera- 
tion than it is this month or this year.” 

In answer to a question, Colonel Mc- 
Cormick said that he saw no need for 
suppressing any of the tabloid news- 
papers. 

“If they go too far a few good libel 
suits will be quite enough to keep 
them in check,” he remarked. 

Colonel McCormick went on to Chi- 
cago.

POSED AS GRANDSON 
OF REID, SAYS SUIT 


J. H. Topping Said He Was Heir 
of ‘Tin Plate King,’ Wife - 
" Charges in Complaint. 


ASKS ANNULMENT 


Declares Husband Said He Would 
Inherit $250,000 and Showed 
Spurious $12,000 Check as Proof. 


On allegations that she was induced 
to wed James Hervey Topping on May 
22, 1926, on false representations that 
he was a grandson of the late Daniel 
G. Reid, “‘the tin-plate king,’’ and en- 
titled to $250,000 under Mr. Reid's will, 
Estelle Strauss filed suit in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday to annul her 
marriage. Her complaint said she dis- 
covered the falsity of the representa- 
tions on the day of her marriage, and 
never lived with the defendant. The 
papers were served on Topping last 
Summer at 200 West Ninetieth Street. 

The plaintiff alleged that the de- 
fendant told her he was Henry J. Top- 
ping Jr., a graduate of the University 
of Virginia and a physician. He said 
his grandfather, Daniel G. Reid, had 
died :n January, 1925, and left a will 
admitted to probate in Suffolk County, 
under which he was to have the prin- 
cipal of a trust fund when he reached 
30 years of age, if married, and was 
to have the income up until that time. 
The complaint says the defendant 
showed the plaintiff what purported to 
be a photostat copy of the will, but the 
plaintiff asserts that this was a 
forgery and that the will of Daniel G. 
Reid was admitted to probate in New 
York County. 

The complaint also alleges that Top- 
ping represented that a check for $12,- 
000 which he showed her had been 
signed by Hervey J. Topping, who, he 
said, was an executor under the Reid 
will, and that the $12,000 represented 
income due him. The plaintiff de- 
clared that this check was also a for- 
gery. She said the defendant also 
represented that he would protect her 
interests hy putting the $250,000 which 
was to be paid to him in her name. 
All his statements were untrue, she 
said. 

At the office of Benjamin F. Schrei- 
ber of 66 Broadway, lawyer for the 
former Miss Strauss, it was said that 
Topping’s present address was un- 
known and that he had not answered 
notice of trial. Topping, it was said, 
was her husband’s correct name, but 
he was described as ‘‘several years 
older than his namesake, the grandson 
of the late Mr. Reid.’’ Miss Strauss, ‘it 
was said, had discovered the alleged 
fraud two hours after her marriage, 
which took place here.

DR. BUTLER TO START 
SPEAKING TOUR SUNDAY 


To Visit Several Leading Cities in 
West—States Rights Will Be

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, Presi- 
dent of Columbia University and head 
of the Carnegie Endowment for Inter- 
national Peace, will statt on Sunday on 
a speaking tour that will take him to 
several important cities of the Middle

In the main he will speak on world 
affairs, but in a speech before the Leg- 
islature of Minnesota on Feb. 25 he 
will talk on “Strengthening and Re- 
organization of State Governments in 
the United States.’’ The States rights 
doctrine has been linked recently with 
the anti-prohibition movement and in 
view of Dr. Butler’s stand.on the li- 
quor issue and his recent declaration 
that the next President would be a 
“wet,” the’ topic of the speech was 
considered significant by ‘observers 
here. ; ; 

The speaking tour will open on Sun- 
day night at Syracuse, where Dr. But- 
ler will address the Men’s Club of the 
ee ‘Adath. On Monday he will 
speak at the annual dinner of the New 
England Society at Cincinnati, Ohio. 
On Tuesday at a dinner of the City 
Club in Milwaukee, Wis., and on 
Wednesday at a luncheon of the Asso- 
ciation of Commerce in Chicago. He 
will speak twice on Thursday in Min- 
neapolis, Minn., and before addressing 
the Minnesota Legislature on Friday 
will speak at a meeting of the St. Paul 
Association in St. Paul, Minn.

‘Postal Coupon’. Financier Tells 
Boston Court That He Will 
Take His ‘Medicine.’ 


STARTS 7 TO 9 YEAR TERM 


He Expresses Regret for Failure 
to Surrender, but Blames 
Adverse Circumstances. 


BOSTON, Feb. 15 @).—Charles Ponzi, 
the ‘“‘postal coupon wizard’ of 1920,' 
today declared he ‘would ‘take his. 
‘“‘medicine,’’ which was in the form of 
a@ seven-to-nine-year imprisonment as 
a common and notorious thief. 

The sentence had been waiting for 
him for seven months, while he en-, 
gaged in real estate business in Flor- 


ida, worked as a waiter on an Italian 
steamship in an effort to reach his 


Orleans by a Texas sheriff, and while 
he fought by every conceivable appeal 
to Texas courts and Governors to pre- 
vent his return to Massachusetts. 

But today he apologized to the Court, 
saying: 

“I am sorry that I did not keep 
my unwrittten pledge to return and 
surrender last June. I am aware that 
I did not perhaps do what I was ex- 
pected to by your honor and my bonds- 
men, and I apologize. 

“I had made arrangements to return 
to Boston except for not having my 
carfare. I didn’t have $25 to my name 
at that time. I planned to raise it in 
a few days and come back, but when 
I did get it I found two Florida bonds- 
men waiting for me. They wouldn’t 
let me return, HEiven the railroad sta- 
tions were guarded. 

“I thought if I could go back to 
Italy I could in time compensate my 
bondsmen. I felt that in coming back 
I would be facing a ‘prison sentence I 
didn’t deserve. 

“I don't claim I was innocent in 1920. 
I was guilty of many mistakes, and I 
have paid for those mistakes. Under 
erdinary circumstances I didn’t think 
I should have to pay a second time. 

“I was called back to do seven to 
nine years without knowing what 
would happen to my wife and my. 
mother. They were dependent on 
friends for support. I had to get the 
money from friends to send them back 
to Italy. I am glad they are not here 
to see wnat is happening to me.” 

‘While Ponzi was serving a Federal 
sentence in the Plymouth jail for using 
the mails to defraud, he used specially 
printed stationery headed ‘‘Plymouth, 
Mass.”’ His new address is in care of

ONLY 18 NEGATIVE VOTES 


Adoption of Conference Report Is 
Likely Today and Measure Then - 
Goes to President. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—For the 
third time in its history the Senate 
applied the closure rule today and 
thus restricted debate on the confer- 
ence report on the branch banking 
bill. The closure plan was approved 
by a vote of 65 to 18, or about double 
the margin necessary. 

Half of those voting against closure 
included independents on both sides of 
the chamber—Senators Borah, Frazier, 
La Follette, McMaster, Norris, Wheel- 
er, Dill, Blease and Nye. 

This created a peculiar situation, for 
while a combination of farm and bank- 
ing interests actually imposed the 
closure, the nine mentioned are agra- 
tians who have no use for the bank- 
ing bill. Senator Nye said in debate 
he would rather have the McNary- 
Haugen bill defeated than the banking 
bill enacted into law. 

Application of closure will bring a 
vote on tbe conference report tomor- 
row, and it is confidently expected, 
for no Senator can speak more than 
one hour and some time was exhausted 
this afternoon by the bill’s opponents. 

Following the vote, the afternoon was 
devoted to speeches, Senator Howell 
leading off in continuation of his ar- 
gument against the bill. Senator Len- 


root, who opposed closure, spoke for 
the bill, but Senators Nye and Heflin 
argued against it. 

At one time, when the opposition 
seemed to have no speaker ready, 
Senator McLean pressed for a vote on 
the report, but Senator Wheeler moved 
that the Senate adjourn. This motion 
was defeated by 64 to 5, only Senators 
Heflin, La Follette, Neely, Nye and 
Wheeler voting affirmatively. 

“I resent the false information lately 
broadcast alleging that the friends of. 
honest farm legislation entered into a 
deal with the banking interests to se- 
cure preferred places for the two bills,” 
said Senator Nye. ‘I resent it because 
I had no hand in such’a‘deal. As one 
who believes it the intent of the inter- 
national banker to crush and: pauperize 
the American farmer and the farmers 
of the world I could not have brought 
myself to help such a deal. 

“Frankly, 1 should prefer to see the 
McNary-Haugen bill defeated than to 
see this banking bill made into law. 
Every advantage gained under the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill will be offset many 
times by the McFadden Banking Dill, 
which extends the privileges of the 
Federal Reserve System and condemns 
its damnable activities of 1920. and 
1921. 

“Where restrictions should now be 
written on the system .we find, in- 
stead, that Congress is extending an 
invitation to the system to engage in 
another murderous program, at will, 
with the assurance that it will not be 
seriously molested for sixty years.’ 

When the Senate approves the con- 
ference report the bill will go to the 
President, as it already has passed the 
House. The measure whose purpose is 
to place national banks on a parity 
with State banks, and remove the ad- 
vantage State banks enjoy in some 
States, would permit national banks to 
establish branches in States now al- 
lowing State banks to have- branches. 
No branch could be established in a 
city of less than. 25,000 population. 

An important section of the bill ex- 
tends the charters of the twelve Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks for an _ indeter- 
minate period. Because the charters of 
these banks do not expire for eight 
years there was severe criticism of 
this provision by opponents of the 
Federal Reserve System, but its advo- 
cates evidently considered they had a 
better chance to pass it through the 
present Congress than later, when 
Congress might be controlled by 
enemies of the system.

'|CARUSO PLEADS GUILTY 


TO KILLING PHYSICIAN 


But Counsel Enters Dénial—Vic-| 
tim Cleared. in Boy's Death— 
City Unaware of Illness. 


Francesco Caruso of 36 Third Street, 
Brooklyn, pleaded guilty to the first 
degree murder indictment charging 
him with kiling Dr. Casper Pendola 
last Sunday afternoon before Judge 
Franklin B. Taylor in Kings County 
Court yesterday... Caruso admitted the 
killing, but said it had not been done 
with a knife. 

Hector McGowen Curran and John B. 
Johnston, appointed as temporary 
counsel for Caruso, interposed a plea 
of not guilty, following the routine 
procedure in first-degree murder cases. 
Dr. Gregory Robillard; Deputy Medical 
Examiner, said that an autopsy on the 
body of Caruso’s 6-year-old son, Jo- 
seph, cleared Dr. Pendola of any blame 
for the child’s death. Caruso was re- 
manded to Raymond Street Jail. 

Dr. Herman T. Peck, Health Officer 
in charge of Brooklyn, said yesterday 
that the Health Department had not 
been informed that the Caruso child 
had diphtheria. There had been a case 
of diphtheria on the first floor of the 
building and quarantine signs had been 
placed there by the Board of Health 
inspectors. It was -these signs whicn 
the police had noticed and caused the 
erroneous report to be made that the 
Board of Health had been notified of 
the illness in the Caruso apartment on 
the third floor. 

In all cases of contagious diseases a 
Department of Health nurse is sent,to 
the premises to establish quarantine as 
soon as the disease is reported by a 
physician. Inspections are made dur- 
ing the period of illness and until the 
quarantine is lifted. If the disease is 
not reported by a physician, which is 
the usual method, a nurse is sent and 
arrangement for medical treatment is 
made in addition to establishing the 
quarantine. 

Dr. Peck said that in the case of the 
Caruso child the Health Department 
had not been notified until the child’s 
death. This, he said, explained how 
the child had been without medical 
treatment for two weeks. If the 
Health Department had been notified it 
A gga have arranged for treatment, 
e said.

lieved Presser’s story that he did not 
run away, but was wounded and kid- 
napped by confederates, certified Pres- 
ser as eligible for parole after Mr. Long 
had lifted a penalty of 924 days. The 
Governor later ordered this penalty 
r stored. 
“ZL told. the truth about being kid- 
napped,’* said Presser to friends before 
leaving Sing Sing in custody of Keep- 
ers Frank McLaughlin and John 
Dwyer.

Operators Ask Scale for 
Non-Union Competition. 


MIAMI IMPASSE THREATENS 


Lewis Objects to the Southern Pay 
in Central, Flelds—-Proposal 
for Mediation. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MIAMI, Fla., Feb. 15.—Representa- 
tives of the United Mine Workers and 
operators in the central competitive 
field who are in conference here to 
discuss a new working agrement to re- 
place the Jacksonville contract, which 
expires March 31, made known today 
the terms they will require to form the 
basis for a new compact. 

Speakers for both sides declared: in 
no uncertain words their determination 
to stand by their demands, and when 
the day’s session closed there was 
every indication of an impending dead- 
lock. 

John L. Lewis, President of the mine 
workers, told the conference that the 
Indianapolis convention had given its 
representatives but one specific in- 
struction on the question of a new 
wage scale. That, he said, was to do 
everything possible to meet the opera- 
tors’ terms on the basis of no reduc- 
tion in wages. 

On the other hand, William H. Has- 
kins, Secretary of the Eastern Ohio 
Operators’ Association, who made the 
principal argument for the operators, 
and Herman Perry of Illinois, who 
supported Mr. Haskins’s argument, 
both declared that a continuing and at 
times competitive scale with the wages 
and conditions prevailing in West Vir- 
ginia was the only basis upon which 
the operators would enter upon a new 
agreement. 


Owners Propose a Commission. 


Before beginning his speech Mr. Has- 
kins offered a resolution urging that 
such a competitive scale be adopted 
and proposing that to make it effective 
a commission composed of four miners, 
four operators and three mediators 
(the latter to be chosen by -the com- 
mission) be selected with the following 
duties: 

1. To determine a competitive wage 
scale for the central competitive field. 

2. To readjust such scale from time 
to time © order to maintain competi- 
tive conditions. 

3. To have final jurisdiction in all 
grievances appealed from the several 
districts. 

4. To perform such other duties as 
may be a;reed upon by the joint con- 
ference cf miners and operators. 

The resviuticn also provided that in 
the event the commission was unable 
to agree upon three persons to act as 
mediators or for any reason fail, neg- 
lect or refuse to select them they 
should be selected at once by the Chief 


Justice of the United States Supreme 
Court and his selection should be ac- 
ceptable to both parties. 

The scene of the conference was 
shifted today from the Hotel McAllis- 
ter to the Everglades Hotel. Three 
spokesmen presented the arguments for 
each side. For the miners, besides 
President Lewis, were Philip Murray, 
Vice President of the United Mine 
Workers, and Lee Hall of the Ohio 
Miners Association. Philip H. Penna 
of Terre Haute, Ind., was the third 
speaker for the operators.

“I do not. mean by that that there 
ar the pe td pemner of cniliously 
in the in -who have.punctilious 
and religiously at°all times lived up 
to the letter and the spirit of their 
agreement during the past three years. 

List Coal Industry’s His. 

“The agreement was condemned and 
repudiated, villified and denounced, be- 
fore it ever had an opportunity to 
demonstrate whether or not it pos- 
sessed virtues of any character or de- 
gree.”’ 

Mr. Lewis declared that operators 
have sought to obtain a remedy for 
their ills by demanding wage reduc- 
tion. He listed the ills as: 

Seasonal, broken, intermittent oper- 
ating time; impoverished markets, 
operators compelled to sell below cost; 
poorly financed companies; poor busi- 
ness backgrounds, unemployment and 
lack of opportunity for the employes, 
and additional hazards for the em- 
ployers. 

Turning to the operators’ competitive 
wage proposal, Mr. Lewis said: 

“I don’t think there is a man in this 
conference who can demonstrate that 
any arrangement could make the scale 
of wages between the free labor of the 
North and serf labor of the mining 
sections of the South continuously 
competitive.”” He compared condi- 
tions of miners in Indiana with those 
in the isolated mining communities of 
Kentucky and the social standards of 
the miners in the Hocking Valley of 
Ohio with those in Logan and Mingo, 
W. Va. 

When Mr. Lewis concluded, Mr. Has- 
reas offered his resolution for adop- 
ion. 

“IT want to say on behalf of the Ohio 
coal operators,’’ he said, “that the 
Ohio miners come here in good faith 
and it seems to me that after twenty- 
five or thirty years of collective bar- 
gaining in Ohio it is a late day for 
any one to accuse us of a desire to do 
anything that might destroy the friend- 
ly relations of miners and opefators. 

“The miners know, as we know, that 
we have lost the race with the non- 
union mines of West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky. It is no longer a race. They 
take what they want and what théy 
don’t want they leave to us. Do you 
think we can continue to compete with 
these nonunion mines in West Virginia 
when miners there are working for 40 
per cent, less than our men receive? 
The time has about arrived when we 
have either to submit to some kind of 
a competitive scale.or to the postmor- 
tem of which Mr. Lewis spoke and 
that doesn’t mean just the operators 
but the miners as well.” 

At this point Mr. Lewis interrupted 
to inquire how large a reduction in 
pay Mr. Haskins had in mind, but Mr. 
Haskins replied: 

“That would be for the commission 
to decide, and it would depend on ton- 
nage, freight rates and efficiency of 
labor, all of which would have to. be 
taken into consideration in computing 
@ scale.”

Engineers., The institute is holding its 
annual meeting at thé Engineering So- 
cieties Building in Thirty-ninth Street. 

“Should our petroleum reserves be- 
come exhausted the question of satis- 
factory liquid fuels for heat and power 
purposes can be solved in a number of 
ways,” Mr. Parish safd. ‘‘Synthetic 
fuels for the internal combustion en- 
gine are possible. Alcohols can be used. 
Fuels from the great shale deposits can 
be secured. Our vast coal reserves can 
be utilized. It will still be necessary to 
supply lubricating oils as all of the 
energy that can be produced will not 
secure the operation of lubricated ma- 


chinery.” 


The theory that gas in coal mines 
does not come from the coal itself, 
but from other sources, and that coal 
seams are merely the reservoirs and 
paths of flow was advanced by Frank 
Haas, speaking before the Mine Venti- 
lation section. 

Everett De Golyer, President of the 
Ameralda Petroleum Corporation, was 
elected President of the Institute, and 
George Otis Smith of Washington, D. 
C., and F, Julius Fohs of New York, 
were elected Vice President.”

Massey, the first Canadian Minister to

- With the presentation of his creden- 
tials to President Coolidge on Friday, 
Great Britain will have here its own 
embassy, under Sir Esme Howard as 
Ambassador; the legation of the Irish 
Free State, established three years ago, 
under Timothy A. Smiddy as Minister,

Denison as High Commissioner, a post 
which for the present wil] be retained, 
with no attempt to advance it to the 
rating of a legation. 

. Massey came here by authority 
of the Parliament of Canada, under 
which the Dominion enters for the 
first time into full diplomatic relations 
with er nation. But the t- 
ment also preserves the diplomatic 
unity of the empire, inasmuch as Mr. 
Massey bears letters of credence di- 
rectly from King George, who gave 
them to him at Buckingham Palace. 

The United States, for its part, has 
recognized the importance of the direct 
diplomatic intercourse by creating 
legations in Ottawa and Dublin. It 
has recently appointed William Phil- 
lips, the Ambassador to um, as 
Minister to Canada, and erick A. 
Sterling, the counselor of the embassy 
at London, as Minister to the Irish 
Free State. 

Mr. Massey will visit Secretary Kel- 
logg at the State Department. tomor- 
row and will present his letters to 
President Coolidge at 3:30 o’clock Fri- 
day afternoon. : , 

He has selected a legation building 
at 1,757 N Street, Northwest, two 
blocks from the British Embassy, but 
has yet to select a homefor himself 
and Mrs. Massey. For the present 
they are at the Mayflower Hotel. 

Mr. Massey was met at Union Station 
by Sir Esme Howard, Mr. Smiddy and 
members of the staff of the British 
Embassy. On the trip from Toronto 
he stopped in New York City. 

His legation staff will include Lau- 
rent Beaudry of Quebec as First Secre- 
tary, Hume Wrong of Toronto as 
Secretary and M. Mahoney, who has 
been transferred from the British Em- 
bassy, where he has been in charge 
of Canadian affairs, as counselor. 
Thomas A. Stone of Chatham, On- 
tario, will be private secretary.

Dependence on Agriculture 
at Farms School Luncheon. 


ASKS AID FOR THE FARMER 


Emphasizes. Need for Scientific 
Training of Youth—Drift Into 2 
Industry Is Deplored. 


At a luncheon given In his honor at 
the Hotel McAlpin yesterday by Leo- 
pold J. Lippman, Chairman of the Food 
Products Division of the National 
Farms School, Dr. Louis I. Harris, 
Commissioner of Health, declared that 
New York would be on the verge of 
starvation if the city’s food supply 
were cut off and food distributers 
were to cease activities for even three 
days. 

“This situation is brought home to 
me in relation to the milk supply of 
New York City,” said Dr. Harris. “If 
city dwellers are not brought to an 
immediate realization of how, organi- 
cally, their fundamental well-being is 
tied up with the welfare of the Amer- 
ican farmer, sooner or later they will 
be forced to pay the penalty for this 
neglect. 

‘‘More directly than any other class, 
the education, the very creation of a 
new generation of scientifically trained 
farmers should be supported by those 
whose very existence depends on sup- 
ply and demand of basic foodstuffs.”’ 
“Mr. Lippman ‘stressed the depen- 
dence of hotels, restaurants and food 
distributers on the farmers and de- 
plored the national neglect of the agri- 
cultural problem and the drift from 
agriculture to industry. Ben Grey, 
Director of the National Farms School 
extension project, urged support for 
the project, which aims to educate the 
needy dity-bred boy and girl in scien- 
tific agricultural met}ods.

$10,500 Gems Like Expert. 


INTERRUPTED, LEAPS DOWN 


Jumps Ten Feet as Victims Awake 
and Disappears In Park After 
Porter Is Outrun in Chase, 


A burglar who showed a knowledge 
of gems and a disregard for the pri- 
vacy of bed chambers climbed up the 
face of the apartment building at 1,010 
Fifth Avenue, at Highty-second Street, 
Monday about 7 A. M., and, after en- 
tering a bedroom window on the second 
floor, rifled bureaus and vanity cases 
and escaped with $10,500 worth‘of jew- 
elry. He was interrupted at his work, 
forced to leap from the window to the 
ground and chased around a block and 
into Central Park, where he was lost. 

The police furnished a list of the 
stolen jewelry yesterday to jewelers 
and pawnbrokers cnd placed the $19,500 
valuation on the articles. When 
Thomas M. Blake, a hay and grain 
broker, with offices in the Produce 
Exchange Building,’ whose wife and 
daughters were robbed, was questioned 
he admitted that the robbery had taken 
place, but brushed the matter away 
with “just a few trinkets; stuff you’d 
buy for children; worth about $1,000.” 
It was Mr. Blake’s dislike for publicity, 
the police say, that caused informa- 
tion of the robbery to be withheld 
twenty-four hours. 

The Blake apartment is in the build- 
ing at the northeast corner, and has 
two bedrooms and a living room facing 
Fifth Avenue. One bedroom is oc- 
cupied by Mr. and Mrs. Blake, the 
other by their two daughters. ° The 
window of the daughters’ room was 
lifted a few inches Sunday night when 
they retired. This and the fact that 
the lower construction of the building 
is of granite block separnted and 
beveled in a way to provide a series 
of comfortable niches lured the byr- 
glar to become a human fly earty Mon- 
day morning. The overcast sky at the 
zero hour, when the street Mghts are 
not illuminated, protected him as he 
clambered to the window and entered 
the room. Here he selected jewelry 
found in a bureau and a vanity case. 

Then, without having awakened the 
young women, he entered the adjoining 
room of Mr. and Mrs. Blake and pro- 
ceeded to take his pick of the jeweiry 
he found there. He was less artistic in | 
this, however, and Mrs, Bhte was 
suddenly awakened. She screamed at 
the sight of the overcoated figure at 
the bureau, and the intruder, hastily 
dropping a vanity :case he held, ran 
back to the adjoining room and leaped 
ten feet to the ground. 

Mr. and Mrs. Blake followed to the 
bajgureeiyd and shouted to James Clark, 

a porter, who was cleaning sce from 
the sidewalk. Clark. turned to see the 
burglar drop to a narrow plot of 
ground separating the walk from the 
building. He chased the burglar east 
in Eighty-second Street, south on Lex- 
ington Avenue and west on Eighty- 
first Street. Clark was soon outdis- 
tanced. <A detail of policemen hastily 
summoned were assigned to the vari- 
ous entrances of Central Park, which 
the burglar entered after Jeaping the 
stone wall. 

According to the description fur- 
nished the police, the burglar was 
about 30 years old, 5 feet 4 inches tall, 
slim, and wore a fedora and a gray 
overcoat. He made no attempt to use 
force once he was discovered. The po- 
lice say that he left several less valu- 
able pieces of jewélry behind; indicat- 
ing that he understood the value of the 
goods he took. The loss is covered by 
insurance.

OIL GONE FIGHTING SEAS, 
FREIGHTER IS IN TOW 


Sagaporak; Second Ship to Ran| 
Short of Fael in Two Weeks, 
Disabled 500 Miles Out. 


Her fuel oil exhausted after battling 
with head seas and heavy winds for 
more than ten days, the Shipping 
Board freighter Sagaporak, carrying a 
crew of approximately forty men, was 
reported yesterday afternoon as pro- 
ceeding slowly toward Halifax in tow 
of the J. H. Winchester freighter 
Capulin. She is the second American 
vessel to run short of fuel in mid- 
oceamin the last two weeks. The two 
ships are progressing at about five 
knots and will probably not reach Hali- 
fax for several days. 

According to messages received at 
the offices of J. H. Winchester & Co. 
of 17 Battery Place, the heavy weather 
was responsible for a slackening of 
speed and a higher daily fuel consump- 
tion by the Sagaporak. Monday morn- 
ing at 5 o’clock, Captain Heinke sent a 
radio to the Capulin requesting as- 
sistance and saying that his fuel was 
gone. 

The Capulin was immediately brought 
as close as possible to the vessel in 
distress, but the high seas prevented a 
line from being passed from one craft 
to the other for nearly twelve hours. 
Late Monday afternoon this was finally 
accomplished and the ships started 
toward Halifax, from which they were 
then 500 miles distant. 

The Sagaporak, with a gross tonnage 
of 5,113, was built at Hog Island in 
1919. She is 390 feet long and has a 
beam of 54. She is operated by Moore 
& McCormack of 5 Broadway, and 
sailed en Copenhagen for New York 
on Jan. 25. 

The Gapulin was built at Hog Island 


in 1920. She has a gross tonnage of 
5,543.

RUBBER RESTRICT, ION 
EXPLAINED BY A BRITON 


No Intention to Form Monopoly, 
Counselor of Embassy Tells 
Rabber Brokers. 


There was no intention on the part 
of the British to establish a rubber 
monopoly when they restricted produc- 
tion, and there is no such intention 
now, said J. Joyce Broderick, Commer- 
cial Counselor to the British Embassy, 
at the first annual dinner last night 
of the Rubber Exchange of New York 
in the Hotel Roosevelt. ‘“‘We have for- 
gotten the language of mer am 
Britain,” he said. 

The restrictions were ahanteh not 
to push up the price of rubber but to 
save an important industry from too 
harsh an application of the law of 
supply and demand, Mr. Broderick 
said. That had been done in many 
countries. He cited the attempts to 
restrict wheat and cotton production 
in the United States as examples of 
“a, perfectly reasonable means of get- 
ting rid of an oversupply.” The grow- 
ers of rubber were not organized as a 
unit, he said, and the British Govern- 
ment had no part in the sale of the 
product. The restrictions were in fact 
adopted in the face of the knowledge 
that they would bring about a decline 
of the relative’ importance of British 
Empire as a producer of rubber. 

Efforts had been, made in England to 
meet American criticism of some parts 
of the plan, Mr. Broderick said, such as 
efforts to take away some of the un- 
certainties and make the plan more re- 
sponsive to wide price fluctuations. Un- 
doubtedly high profits had been made 
by some companies. To meet this ob- 
jection he suggested that American 





Rale Giving Pedestrians 
Right of Way Now in Effect 


New York’s new traffic regula- 
tion giving pedestrians right of: 
way over motor cars, which was 
passed to take effect Jan. 1 and 
suspended to give motorists time to 
learn it, is now in effect and Police 
Commissioner McLaughlin has an- 
nounced it will be enforced. 

Henceforth, in accordance with 
the regulation, pedestrians have 
right of way at crossings which are 
unguarded by policemen. Automo- 
bilists are required to be guided by 
policemen and by traffic lights, but 
at street intersections where there 
is neither they must slow down or 
stop to permit pedestrians to pass. 

Pedestrians have been asked by 
Police Commissioner McLaughlin to 
get the license numbers of automo- 
bilists who break this regulation 
and to report them. Already four 
persons have been arrested and 
fined $3 for violation of the rule.

HIBBEN 1S HOPEFUL, 
ABBOTT WON'T QUIT 


Princeton’s President Wants 
Lawrenceville School Head to 
Withdraw Resignation. 


PRAISES HIS LEADERSHIP 


Students Back Headmaster—Name 
Committee in Effort to Have 
Him Remain There.

PRINCETON, N. J., Feb. 15.—Presi- 
dent John Grier Hibben of Princeton 
University said tonight that he deemed 
it a great pity that Dr. Mather Almon 
Abbott had tendered his resignation as 
headmaster of the Lawrenceville 
School for Boys at Lawrenceville, 
N. J. 

“When the ship is going so well it is 
unfortunate if the man at the helm 
should be cnanged,’’ said Dr. Hibben. 
“Under the eight years of Dr. Ab- 
bott’s headmastership, Lawrenceville 
School has advanced steadily. Its 
scholastic standards have gone higher 
each year. The records of Lawrence- 
vills students in the college board ex- 
aminations show conclusively the 


progress that the school has made and 
is makiny.’”’ 


Students Name Committce. 


Joseph Espy, school President at 
Lawrenceville and a member of the 
class graduating next June, appointed 
a committee yesterday from among 
the prominent members of the class 
with the thought that théy might do 
something—they are not yet clear 
what-—to keep their headmaster. ‘‘The 
school is absolutely behind Dr. Ab- 
bott,’’ a member of this committee said 
today. ‘‘We are all for him and we 
want him to stay.’’ 

Neither students nor members of the 
Faculty would express an opinion as 
to the reasons for Dr. Abbott's action. 
Assistant Headmaster Thomas B. 
Bronson and Professor Sidney M. 
Shea, who yesterday denied statements 
attributed to them that Dr. Abbott

President Hibben, who returned to- 
day from a month’s tour which car- 
ried him’as far west at Los Angeles, 
said that he did not know the circum- 
stances surrounding the matter. 

“Whatever th: causes of the contro- 
versy,” he said, “it'is a great pity if 
Lawrenceville is to lose the services 
of Dr. Abbott. It is seldom that a 
man in Dr. Abbott’s position is so pop- 
ular with the boys.

RECONSIDERS ADLER OFFER. 


House Subcommittee Fails to Reach 
Decision on Building Here. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 15. — Further 
consideration to the ‘bill endorsed by 
the Treasury providing for the accep- 
tance by the Government of an offer 
made by Louis Adler of New York 
City to construct a new appraisers 


stores building on the square bounded 
by Hudson, Varick, King and West 
Houston Streets, owned by the Trinity 
Corporation, was given today by a sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Ways and Means. 

Mr. Adier again explained that the

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ADMIT WALDORF T THEFTS. 


Former Auditor and Woir.en Cash- 
lers Plead Guilty In $40,000 Larceny 


Charles Drimba of 858 Cauldwell Ave- 
hue, the Bronx, a former auditor at 
the Waldorf; Mrs. Cardelia Cunning- 
ham of 410 West Forty-fourth Street 
and Mrs. Mary Brown of 376 Sixty- 
third Street, Brooklyn, both widows 
and former restaurant cashiers at the 
hotel, pleaded guilty yesterday in Gen- 
eral Sessions to second degree grand 
larceny. Drimba admitted that in a 
year and a half his thefts aggregated 
between $40,000 and $50,000.

“Sex.’’ Magistrate Renaud postponed 
“The Captive’ case until this after- 
noon. 

“But we have a matinee tomorrow 
afternoon,’’ said Miss Helen Menken. 

That objection was repeated to Mag- 
istrate Renaud, who said: 

“There wiil be no matinee except in 
this courtroom.” 


Matinee May Be Canceled. 


Unless the defendants waive exami- 
nation, or obtain a further postpone- 
ment, the matinee will not be held 
today. Tickets for the matinee were 
being sold last night, however, and 
the management expected that the 
show in some way would be held. 

Mr. Steuer declared he would seek 
another adjournment today and pre- 
dicted that there wouid be no hearing 
of the case or postponement of the 
matinee performance of the play, de- 
spite Magistrate Renaud’s assertion. 

“IT am engaged in a very important 
argument in the Appellate Division to- 
morrow,” Mr. Steuer said, ‘‘and can- 
not possibly go on with any hearing in 
the Magistrate’s Court, and my clients 
cannot be deprived of the right to be 
represented by their counsel. There 1s 
also the consideration that tickets for 
this matinee have been sold, in some 
cases long before the: raids of last 
Wednesday evening. I will get in 
touch with District Attorney Banton, 
at whose request both adjournments 
already taken were arranged, and 
straighten this matter out.’’ 

Says’ Fight Will Go On. 

Charles L. Eno, counsel for the man- 
agement of ‘‘Sex,’’ said yesterday that 
the. suggestion of withdrawing the 
play with the implied promise of im- 
munity, had been rejected entirely and 
that the defendants would see the 
matter through the courts. 

“Sex,” “The Captive’ and ‘‘The Vir- 
gin Man” are still being produced un- 
der the protection of, Supreme Court 
injunctions. No ruling was made yes- 
terday by Justice Bijur on the ques- 
tion of continuing these. injunctions. 
The hearing which was set for today 
may be again postponed. 

Justice Bijur told the lawyers, who 
discussed the case with him yesterday, 
that he. was considering the idea of 
attending the three shows, if- he were 
called on to rule on the injunctions. He 
asked for suggestions whether he 
should ;zo to the shows before or after 
hearing argument on them, and 
whether he should go to special per- 
formances for his benefit or to the 
regular public performances; He in- 
dicated that he would take further ad- 


vice on these subjects and make up 
his mind later. 


“‘Sex”’ Hearing Curtailed. 


* It was a similar threat to compel 


the cancellation of last. night’s per- 
formance of “'Sex’’ by. continuing the 


examination far into the night that 
cut short the hearing in the Magis- 
trate’s Court yesterday afternoon. Sid- 
ney Mayers, counsel for the defense, 
had made elaborate plans to fight for 
a dismissal, but he quit the struggle 
after two hours and a half and waived 
examination, when he was threatened 
with a night session of the court. 
Inspector James A. Bolan was the 
only witness called yesterday. Inspec- 
tor Bolan speaks with ‘great precision 
and deliberation. He had taken copi- 
ous notes on “Sex,” and he read and 
interpreted them slowly. He paused 
for reflection and searched his mind 
for chaste circumlocutions in which to 
convey to the court some of the things 
which had shocked him.

few times during his testimony with 
arguments over the question whether 
the Inspector was throwing in a com- 
ment of his own now and then as weil 
as telling the facts.

“She mentioned her ‘sugar dandy,’ ”’ 
said the Inspector, continuing nis 
story. 

“Pardon me, Inspector,’ said Mr. 
Wallace. ‘‘Wasn’t that ‘sugar daddy’?’’ 

Inspector Bolan against consulted his 
archives. 

“Yes, sir, 
finally. 

Later Inspector Bolan was led by the 
District Attorney to describe one scene 
in plain roadhouse language, and there 
was a titter in the courtroom.

“I was going to the Sheriff's dinner 
myself,’’ said Magistrate Simpson, ‘‘but 
we are here trying to find out whether 
or not a crime has been committed.” 


Calls Interference Illegal. 


Mr. Mayers argued that it would not 
only be unkind to interfere with the 
presentation of ‘‘Sex’’ in the evening, 
but that it would be illegal since the 
Supreme Court had issued an injunc- 
tion to prevent the authorities from in- 
terfering with it. 

“That has no bearing on this ques- 
tion,’”’ said Mr. Wallace... ‘‘It doesn't 
interfere with this hearing.’”’ 

Mr. Mayers sighed and consulted 
with his clients. Then he announced 
that the defense waived further exam- 
ination.

INDECENT PRESS OUTLAWED 


Bayonne Commission Passes Ordi- 
nance at Pastor’s Call. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BAYONNE, N. J., Feb. 15.—An or- 
dinance prohibiting the sale or dis- 
tribution of any “obscene, lewd or in- 
decent” publication was adcpted by 
the Bayonne City Commission this af- 
ternoon. The ordinance, which must 
lie over two weeks, becomes effective 
ten days after it is signed by the 
Mayor. It provides a $10 fine or ten 
days in jail for the first offense and 
a $20 fine or thirty days in jail for 
the second offense. 

The ordinance was introduced by 
Sefety Commissioner Bert J. Daly and 
was the result of a letter of protest 
sent to Mayor Robert Talbot by the 
Rey. George J. Becker of the First 
Reformed Church, in which he object- 
ed to the circulation of newspapers 
“not proper for school children.’” The 
Rev. Mr. Becker did not mention any 








newspaper by name. 





\FINLAND ARRIVES HERE |€ 


Passengers’ Testimonial Attests 
Captain’s Calmness. When the 
Liner Broke Shaft at Sea. 


The Panama Pacific liner Finland, 
forced by a broken propeller shaft to 
put: back to New York, from which she 
sailed last Thursday arrived late yes- 
terday afternoon.. She brought with 
her 507 passengers, most of whom will 
be aboard her when she goes out 


again on .unday. In the interim all 
those who do not go to homes in the 
vicinity will be accommodated at the 
line’s expense at various New York 
hotels. 

Captain James E. Roberts, commanh- 
der of the vessel, said that the ship 
had passed Quarantine last Thursday 
at 4:30 and that at 4:13 P. M. on Sat- 
urday, when the vessel was 671 miles 
south of New York, a resounding thud 
was heard on the port side of the ves- 
sel. The port engine was stopped im- 
mediately and it was discovered that 
the propeller shaft, which extends out- 
ward from the hull for twenty-two feet, 
had snapped in two. 

“I then stopped the starboard engine 
for seven minutes to ascertain if there 
were any damages in ‘the engine 
room,” he said. ‘Finding everything 
shipshape, I proceeded on the star- 
board engine at about ten knots.’’ 

Captain Roberts said that between 
5:39 and 7 P.M. Saturday and again 
from 6 to 7:30 A.M. on Sunday the 
vessel was stopped while wire slings 
were rigged to hold the port propeller 
shaft. 

The passengers of the Finland gave 
Captain Roberts a testimonial signed 
by all which stated: ‘This is the end 
of a trip which brings us to the start- 
ing point without having reached our 
destination, which we regret. The 
sea was calm and the commander was 
even calmer.’’ 

The Finland goes to the Morse dry 
docks this morning. She has aboard 
severa] thousand tons of cargo which 
will not be disturbed during the mak- 
ing of repairs. One hundred tons of 
perisdicals aboard, however, were 
taken off last night and shipped by 
fast railway express to the Pacific 
Coast, their destination.

Those who fore- 
gathered there to do a bit of theatre- 
going. after lunch found the newcomer 
to be a none-too-promising wayfayer 


. from the creative workshops of & Wal- 


ter Elwood of Amsterdam, N. 
producer is Mary Forrest, a peg bro- 
ker, .who, unless a lot of the vagrant 
wisps of gossip blown along Forty- 
fifth Street are wrong, is presenting 
the play to give it an audience test of 
its capabilities and limitations with a 
view to determining its suitability as 
@ regular attraction. 

“Spellbound” yesterday seemed to be 
extremely inept, inchoate and uncon- 
vincing, both. in writing and in presen- 
tation. Only the acting transcended in 
any way the géneral crudity of the 
enterprise. and that in but one or two 
parts. There was specifically a clear- 
cut, sensitive and sympathetic per- 
formance of a crippled boy by Bert 
West. Lottie Salisbury, an actress 
loaned for the occasion by George C. 
Tyler, was better than fair in a none- 
too-happy réle,-and Arthur Gray as a 
mute was effective except in such mo- 
ments as he tried to imitate Harpo 
Marx. There was also a mysterious Mr. 
Brundage, who wandered in and out of 
the proceedings all afternoon without 
being mentioned on the program as a 
participant. After considerable re- 
search work the theory that his part 
might have been-..written.in hurriedly 
after lunch was scouted, and it was 
definitely established that he was 
acted by Arthur Morris. 

Mr. Elwood’s play concerned itself 
with the influence of a mother upon 
her sons—the influence not of the 
sweetly maternal, possessive kind, but 
of a flinty, fanatically righteous wo- 
man-who had elected té devote herself 
and-her life to championing the cause 
of temperance. (The play, it might be 
said, was laid ini918, when ‘that, doubt- 
less, #eemed @ more vital matter.) The 
mother’s incredibly zealous obsession 
that none of her children should be- 
come drunkards*had previously led her 
to maim one and _ render another 
speechless, which seemed highly ab- 
surd inasmuch as she insisted she had 
only given them pills designed to cure 
all craving for alcoholics. But the 
whole play was like that, and even 
this especially unbelievable incident 
was no less miraculous than some of 
the means by which the tangle of the 
family’s lives was unsnarled. 

Another matinee is announced for 
today.

Philadelphia Orchestra gave a Bee- 
‘thoven concert in Carnegie Hall, with 
Fritz Kreisler as soloist of the ‘occa 
sion. Those present received ont ex- 
change for the price of admission not 
only the Seventh Symphony as con- 
ducted by Mr. Stokowshl and the vio- 
lin concerto in a memorable interpre- 
tation by Mr. Kreisler, but also, for 
good measure, three ”’ for 
trombones, written by Beethoven for 
All Souls’ Day observances at Linz 
Cathedral, and later sung in a choral 
arrangement for voices at his funeral. 
A poor commemoration in 1827, and a 
poorer one today! A bargain is not 
always worth more than its face value. 

It has been seasons since Mr. Kreis- 
ler played in this city with orchestra. 
It need hardly be said that his greet- 
ing when he appeared on the stage 
was prolonged and affectionate. This 
was the feature of the concert for 
which the audience had been waiting, 
and the event fully justified the an- 
ticipation. Mr. Kreisler rises to his 
greatest interpretive heights in this 
concerto. He unites a noble concep- 
tion with the beauty of tone and the 
grace and plasticity of phrase which 
have endeared him to many unappre- 
ciative of the deeper characteristics of 
his playing. There are violinists to 
whom a classic style means a rigid 
and academic adherence to so-called 
“traditions.”” With these individuals 
it is not tradition, but convention, 
which rules, and which is quite an- 
other thing. 

Mr. Kreisler does not have to play 
like a school teacher to show that he 
understands Beethoven’s concert and 
he does not feel called upon to present 
Beethoven as if he were always scowl- 
ing and meditating upon the infinite, 
by way of demonstrating respect for 
his music, The violin concerto is for 
two movements, a work of much 
beauty and inspiration. It is melodic 
and lyrical rather than heroic in its 
mold. Mr. Kreisler neglected no one 
of its virtues, while playing with a 
warmth and refinement that gave even 
conventional passages distinction. He 
appeared also, with complete self- 
effacement, caught up in the flame of 
the composer’s inspiration, happy in 
conveying Beethoven’s thoughts, with 
the rarest balance of intellect and feel- 
ing, to the audience. Neither Mr. 
Kreisler nor any one else could make 
the final movement other than long- 
winded and repetitious, but the inter- 
pretation was one to remember—a fit- 
ting homage to the mighty departed. 

Mr. Stokowski’s performance of the 
symphony, like Mr. Kreisler’s playing 
of the concerto, was wildly applauded. 
This performance was brilliant, lusty, 
climactic; it lacked, however, the bal- 
ance and the poise that the Seventh 
symphony, with all its ecstasy, re- 
quires. In most places the tempi were 
too fast. Mr. Stokowski displayed cus- 
tomary “magnetism,” authority, fire, 
but he has given finer readings of 
Beethoven’s symphonies.

Whitall Collection. 


KEATS POEMS BRING $3,300 


Part of “The Dynasty,” by Hardy, 
Published In 1903, Goes 
for $2,200. 


A: book which once sold for one Eng- 
lish penny brought $3,200 at auction 
yesterday at the American Art Gal- 
leries at the sale of the library of 
Major W. Van R.. Whitall of Pelham, 
N. Y. The three sessions of the sale 
to date have brought a total of $70,051. 

The volume was a first edition of 
Edward FitzGerald’s ‘‘Rubaiyat of 
Omar Khayyam,” published in London 
in 1889. The first edition of this poem 
has now become one of the rarest 
works of modern literature. Of the 
first edition only 250 copies were 
printed. All the publisher could get 
for them was one penny, until Swin- 
burne and other admirers of the poem 
came to its rescue. Since then it has 
passed through many editions. Yes- 
terday’s buyer was J. F. Drake, Inc. 

A copy of the rare first edition, in

Drake for a copy. of’ the first. edition 
of “The Temple: Sacred Poems and 
Private Ejaculations,’’ George Herbert, 
Cambridge, 1633. Owen D. eee gave 
$1,950 for. a unique copy 
dymion,” by Keats, nnd So AN by 
a portrait in oils of Richard Wood- 
house and a series of letters by Amy 
Lowell. 

A letter which Charles Lamb wrote 
to Miss F. M. Kelly, the actress, was 
bought by the Rosenbach Company for 
$1,750.. J. F. Drake, Inc., paid $1,550 
for a copy of the first edition in the 
original boards, with paper label in- 
tact, of Keats's “Lamia.” The Rosen- 
bach Company gave $1,500 for a copy 
of the first edition of ‘Mr. H., or, 
mesare a Bad Name,” by Charles 


J. F. Drake paid $1,400 for a copy of 
the first edition of Charles Lamb’s 
“Blia’”’ in the original boards with 
labels. Another rare modern book 
brought $1,175. This was a copy of 
the frist edition of ‘‘Workers in the 
Dawn,”’ the first book by George Rob- 
ert Gissing, published in 1880. It was 
bought by L. M. Harris. The sale will

SPIELMANN IS _ BRILLIANT

Continuing our.analysis of the ex- 
perts.who will take part in the coming 
international chess tourney, we come 
to Rudolf Spielmann, who was born in 
Vienna on May 5, 188, and began to 
participate’. in international tourha- 
ments in 1905 at Schéeveningen, Hol- 
land, where he finished in third place. 
It was not a first-class contest, but it 
gave him an opportunity to show what 
he could do. 

As the years went by his reputation 
iricreased and very soon he became 
well known as one of the most attack- 
ing and brilliant players of the times. 
He obtained some very fine victories 


agaifist Rubinstéin at a time when the 
latter: was considered the leading con- 
tender for the’ world’s -title,; and so 
brilliant were these performances that 
very soon he was acknowledged as 
practically the equal of any master in 
carrying forward a direct attack 


‘against the king. 


It would be well to mention here that 
while all first-class player&’. have in 
common a number of qualities, yet 
each has a style of his own, and his 
proficiency varies according to his 
style, his capacity for work, and also 
according to his conception of any 
given position. 

During the last sixty years the sci- 
érice- of chess has- made enormous 
progress and therefore more and more 
is required every day of the leading 
experts of the game. Seventy years 
ago the leading masters. thought only 
of attacking the opponent’s king as 
soon as possible with whatever re- 
sources at their command, disregard- 
ing everything else. 


Position Play Enters. 


After a while it was found advan- 
tageous to manoeuvre for position be- 
fore launching ah attack directly 


against the king. It also was found 
rather important to become very pro- 
ficient in the handling of endings. . It 
might be.stated here that all the well- 
known champions of the past, Morphy, 
Steinitz and Lasker, had no superiors 
in end-game play while they held their 
title, and. that in our opinion inferiority 
in this respect would bring about the 
_~ of the title sooner than anything 
e ve 
As the. years went by a great im- 
pulse was given to the technical knowl- 
edge of the openings. Soon it was 
found that very often it paid. better to 
attack thé opponent’s pawns and other 
ieces, rather than to attack his king. 
ter on.more attention was paid to 
the question of position in the middle 
game, as well as to the technical 
knowledge of openings and endings, 
until finally, nowadays, it has become 
essential to be very proficient in all, 
or nearly ail, of those things in order 
to, excel among the masters, 

There are several types of openings 
as ‘there dre sevefal types of endings 
and middle-game itions. The ideal 
would be to play them all equally: well 
and. to favor none, but such a thing 
is- almost impossible in actual Pee: 
and practically évery master wil 
to bring about the type of game thet 
he prefers, where he féels himself 
tmost at home..To be sure, a marked 
wéakhess of any -kifid will be fatal 
utiless - counterbalanced by extreme 
foree in all other departments. Even 
then the player notoriously weak in 
some department will succumb ih the 
long run. - 

Coming back to Spielmann we find 
his one outstanding good. quality is 
his ability in carrying forward direct 
attacks against the king. His inclina- 
tion ih’ this respect makes Him a far 
tmhore dangerous foe with white than 
with. black, since, having the first 
move, ‘He can do much to direct the 
general course of the game. 


Inclined te Be Erratic. 


Of all the competitors in the coming 
tournament Spielmann is by far the 
most erratic... At Moscow in 1925 he 
was classed 12-14. among twenty. play- 
ers; yet three months later at the 
Semmering he realized the ambition of 
a lifetime by. winning the first prize in 
a really .first-class tournament. over 
such, noted rivals as Dr. Alekhine, Dr. 
Vidmar, Nimzowitsch, Rubinstein, Dr. 
Tartakower and Reti among others. 

No better example.is required. At 
the Semmering he beat both Dr. Vid- 
mar and Niemzowitsch and drew with

His main weaknesses dre a 
very marked tendency to. be discour- 
aged when things do not. break «his 
way and an evident dislike to defend 
himself. 

' As he has no outstanding good qual- 
ity besides the one already. mentioned, 
we. daq,not expect him to finish better 
than ‘or fourth; but, as we have 
often stated before, symm can be 
taken for granted where first-class 
cag are concerned. Any one of 

hem is apt to show his best form for 
& sufficiently long time to make him 
a contender for chief honors in any 
tournament. Spielmann taken 
part in forty-seven toufhaments, two 
more than Marshall. His record, how- 
ever, is not as g 

Dr. .Vidmar. was born, tn Ljubljana 
(Yugoslavia). on June 22, 1885. For 
years-he has been professor of elec- 
trical engineering at the university of 
his’ native city. He also has for some 
time been manager of some engineer- 
ing works at Ljubljana and has writ- 
ten some treatises on electrical engi- 
neering which are widely known. 

Because of his studies and occupa- 
tions he has not taken part in as 
many tournaments as most of:his com- 
pettrors, but since Vienna, 1907 (with 

he one exception of St. Petersburg, 
1909), he has always been one of the 
leading contenders in every tournament 
in which he has played. 


A Sterling Performer. 


Dr. Vidmar is a very sterling per- 
former, whose game bears the stamp 
of his scientific training. Very strong 
in the play for position it the middle 
game, like a true master he will jump 
at the first opportunity to take con- 
troi of the attack. Given an advantage 


of any kind, he will hang on to it with 
bulldog tenacity. 

His game. is well rounded. He is 
weak, however, in defending a pre- 
carious position, possibly due to his 
own conviction that the position in 
question is untenable. In London, in 
1922 (where from the beginning he 
was a contender for chief honors), 
while talking about one of the weaker 
participants, he made the following 
typical remark: 

“He has not learned 
his opponents’ pieces instead of his 
own.’ 

He meant, of course, that while a 
good many players will always look 
for a chance to sacrifice something in 
order to obtain a so-called brilliant 
victory, the real player knows that a 
sacrifice is only a means to an end; @ 
weapon only to be used when no safer 
course is available. 

Beginning with San Sebastian, 1911, 
Dr. Vidmar has played in eight tour- 
naments and has not ranked below 
third place in any of them. We ex- 
pect Dr. Vidmar to finish.one of the 
first three in the coming tournament. 

Nimegowitsch, was born in Riga, Lat- 
via, Nov. 7, 1886. Of extremely ner- 
vous temperament. Nimzowitsch has 
shown. consistency only in the last 
three years. He has original ideas in 
the openings and very profound con- 
ceptions of a theoretical character in 
the middle game. 

We used to wonder at his compara- 
tive lack of success in years past. 
Some attributed it to poor combinative 
owers; others to weakness in the end- 
ngs. While we somewhat agreed to 
the latter, we could not quite agree to 
the first, and we finally came to the 
conclusion that his lack of success was 
perhaps due to the fact that, as a 
whole, he did not have sufficient pow- 
ers to carry into effect, in a practical 
way, his, at times, very profound con- 
ceptions. 








t to sacrifice 


Sometimes Confuses Himself. 


It is true that he does not excel in 
endings, but he plays them well enough 
for all practical purposes, and, further- 


more, his style is such that very seldom 
is he called upon to show extraordinary 
powers in that department of the 
game. We believe that his strength is 
his ‘weakness; he plays stich. bizarre 
openings and ‘such complicated games 
that very often he is just as much 
puzzled as his opponent, if not more 
so, as to the best course to follow. 

It. is evident from the above descrip- 
tion that, Nimzowitsch is a most dan- 
gerous opponent, a player capable of 
upsetting anybody’ s score in a tourna- 
ment. No doubt his games will be 
very attractive. to the majority of the 
public. Very often it will be a ques- 
tion of touch and go. Nimzowitsch is 
a gambler who fears nobody and who 
always feels certain of outplaying his 
opponent.

High School Games _Committee 
Says. Irregularities in Track 
Meets.Are Infrequent. 


SOME STUDENTS SUSPENDED 


James Monroe Athletes’ Medals Re- 
turned in Two, Events—-Stupidity, 
Not Dishonesty, Blamed.

Widespread irregularities. among 
schoolboys in the Public Schools Ath- 
letic League were shown to be. a myth 
yesterday following the monthly meet- 
ing of the High School Games Com- 
mittee held at the I. C, A. A. A. A. 
headquarters in Fifty-sixth Street. 
Rowland Patterson, Secretary ‘of the 
committee, said isolated cases of ir- 
regularities’ came before the various 
member schools of the P. 8: A. L. from 
time to time but that, such matters 
were settled with as little publicity as 
possible so that students concerned 
would not be: harmed. - 

Patterson said few of these cases 
were deliberate attempts at cheating 
and that the number of cases of ir- 
regularities of all kinds was remark- 
ably small in comparison to the 100,000 
athletes competing in the high school 
division of the league. 

Referring to recent charges that stu- 
dents have substituted for one another 
in certain races ‘and that ineligibles 
had competed, Patterson, made public 
a letter from Joseph EB. Eberly, Direc- 
tor of Athletics at James Monroe High 
School in the Bronx which returned 
medals won by students of the school 
in the P. S..A. L. championship. meet 
on Jan. 14. This letter-was dated Feb. 
8 and was written to John J. McHugh, 
y as Hig of Athletics for the P. S. 
A. L. 


Boys Not Liamed. 

The letter follows: 

Dear Mr. McHugh: I am returning 
some medals to which I have discov- 
ered after investigation, we have no 
right. May I ask your assistance 
in seeing that they are awarded to 
their rightful owners?’ 

Thank you for your help in doing 
this. A letter sent by Dr. Hein ex- 


plains the circumstances. I believe 
that the fact that the boys ran in 
an event for which they were inelig- 
ible was the result of colossal stu- 
pidity rather than dishonesty. 

Those concerned heard from Dr. 
Hein and me in no uncertain terms, 
and I think we can let the matter 
rest here. 

Medals returnéd are:’ Freshman 
880-yard relay. (four medals); 220- 
yard junior dash (first, second and 
third medals). Yours truly, 


JOSEPH EDWARD EBERLY, 


On the telephone last night, Dr. Hein 
said the letter of his referred to in 
Mr. Eberly’s letter above, gave a re- 
view of the matter. He said the situ- 
ation first came to his attention when 
Eberly reported to him a conversation 
overheard among students. This con- 
versation: referred to ineligibles, and 
following the investigation instigated 
by Dr. Hein the medals were returned. 
Dr. Hein said the students had been 
suspended from athletics, but had not 
yet been censured pending complete 
consideration of the matter. 

Patterson explained that no official 
action had been taken by the High 
School Games Committee on the sub- 
ject, as the disciplinary machinery in 
each school provided for the handling 
of such matters. 


Other Rules Are Changed. 


Regular business completed at the 


meeting covered many sports and sub- 
jects of interest to the schoolboy ath- 
lete. The principal points follow: 

The Seventy-first Regiment Armory 
will be used as a training centre one 
afternoon a week for ten high school 
track teams. The 1928 basketball sea- 
son will run from November only to 
Jan. 30, so teams will not be broken 
up by players graduating in February. 
The High School Principals’ Associa- 
tion approved the discontinuance of 
intercity post-season games on the 
ground that the ordinary schedule af- 
forded competition enough. 

The request of the Newtown High 
School basketball team, winner of the 
Queens Borough championship, to play 
in the State championship tournament 
at Glens Falls, was refused. Officials 
in football games will be appointed by 
a football committee of three from a 
list of officials approved in advance by 
the schools with football teams.

The State Athletic Commission will 
not investigate the sale of tickets for 
the Jack Delaney-Jim Maloney ten- 
round battle to be held in Madison 
Square Garden Friday night.

Chairman Farley explained it was 
not within the jurisdiction of the com- 
mission to conduct such an investiga- 
tion unless concrete evidence of ex- 
orbitant speculators’ prices was sub- 
mitted for consideration. It was 
added, however, that the Garden offi- 
cials would be held responsible for the 
ticket distribution. 

Rickard made his request of the com- 
mission following-. publication of re- 

rts that speculators had obtained 

locks of choice seats. A flood of let- 
ters, telegrams and telephone calls to 
the commission from. disappointed 
ticket seekers apprised the board of 
the acute situation because of the un- 
precedented demand and the limited 
supply. 

Chairman Farley pointed out, how- 
ever, that the rules of the commission 
provide only that ‘‘no ticket shall be 
sold by a licensed club for more than 
the price printed thereon or by any 
person coming into possession of the 
same for a price in excess of 50 cents 
in advance of the printed price.” 


Only Admission Tickets Left. 


At. Rickard’s headquarters in the 
Garden yesterday a printed sign was 
posted at the elevator entrance ac- 
quainting the public with the informa- 
tién that the ticket supply had been 
completely exhausted. There remain 
for sale only the admission tickets at 
$2.20 each, of which there are 38,200. 
These will go on sale about 5 o'clock 
Friday night and purchasers will be 
obliged to enter the Garden immedi- 
ately on making their purchase.

PYLE WITHDRAWS 
FROM PRO TENNIS 


Pickens Says Players’ Financial 


Demands Force Discontin- 
uance for the Present. 


DO NOT MERIT INCREASES 


States Pro is Worth Most Just 
After Leaving Amateur Ranks— 
Miss Browne in Cleveland. 


William C. Pickens, Hastern repre- 
sentative for Promoter C. C. Pyle, who 
is on the Pacific Coast, announced at 
the Hotel Vanderbilt yesterday that no 
future tennis tours are being planned 
by Pyle.

Pickens made it clear that an ama- 
teur who turns pro is worth more 
money to the promoter than a pro who 
already has taken the step. For this 
reason Pyle and his representatives 
could not see their way toward grant- 
ing increases, or even meeting the past 
salaries of some of the players. 

Mile. Lenglen will sail for France on 
Saturday and Paul Feret also will 
leave at that time. It is not definitely 
known whether Howard Kinsey will 
make the trip, some intimation of that 
having been made.

A COSTLY HUMBUG. 

The equalization fee in the McNary- 
Haugen bill is an attempt to get 
around the Coiistitution, by making. 
the fee an incident of the regulation of 
interstate commerce. To get around 
the farmer, the fee, as Senator GEORGE 
says, “is so far removed from the 
“ farmer as to leave him under the im- 
“ pression that the consumer is paying 
“it.” In the effort to create this im- 
pression, the proposed Federal Farm 
Board is to determine whether the one 
fee shail be collected on transporta- 
tion, processing or sale. Every loss 
on every basic commodity is to be 
assessed pro rata on every unit of it. 
Secretary MELLON has made an’ ex- 


‘ceédingly modest estimate of the cost 


of administering the provisions of the 
bill without collecting the fee. He 
makes it only’ $790,000 a year; but the 
amount of “basic” stuff has been 
enlarged since his calculations were 
made. 

It is impossible to compute the 
heaven-hitting pile of reports, returns, 
examinations, investigations,. protests, 
re-examinations, re-investigations, bad 
debts and holes in the revolving fund 
that would resuit.. Taking five basic 
commodities, as produced in 1925, the 
Farm Board would have to do business 
with more than 16,000,000 units. 
What an ever-growing paradise of bu- 
reaucracy! The army of accountants, 
technicians, legal experts, the whole 
business of. filing returns and collect- 
ing fees, Mr. MELLON prudently re- 
frains. from estimating the cost of. 
The sources of sale are so_innumerable 
that collection from them is imprac- 
ticable unless the Government depends 
absolutely upon the honesty of each 
vendor; and collection from the two 
other means would be just about as 
hard.

MORE MONEY FOR SCHOOLS. 

State appropriations for common 
schools have steadily mounted in New 
York .since Governor SmuirH’s first 
term. Supposed, at least by credulous 
Ku Kluxers, to be secretly hostile to 
public schools, not parochial, he has 
signed bill after bill pushing up the 
outlay for free education. Doubtless 
he will quickly sign the Friedsam bill 
which has just passed the Senate at 
Albany by unanimous vote, adding 
$18,500,000 to the annual expenditure 
for common schools of $54,000,000 to 
which the State is already committed.

In this country the years after 1900 
Saw a large increase. In a decade the 
suicide rate grew from .150. per million 
inhabitants to 210 in cities of 100,000 
pqpulation and over. The high mark 
was attained in 1915 with 215. The 
next five years saw a notable decline 
to 125, . With the year 1920 the curve 
began to mount, attained 160 in 1921, 
paused at 153 in the next two years, 
and rose to 157 in 1924. For the coun- 
try as a whole the losses have been 
lower. In 1924 the registration area 
rate was 123, as against 157 for the 
large towns. Yet we are notably bet- 
ter off than we were a dozen years 
ago, and we are almost at’ the figure 
of 1900, when the pace of life was less 
furious. If, however, the tragedies 
of the last two months induce a 
searching of hearts among those in 
closest touch with young life, among 
parents and educators predominantly, 
the effort may not be wasted.

Our maturalist can do it. easily, He 
discusses half a dozen different. kinds 
of oysters and snails, mollusks that 
he has known intimately, and after 
considering their habits, colors, shapes, 
training, reproductive processes, and 
lives from birth to death, he eats 
them. The frog, brown, green, wild or 
domesticated, meets the samé fate. 
Turtles. and. clams, most interesting 


‘in their native ocean, are quite as 


beguiling in the tureen. ‘Clams, be- 
cause of their novelty in London, are 
especially desirable. They have been 
imported from the coasts of Rrittany 
for American visitors, who. eat. more 
than 5,000:a day during the Summer. 

No average, right-thinking American 
would eat a single clam which he had 
cultivated as assiduously as does the 
naturalist in the aquarium. It would 
spoil for. him the savory mixture: of 
clam, onion and spices if he knew the 
physiological details of its origins and 
treatment. He has mournful memories 
of pet fowls, of which he could not 
swallow a mouthful when they reached 
the table. He likes to think of dining 
as an art, not a vulgar necessity, even 
though he does not wander, like the 
Chinese workman, through the mar- 
kets, selecting and cooking his own 
food, and then thoughtfully enjoying 
each morsel. When he is unaware of 
the breeding habits of the oyster, 
which is continually changing sex, it 
tastes better to him. If he knew 
about it, he would be too apt to make 
a pet of the animal, and nobody wants 
to eat a pet. 

Perhaps oysters display less person- 
ality and affection than most small 
animals, making it easier to devour 
them without compunction, but they 
are bound to develop a protective 
instinct in their owner. He naturally 
desires to save them if possible from 
attacking starfish, sea urchins, crabs 
and octopuses, whelks, boring sponges 
and other marauders. It is better to 
know how to cook and serve such 
palatable titbits than to know their 
personal idiosyncrasies.

THE NORTHERN RAILWAY CON- 
SOLIDATION PLAN. 

Announcement of the plan for the 
formal merging of the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern railways 
brings up many interesting consid- 
erations. The proposal is linked with 
the past, because it is the direct out- 
come—in a sense the unavoidable re- 
sult—of the celebrated fight for pos- 
session of the Northern Pacific in 
1901. That contest arose from the 
purchase of Burlington & Quincy by 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
jointly, and from Union Pacific's at- 
tempt to get a share in the owner- 
ship by snatching control of North- 
ern Pacific itself from its existing 
proprietors. 

As a result of the disastrous “ cor- 
ner” which ensued in Northern Pa- 
cific stock, an absolute majority in- 
terest in Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern stock was lodged with the 
newly formed $400,000,000 Northern 
Securities holding company. Three 
years later, that holding company was 
dissolved under the Anti-Trust law by 
the United States Supreme Court. The 
Burlington remained in possession of 
the two Northern railways, but the 


relation proved to be in many ways 


awkward. Only six years ago the 
joint collateral trust mortgage, under 
which Burlington’s stock ‘was held by 
the two larger companies, expired by 
limitation. It had to be renewed on 
disadvantageous terms, and the new 
mortgage has only nine years more 
to run. 

The plan now proposed for a new 
company, to take up the stock of 
Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
and operate them as ‘a single’ system, 
actually goes further than did the 
Northern ‘Securities merger. But the 
Transportation act of 1920 decreed 
that, subject to. the Commerce Com- 
mission’s approval.of a proposed com- 
bination, the railways. “shall be re- 
“lieved from the operation of the 
“ Anti-Trust laws,” and. therefore the 
Supreme Court’s decision of 1904 no 
longer runs against such a merger. 
On the other hand, the commission’s 
own tentative grouping of the rail-

IN THE SHADOWS. 

Eleven students in American colleges 
and high schools have died by their 
own hand within two months. The 
grim story has been written from the 
Atlantic seaboard to South Dakota. 
In the records of self-destruction 
there are epidemic outbursts. Germany 
knew such an outbreak before the war. 
In Russia, after the failure of the 1905 
revolution, there set in a period of. dis- 
illusionment among the young marked 
by a revolt against. moral standards 
and the organization of suicide clubs. 
One must be wary of speaking of a 
suicide “wave” today, much less of 
marshaling explanations lying outside 
the unhappy. individual cases. Figures 
must be compared with other periods. 
Instances of self-slaughter among the 
young, down to early school age, have 
always been known. Overwork before 
school examinations, despondency over 
failure in examinations, are familiar 
causes. Publicity will tend apparently 
to swell the record by combing the 
country for tragedies that normally 
would not* receive nation-wide atten- 
tion. One.of the victims, though a

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The tales of gases which can put a 
whole army to sleep and of liquids so 
horribly potent that two drops will 
blot out an army do more credit to 
the imagination of their creators than 
to their knowledge of science. Not a 
single compound has been developed 
since the war more fatal than the 
chlorine or phosgene wafted across the 
fields of France or the mustard gas 
scattered by bursting shells. 

That clause of the Treaty of Peace 
which forbids the defeated Powers 
making and storing war gases was 
a concession to public opinion. States- 
men, chemists and soldiers knew that 
it could not be enforced and that if 
it were, Germany would be crippled 
industrially. Without chlorine, for ex- 
ample, it would be impossible to man- 
ufacture a score of necessities and 
difficult to purify the water of cities. 
Without phosgene important dyes 
could not be made. Hence we find 
Germany openly exporting phosgene 
to this country for use in our in- 
dustries and making all the com- 
pounds needed in chemical warfare, 
while her erstwhile European enemies 
look blandly on. 

We may absolve the chemical indus- 
try of a desire to seek profit from the 
manufacture and sale of war gases. 
There is more money in high explo- 
sives than in war gases. As sheer 
romancing may. be dismissed the 
stories of cities reduced to tombs by 
gas bombs rained from the skies. High 
explosives are far more destructive; 
yet we saw how futile they were when 
showered on London. -

Bloch Announces Reorganiza- 
tion Commission Has Agreed 
It Should Be Dropped. 


HIGHER SALARIES PROPOSED 


Bills Introduced. to Increase the 
Pay of County Judges in 
Greater New York.

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—The annual 
slaughter by the Republicans of meas- 
ures recommended by Governor Smith, 


which was begun last night with the 
defeat of his four-year term for Gov- 
ernor proposal, continued in the <As- 
sembly today, when the lower house 
voted down a motion by the minority 
leader, Mr. Bloch, to have the Re- 
organization Committee report a bill 
providing for. abolition of the Council 
of Agriculture’ and Markets. The mo- 
tion was lost by‘a vote of. 47 to 74. 
_ _Mr. Blogh has served notice on the 
Republican leaders that» he will. at- 
tempt within the next two weeks to 
wrest from the committees all of the 
bills advocated by the Governor. Ef- 
forts to bring. the Administration 
measures to the floor for a .vote will 
not be successful, but they will give 
the Democrats a chance to be recorded 
in their favor. 

Republican leaders in the Assembly 
are not worrying about being. able. to 
defeat all motions to discharge the 
Administration bills,.as théy have a 
good working majority, but the situa- 
tion is not so good, so far as the Re- 
publicans are concerned, .in the upper 
house. The Senate is composed -of 
twenty-seven Republicans and twenty- 
four Democrats, giving Senator 
Knight, the minority leader, only one 
member above the working majority 
of twenty-six, 

On more than one occasion during 
the present session Senator Knight has 
been obliged to delay action on: con- 
troversial bills because one or two Re- 
publicans were absent’ and he did not 
have a majority, ; 


Bill ‘Wipes Out the Council. 


The Governor’s bill calling for the 
abolition of the Council of Agriculture 
and Markets was sponsored in the 
lower house by Assembiyman Cross of 
Sullivan. In addition to wiping out 
the council, it provides that the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Markets, 
who now appoints the head of the de- 
partment, shall be appointed. “by ‘the 
|g tines ore os re 

semblyman Dunmore; Republican 
floor leader, in opposing the Gov- 
ernor’s bill, said that under the present 
system the Department of Agriculture 
and Markets was kept free of politics. 

“The present: system of electing. the 
members of the culture and Mar- 
kets Council was-.devised years ago to 
keep that department free of politics, 
and there is no reason why we should 
break away from it at the present 
time,’”? said Mr. Dunmore. 

Assemblyman Porter, Chairman of 
the Reorganization Committee, said he 
had never heard Governor Smith criti- 
cize the efficiency of the present head 
of the council. 

“No one is attempting to criticize 
the efficiency of the department, but 
we contend that inasmuch as the Gov- 
ernor is responsible to the people of 
the State he should have the power of 
appointing the head of this depart- 
ment,’’ replied Assemblyman Cuvillier 
of New York. 

“The Republicans .talk about keeping. 
politics out. of this department, but 
they are just the ones who are inject- 
ing politics into the department,’’ As- 
semblyman Bloch declared. ‘‘The prin- 
ciple is wrong and the Republicans 
know it, but they will not admit it be- 
cause it means more patronage for 
them.”’ : 

Governor Smith’s recommendation 
that the Agriculture and Markets law 
be amended to abolish the State Fair 
Commission was accepted today by the 
Reorganization Committee, according 
to Mr. Bloch. The functions of the 
commission will be carried on by a 
deputy to be appointed by the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture and Markets. 
Under the original plan the commis- 
sion would have been continued in the 
department, the members to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. 

“It was manifestly useless for the 
Governor to have the appointment of 
a Fair Commission which operates 
under a department over which he has 
ho control whatever,’ said Mr. Bloch. 

By a vote of 72 to 46, four votes few- 
er than necessary to insure its pas- 
sage, the Assembly Democrats were 
successful today in defeating the Gren- 
thal bill providing for changes in the 
boundaries of the Seventh Municipal 
Court District in Manhattan and pro- 
viding for the election of a new Judge. 

“The Republicans think'that the pas- 
sage of this bill is embarrassing to 
Governor Smith, but he had the cour- 
age to veto it on two previous occa- 
sions, and he will do it again this year 
if it is passed,” said Assemblyman 
Bloch.

MILK ADULTERATION 
BY A NEW PLAN TOLD 


State Official Alleges Use of 
Condensed and. Skimmed Milk 
and Water in ‘Homogenizer.’ 














MUCH SENT HERE, HE SAYS 


Charges Against Middle States Milk 
and Cream Company, Inc., 
Are Heard at Albany. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Feb. 15.—The ‘‘homoge- 
nizer’’ and'a new method of adulter- 
ating milk were described at a hearing 
today before Commissioner Berne 
Pyrke, head of the Department of Ag- 
riculture and Markets, on charges 
against the Middle States Milk and 
Cream Company, Inc., revocation of 
whose milk-gathering license is ‘being 
sought by the department, following 
an investigation into its practices. 

The Middle States Milk and Cream 
Company, Inc., is a subsidiary of the 
Smith Brothers Milk and Cream Com- 
pany, Inc., whose milk-gathering li- 
cense has been revoked by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Markets, and 
whose right to distribute milk in New 
York City has been canceled by the 
city health authorities. 

According to testimony given at to- 
day’s hearing by Kenneth F. Fee, Di- 
réctor of the Dairy and Farm Bureau 
of the department, adulteration of 
milk had become so highly developed 
a: branch of the Middle States Com- 
pany’s activities that the ‘homo- 
genizer’”’ had to be brought into play in 
order to enable the company to oper- 
ate in this direction on a scale of mag- 
nitude. 

Mr. Fee explained that the ‘“thomo- 
genizer’’ was a mechanical appliance 
used to break up the globules of fat 
in condensed milk, which was dumped 
into the machine with skimmed milk 
and water. The output of the “homo- 
genizer’’ has been calied ‘“‘reconstituted 
milk.’’ 


Shipments to Smiths Alleged. 


Mr. Fee testified that he had con- 
ducted his inquiries at plants of the 
company located at Canastota, Ballina, 
Peterboro and Kirkville on Jan. 12 and 
Feb. 1. He charged adulteration, on 
a large scale, of milk shipped to New 
York City by the use of skimmed milk, 
rinsings, water‘and condensed milk. 

According to his testimony, the com- 
pany, while this was going on, had 
shipped large consignments of cream 
to Smith Brothers’ Milk and Cream 
Company. 

Several witnesses, including foremen 
and other employes at the plants of 
the company, were examined. 

These formal charges were lodged 
with Commissioner Pyrke by the Direc- 
tor and furnished the basis for the 
hearings now being conducted by him, 

.“‘Skimmed milk and condensed milk 
and water°had been mixed with whole 
milk received from the producers, and 
the resultant product delivered to the 
railroad for shipment to New York 
City,’’ the Director charged. 

“On Jan. 6, 1927, at least, ten cans of 
skimmed milk were mixed with the 
whole milk, and 265 cans of this adul- 
terated milk were delivered to the rail- 
road for shipment to Smith Brothers 
Milk and Cream Company, Inc., New 
York City. 

“On Jan. 12, 1927, twenty-five cans 
of condensed milk and approximately 
seventy-five cans of water were mixed 
with approximately 328 cans of whole 
milk, and the entire mixture of this 
adulterated and imitation milk was 
delivered to the railroad for shipment 
to Smith Brothers Milk and Cream 
Company, Inc., New York City. 

Discrepancy Is Alleged. 

“While; the..only records available 
show the receipt of approximately 
2,884 cans of milk from producers at 
the plants operated by the licensee at 
Peterboro, Kirkville and Canastota and 
the receipt of 120 cans of milk from 
the Netherland Dairy Company, Inc., 
of Syracuse, N, Y., a total of approxi- 
mately 3,004 cans during the first 
eleven days of January, 1927, and while 
there were shipped during these eleven 
days sixteen cans of heavy cream, 
which admittedly resulted in the dis- 
Position of at least 160 cans of this 
milk, leaving a balance of approximate- 
ly 2,844 cans or less, there were shipped 
during these eleven Gaye 9:98 ths of 
milk, or an overrun of cans.

“Commissioner Harris in his brief 
declared as ‘his chief argument that 
190,000 quarts of Canadian milk were 
imported into New York City daily,” 
said Mr. Taber. “As a matter of fact, 
according to official figures, the total 
importation of milk into the whole 
country was only 80,000 quarts in 1926, 
of which only one-half went to New 
York City. Thus the total for New 
York City cannot possibly be more 
than 40,000 quarts. But Commissioner 
Harris says 190,000. That fact alone 
shows the absolute need of this bill. 

“This bill will keep out impure milk, 
and at the same time will prevent the 
lowering of those standards which we 
have required of our own farmers and 
will carry out the standards estab- 
lished by the New York City Health 
Department in years gone’ by. The bill 
is so drawn, and the regulations of the 
Department of Agriculture will so 
operate, that there will be no un- 
necessary duplication or expense. 

“Instead of preventing the Canadian 
milk from coming over, as the oppo- 
nents of the bill assert, it will simply 
mean that the Canadian farmers and 
producers will clean up, and that 
clean, pure milk will come over here 
instead of the other kind.”

‘Continued Upward Movement in 


New York Realty Shown in 
Year’s Second Big Test. 


Real estate values in Manhattan 
moved upward again yesterday when 
thirty-three income-producing proper- 
ties in the Chelsea and Pennsylvania 
zones were sold at public auction by 
Joseph P. Day for $582,550 over the 
value placed upon them by the city for 
taxation purposes, 

The sale; which was the second big 
realty auction of the year conducted 
by Mr. Day, was held in the grand 
ballroom of the Hotel Pennsylvania, 
and disposed of the estate of the late 
Jacob Appell who, during his lifetime, 
was considered one of the shrewdest 
judges of realty values, especially in 
the Chelsea and Pennsylvania zones. 

* Total Receipts $1,423,550. 

The thirty-three parcels offered 
brought a total of $1,423,550, which was 
declared to be a remarkably good fig- 
ure by operators and experts, consider- 
ing the fact that the total assessed 
value of the combined properties was 
$841,000. b 

The sale was scheduled to start at 
1 o’clock, but it was after 2 before Mr. 
Day started the proceedings. By that 
time the ballroom was crowded to Ca- 
pacity and. latecomers were obliged to 
occupy the balcony, The crowd, how- 
ever, differed greatly from the one 
that attended the sale of the Com- 
modore Charles A. Gould estate on 
Jan. 24, when Mr. Day sold twelve 
parcels .of property fos a total of 
$6,714,000, which established a new rec- 
ord in the auction market. There were 
more small investors at yesterday’s 
sale, and the bidding was far more 
active. 

Among the properties disposed of was 
191 Tenth Avenue, a four-story brick 
tenement adjoining the northwest cor- 
ner of Twenty-first Street, which was 
one of the first properties ever pur- 
chased in that vicinity by Jacob Ap- 
pell. It was purchased in 1876 for 
about $8,500 and was sold yesterday to 
Peter P. McElligott, for a client, for 
$24,000. The same buyer also pur- 
chased similar structures, known as 
187, 198 and 193, adjoining, for $24,000 
each. 


Harris Says Law Bars Canadian Milk. 


Health Commissioner Louis I. Harris 
attacked the Lenroot-Taber bill last 
night as a ‘“‘sop thrown to the farmer,”’ 
when informed that President Coolidge 
had approved the measure. 

“It is a significant thing,’’ Dr. Harris 
declared, “in view of the fact that 
Senator Lenroot of Wisconsin is co- 
author of the bill, that the city De- 
partment of Heaith has received five 
applications from Wisconsin creameries 
in the last two weeks for permission to 
send cream to New York. The dairy 
lobby that forced the bill through ap- 
parently thought that by shutting off 
the Canadian supply, New York would 
be compelled to accept shipments from 
Wisconsin. They will be sadly disap- 
pointed, for I intend to scour the re- 
gion near New York before I dissi- 
pate my inspection forces and run the 
risk of getting bad milk by allowing 
the far-off State of Wisconsin to make 
shipments. 

‘Representative Taber’s statement 
that New York consumes only 40,000 
quarts of Canadian milk daily could 
not have been based on any official 
figures, for the figures that I gave 
President Coolidge, showing that 190,- 
000 quarts were imported daily, were 
the official figures of the Health De- 
partment, arrived at after a year’s 
careful observation. 

‘Representative Taber’s remark that 
his bill would merely. keep out impure 
Canadian milk and would not restrict 
pure milk was pure bunk. The provi- 
sions of the bill impose unfair re- 
strictions that will keep out all Ca- 
nadian milk. The impure milk is not 
legislated against, as is seen in the 
fact that twice the bacteria content is 
approved in the bill as is permitted by 
the city Health Department. 

“In addition, the bill permits the an- 
tiquated ‘scoring’ method of inspec- 
tion, which New York dropped long 
ago, as ineffective in examining the 
sanitary conditions of the individual 
dairies. 

“The New York farmers who lobbied 
for the bill in the expectation that the 
price of milk will be forced higher are 
doomed to disappointment, for as soon 
as a stringency results in the supply 
I shall allow Maryland.and West Vir- 
ginia milk to be sold in the city. I 
shall do this reluctantly, as the exten- 
sion of the field of supply makes in- 
spection much more difficult and in- 
creases the possibility of bacterial 
growth in the milk during the long 
hauls from distant points. It will be 
better to allow this, however, in order 
to diminish the bootlegging of unli- 
censed milk which invariably crops out 
with a stringency of milk. 

“The provision of the Lenroot-Taber 
bill that will result in the exclusion of 
the Canadian milk is the clause re- 
quiring that the milk be cooled to 50 
degrees before it is delivered to the 
collecting station. The farmers will be 
unable to cool their milk in time to 
make deliveries, and their supply will 
be utterly ruled out.. In New York, a 
delivery. temperature 10 degrees higher 
is permitted.”’

GAFFNEY CLUES FAIL, 
CELLARS SEARCHED 


Police, Doubting Kidnapping 
Theory, Also Penetrate Hulls 
of Lighters in Canal. 


DROP WEEHAWKEN ANGLE 


Letters to Parents Believed the 
Work of Cranks—Neighbors 
Pray for Boy’s Return. 


The cellars and coal bins of all the 
houses in Fifteenth Street, between 
Third and Fourth Avenues, Brooklyn, 
were thoroughly searched yesterday by 
thirty-five detectives in an effort to 
find a clue which would clear up the 
disappearance of- William Gaffney, 4 
years old, missing since 5 o’clock last 
Friday afternoon from his home, 99 
Fifteenth Street. 

At the completion of the hunt, in 
which the detectives used searchlights, 


Detective Captain George Bishop said 
no trace of the child had been found. 
Doubting the theory that the lad has 
been kidnapped, the detectives will 
penetrate every basement and coal bin 
in a radius of several blocks. It is 
thought the boy might have wandered 
into a. basement near his home and 
fallen down the stairs or dropped 
through one of the many coal holes 
on the street. During the day the hulls 
of two lighters in the Gowanus Canal 
at Fifteenth Street were searched, but 
the detectives failed to find a clue. 


Weehawken Clue Fruitless. 
The possibility that the child might 
have been taken by kidnappers to Wee- 
hawken was dismissed by the detec- 


tives after Vincent Martin, tne police- 
man from that town, informed them 
the boy he saw pass his traffic post 
did not answer the photographic like- 
ness of William. 

The detectives are trying to check 
u> on the letter writers who have been 
sending missives to Edmund Gaffney 
and Mrs. Gaffney, the boy’s ‘parents. 
A score or more of letters were re- 
ceived and turned over to the police. 
Most of them bear evidence of having 
been written by cranks. 

Edward Beaton, . the . three-year-old 
playmate of William, who also lives at 
99 Fifteenth Street and was the last 
one to see him Friday night, was again 
questioned by the detectives. As a re- 
sult Edward’s first story that he had 
seen William go to the roof with a man 
Friday night is now disregarded by the 
police. 


Parents at Loss fora Theory. 


Mrs. Gaffney, who has been unable 
to sleep since her boy disappeared, is 
suffering from exhaustion. Mr. Gaff- 
ney is doing what he can to comfort 
his wife and help the detectives in their 
search. The parents can advance no 
theory for the disappearance of their 
child. 

Several Gaffney neighbors joined in 
@ prayer meeting yesterday afternoon. 
They sang hymns and prayed for the 
speedy return of William to his home 
unharmed. ‘ 


MISSING BOY SCOUT FOUND. 


Son of James Elliott Is Traced to 
Railroad Station. . 


After an all-night search, J. Barton 
Biliott, 14-year-old Boy Scout and son 
of James Elliott of 343 Cliff Avenue, 
Pelham, President .of..Underwood & 
Underwood, news photographers, and 
the Elliott Service Company, was 
found yesterday morning. Jack ‘Jen- 
nings, also a scout, came upon the 
lad in the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad station in Mount 
Vernon. : 

Young Elliott failed to return for din- 
ner o~ Monday night, and‘ his father 
notified the police. Searching parties 
of police and of residents of Pelham, 
including Lockwood Barr of General 
Motors'*° Company and Remington 
Schuyler, the painter, scoured the 
woods of Pelham all Monday night 
and early yesterday morning, with 
flashlights and with dogs, endeavoring 
to find some trace of the boy, who, it 
was believed, had been injured or kid- 
mapped. — 

Miss Emma Frances Rudd and Miss 
Dorothy Albright of the Faculty of the 
Pelham High School gave the clue that 
led to the finding of young Biliott. Re- 
porting for duty yesterday morning, 
they found that all classes at the 
school had been dismissed for the day, 
so that the pupils could aid in the 
search, ‘They reported they had seen 
young Elliott in Mount Vernon the 
night before.. : 

Several groups were sent to Mount 
Vernon, where they scattered. When 
young Jennings found the boy in the 
railroad station the latter was looking 
over the magazines on the news stand, 
and according’ to the story, waiting 
until he could muster up enough cour- 
age to venture home.

ON MURDER 


LAD REPEATS TALE, SOBBING 


Loses Bravado, Declaring Hold-Up 
Idea Came From Hunger—Parents 
Absent at-Hearing in Jamaica. 


Michael Ponkraskow Jr., the.gram- 
mar school boy who killed Marcus 
Gold, a Richmond Hill leather goods 
merchant, og Monday night. during 
what he said was an attempted hold- 
up to. ‘‘get money for food,’’’ may be 
put on trial for murder in spite of his 
youth, it, was said yesterday at the 
District Attorney's office in -Queens. 

Michael, who it’ developed will not 
be 12 years: old until. April, was held 
by the Children’s Society of Brooklyn, 
accused of juvenile delinquency, which 
is the only charge that the State can 
make against: a minor under sixteen 
years of age unless it can be shown 
that. the minor committed murder in 
the first degree—premeditated murder. 
The State, it was said, was considering 
whether such a charge could be made 
against Michael, 

James A. Dayton, Acting District At- 
torney, said that every phase of the 
boy’s previous life would be investi- 
gated to determine whether the State 
would be justified in putting a child 
on trial for murder. The investigation 
will inquire into his homie life, which 
in most instances’ was said by the 
State to have been good, though his 
parents, who live at 8,947 Viola Place, 
Kew Gardens, failed to appear yester- 
day at the boy’s hearing in the Queens 
Children’s Court at Jamaica, and Jus- 
tice Samuel D. Levy had to adjourn 
the case until Feb. 18. The investiga- 
tion will also inquire into his environ- 
ment outside his home and into his 
mentality, which, it was indicated by 
the boy, may have been affected by a 
fall on his head when he was 7 years 


o 


Had Pistol for ‘‘Protection.” 


Meanwhile Michael, a bright-faced, 
tow-haired boy with blue eyes, neatly 
dressed in rough play clothes, talked 
freely of his running away from home 
because his father slapped him, how 
he had carried the revolver which he 
had ‘‘taken away” from a- friend five 
months ago for “protection” and his 
determination to hold up a storekeeper 
in the manner he had seen portrayed 
in the movies. 

But the boy had lost the calm and 
the slight bravado of the previous 
night, when he had seemed flattered 
at being the centre of attention. He 
sobbed almost steadily as he repeated 
with greater detail what he had done, 
wiping his red eyes with a soiled hand- 
kerchief and hanging his head when- 
every any one looked at him; once more. 
an ordinary boy apprehended in a deed 
he should not have committed and 
fearful of judgment upon him. 

There was surprise in the court 
room, and considerable mystification, 
when the boy’s parents failed to ap- 
pear. They were not at home. Justice 
Levy said he would not conduct an 
examination without their presence, 
and Michael immediately was taken to 
the Children’s Home by Robert W. 
Hebbard, Superintendent of the so- 
ciety in Queens. Policemen were sent 
out with subpoenas to hunt for them. 
They will be commanded to appear in 
court on Friday. 

Michael talked with reporters before 
he was brought into the court room, 
describing his movements from the 
time he left, home on Saturday until 
his arrest and frequently displaying 
a shrewdness unusual in a boy of 11 
and a capacity for logic which might 
explain how he attained Grade 8-A in 
Public School 99, Kew Gardens, two 
years sooner than average boys. 


Offers Idea of Insanity. 


Once during this talk he said that he 
had chosen Gold’s leather shop for the 
hold-up because leather shops were 
not likely to have ‘‘customers coming 
in and out like drug stores.”” And an- 
other time, without a suggestion by a 
reporter, he offered the idea that per- 
haps he was not sane. 

‘You know,” he said, ‘‘when I was 
about 7 years’ old another boy pushed 
me off the steps of my house and I 
fell on my head. My head was ban- 
daged up for three months and I often 
have headaches. Maybe there’s some- 
thing wrong with my head.”’ 

Justice Levy asked him whether he 
had ever had a mental examination. 
The boy replied that he had, but could 
not remember the result. 

Justice Levy also recalled having 
seen him before, and it was brought 
out that on Dec. 31, 1926, Michael had 
been brought into the same _ court, 
charged with juvenile delinquency in 
stealing razor blades and other articles 
in the drug store of Samuel Horck at 
97-06 Metropolitan Avenue, Woodhaven, 
which he had broken into. Michael 
was paroled by Justice William Young 
on Jan. 14. 

Michael’ said he was doing some 
“home work” Saturday when his 
father asked him. to go upstairs for 
some ink. 

“I guess I didn’t move fast enough,” 
he said. ‘Anyway, he slapped me a 
couple of times. I decided then to 
run away. I took the gun with me. 
I got a couple of lifts in automobiles 
to Jamai and then I walked the 
railroad cks to Brooklyn. I went 
to a friend’s house at 320 Powers 
Street and spent the night with him. 
Sunday afternoon we went. to the 
movies and after the movies I started 
home again. I walked the tracks back 
bi Jamaica and got a hitch to near my 

ouse. 


Slept All Night in Lot. 


“There was a light in the house. I 
was afraid to go in, so I went back 


to the railroad tracks. I came-to a 
vacant lot where they fill engines with 
coal. In the lot was a tank about 
three feet in diameter. I built a fire 
in one-end and crawled in and went 
to sleep. I got up pretty early. I 
guess it was 7 or 7:30 Monday morn- 
ing. I went over.to my. school and 
stayed around there, but did not go 
in. At lunch time I met a fellow 
named John Martin I play basketball 
with. I told him I was hungry and 
he divided his lunch with me, I 
stayed around the school and in the 
afternoon I played basketball until 
pretty late. 

“After I left the school I went back 
to Richmond Hill. While I was walk- 
ing along I the. idea to hold up

‘I got to,thinking 
how in the stories and pictures when 
a fellow or a bum wanted food he’d 
go in and hold somebody up, so I 
decided to try it.” 

“How were you treated at home; 
were your father and mother g6éod to 
you?” 

He answered first by crying an 
then sobbing: ‘‘Yes. My father did not 
hit me very hard. I.just got tired 
of being ordered around.’’ 

The house at 320 Powers Street where 
Michael spent Saturday night was the 
home of Alexander Stepavanka, whose 
mother, Mrs. Walter Stepavanka, said 
the boy had asked to be allowed to 
sleep there. She said she did not no- 
tice he had a pistol and overheard 
nothing to indicate he had run away 
from home. 

May Try Boy for Murder. 

Acting District Attorney Dayton said 
that Section 2186 of the Penal law 
provided him with authority to bring 
Michael to trial for murder. This sec- 
tion reads: : 

“Any child over seven and ‘under 
16 who commits a crime that would be 
felony if committed by a person over 
the age of 16, where such felony is not 
punishable by death or life imprison- 
ment, then such a child is guilty only 
of juvenile delinquency.’’. 

Mr. Dayton said that ordinarily he 
could prosecute for first degree murder 
in this case, as the killing was done 
during the commission of attempted 
robbery or felony; but as the law pre- 
scribes that a child under 16 cannot 
commit a felony that is not punishable 
by. death or life imprisonment, young 
Michael was not guilty of attempted 
robbery. 

“Therefore,” he said, ‘‘the only way 
in which we could bring this boy to 
trial would be to bring him before the 
Grand Jury for indictment on a charge 
of first degree murder. To obtain this 
we will have to show that he pre- 
meditated and deliberately. planned the 
shooting of Gold.”

NO BROTHERS ARE ‘CLOSER’ 


Witness Says He Signed Harry's 
Checks — Tells of a ‘“Political’’ 
Account in Name ‘Smith, Extra.’ 


The story of the disappearance of 
bank records which had been sub- 
poenaed by the Government in its con- 
spiracy case against former Attorney 


General Harry M. Daugherty and 
former Alien Property Custodian 
Thomas W. Miller, was retold yester- 
day before Federal Judge John C. 
Knox ane a. Fine? J in the United States 
District rt by Mal 8. Daugherty, 
brother fH Harry and President of the 
Midland National’ Bank‘ of Washington 
Court House,. Ohio, 

Testifying tor the Government at the 
second conspiracy..trial.of.his brother 
and Colonel Miller, Mal Daugherty 
again reluctantly admitted that Harry 
had told him in 1925 of haying burned 
records of his own, Mal’s and Jess W. 
Smith’s accounts in the Midland Na- 
tional Bank. He said his brother's 
statement was made after he had told 
him that the bank’s records had been 
subpoenaed by the Government. 


Sheets Mysteriously Gone. 


Both Mal Daugherty and Miss Vera/|g 
V. Veail,. Assistant Cashier of the 
bank, testified that the individual led- 
ger sheets possibly containing entries 
in the account of, Harry Daugherty on 
Oct. 13 and 14, 1921, had mysteriously 
disappeared. The bank president in- 
sisted that they “had not been “‘ripped”’ 
out, but -that the book had been un- 
locked by a key and the sheets in ques- 
tion ‘‘lifted” out. 

Mr. Daugherty and Colonel Miller are 
charged with having shared with the 
late John T, King, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman from Connecti- 
cut, and thé late Jess W. Smith, a 
friend of the Daugherty family, in a 
$441,000 ‘‘fee’’ alleged to have been paid 
by Richard Merton, German capitalist, 
for the granting of @ $7,000,000. claim 
for.German-owned property seized by 
the Government during the war. 

In the present trial United States 
Attorney Buckner had traced $22,163.81 
of the ‘‘fee” to the Midland National 
Bank. in.the form of a check drawn 
by King, on. Oct, 13, 1921. There, be- 
cause of the missing records, the trail 
ended. 

Mal Daugherty told of having re- 
ceived a subpoena in 1925 for all of 
Harry. Daugherty’s and Smith’s bank 
account records. He joined Harry in 
Columbus, Ohio, and the following 
day they drove to Washington Court 
House.. There they conferred with N. 
V. Clyburn, an attorney. On the fol- 
lowing Sunday, the tness said, he 
went to the Midland National Bank, 
arriving there just as Clyburn did. 
Harry Daugherty arrived a few min-~- 
utes later. He admitted that he, the 
attorney and Harry had been alone in 
the bank and had remained there some 
thirty mintites:: Asked why he had 
gone to the bank, the witness replied: 

“I always. go to the bank on Sunday 
morning and Harry always stops by 
when he is in town.” 

“Did the missing ledger sheets have 
any connection with your meeting with 
your brother and Clyburn in the bank 
that Sunday?” asked Mr. Buckner. 

‘“‘None in the world,” replied the wit- 
ness loudly. 


Tells of Signing Brother’s Checks. 


Mal Daugherty beamed when he told 
how he signed checks on his brother’s 
account in the Midland National and 
had written his own check when there 
had been an overdraft on Harry’s 
account. He said he*did not see how 
two brothers could be ‘“‘closer’’ than 
he and Harry. 

There had been a great deal of inter- 
mingling, the witness said, of his own 
bank account, that of his brother and 
an account carried in the name of 
“Jess Smith, extra,’’ which he de- 
scribed as a ‘“‘political’’ account. He 
did not explain why Harry Daugherty’s 
rent for an apartment in the Wardman 
Park Hotel, in Washington, and also 
the wages of Harry’s butler, had been 
paid out of a “political’’ account of 
this kind. ° He admitted later that 
Smith, in -his will, had divided the 
“extra’’ account between him and 
Harry, but said it was then down to 
about $700. 

Richard Merton was recalled at the 
rhorfiing session and asked by Judge 
Knox if he had ever told King that he 
Kad learned from John Foster Dulles, 
an attorney, that his $7,000,000 claim 
was not lookéd upon with favor. He 
said he could not recall having told 
King that. 

Harold H. Corbin, attorney for Mr. 
Daugherty, let it be known yesterday 
that the defense would call witnesses 
and put in testimony covering possibly 
four or five days.

HITS COOLIDGE ON COAL BILL 


Boylan Charges House Committee 


Seems ‘“‘Packed’” Against Public. 
Special to The New York Times, 


‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Coal inter- 
ests were assailed and President Cool- 
idge reproved because of the failure of 
the Héuse Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee to report a bill to set up Fed- 
eral agencies to intervene in strikes 
or lockouts in the anthracite field in a 
letter addressed to Chairman Parker 
of that committee today by Repre- 
sentative John J. Boylan of New York. 

Mr. Boylan insisted that the commit- 
tee’s treatment of the coal bills indi- 
cated that “it was picked against the 
public interest.”’ He expressed hope 
that the committee would report a bill 
before the session ended and that steps 
would be taken to enlist the support 
of the President in the attainment of 
this end.

“Tf the oil interests were to send a 
man to Congress to work against oil 
legislation of advantage to the public 
the public conscience would be aroused 
and such misrepresentation driven 
from public life,’””’ Mr. Boylan wrote.

COAL GAS KILLS FOUR; 
LANDLORD ARRESTED 


Woman, Infant Son and Couple 
Victims of Fumes Caused by 
Broken Furnace Pipe. 








Four persons were found dead yes- 
terday morning in an apartment house 
at 1,414 Fifty-first Street, Brooklyn, 
from coal gas that escaped from a 
broken smoke outlet pipe leading from 
the furnace. Tenants told investiga- 
tors they had been complaining for 
some time about coal gas, and Morris 
Bernstein of 1,334 Forty-seventh Street, 
the landlord, was arrested, charged 
with responsibility for the deaths, 

The dead were Mrs. Rose Pollock, 25 
years old, who was found in her apart- 
ment on the ground floor with her 
8-months-old son, Solomon, dead in her 
arms; Abraham Pollock, 30, her broth- 
er-in-law, and his wife, Mildred, 22, 
who lived on the floor above. From 
the way the latter couple was found 
it appeared as though the man had 
been trying to carry his wife to safety 
when the gas overcame them both. 
They had been married only a short 
time. Mrs. Rose Pollock’s husband was 
away on a business trip. 

Half a dozen other tenants in the 
house were affected, but not seriously. 
The tenants flocked down to the super- 
intendent, De Costa Larrier, when they 
noticed the fumes in their apartments 
about 8 o’clock, They proceeded to 
rouse all the other tenants, and when 
they obtained no response to knocks on 
the dors of the Pollock apartments on 
the first and second flors they told 
the superintendent. He entered by 
windows and found the four dead 
persons.

Young Ward was 
not present yesterday but he was rep- 
resented by counsel. 

Ward was twice indicted for the 
crime. The first indictment was dis- 
missed but the case was reopened after 
an appeal to Governor Smith by the 
parents of Peters, a néw indictment 
was filed and Ward was acquited. 
The defense was that Peters was a 
member of a blackmailing ring and 
that Ward shot him in sett diteting, 

The plaintiff in the present action 
lives in Haverhill, Mass., and is poor. 
His poverty was stressed by his wife, 
Mrs. Inez C. Peters, when she called 
upon the Governor with a plea that 
Ward be placed on trial for the slay- 
ing of her son. Mrs. Peters sat by her 
husband in court yesterday. 

Last May, Ward disappeared from 

usual haunts and while many 
sought him he was not located. This 
led to stories that he had been kid- 
nepped or killed or had wandered off 
in a fit of mental derangement. Then 
it was discovered that he was with 
his father in Havana, Cuba, and that 
he intended to remain there. 

Charles Edward Long, counsel for 
Peters, in his opening address to the 
jury, said he would show that the 
plaintiff had been appointed adminis- 
trator for his son and that the loss of 
the boy meant the loss of his services 
be ol the impoverishment of his par- 
en 

er Long explained. that the acquit- 
tal of Ward on a charge of murder did 
not invalidate the damage suit or the 
claim of the plaintift fc for “equitable 
redress.”’

DENIED BY WILLARD 


Plans for Western Maryland 
and Wheeling Made Three 


GOT STOCKS BEFORE RISE 


Rockefeller Holdings for Sale Some 
Time—Maryland Not Going to 
New York Central. 


There was no contest of ‘any sort in 
connection with the: Baltimore &- Ohio 
Railroad’s recent purchase of a 35 per 
cent. stock interest in ‘the’ Western 
Maryland, Daniel Willard, President of 
the former road, said yesterday. He 
practically denied a report that an 


agreement was in prospect whereby 
the Baltimore & Ohio’s holdings in 
Western Maryland eventually would 
reach the New York Central by re- 
marking that the latter road ‘could 
have had the Western Maryland if it 
had wanted it.” 

Mr. Willard said also that the pur- 
chase was not an attempt by the Balti- 
more & Ohio to resist plans of Leonor 
F. Loree, head of the Delaware & Hud- 
son, who had been reported to be an- 
gling for the Western Maryland and 
the Wheeling & Lake Erie to include 
them in his proposed trunk line. The 
stock in both roads that was bought 
by the Baltimore & Ohio, the New York 
Central and the Nickel Plate had been 
for sale for some time, he said. 


Plan Three Years Old. 


“When the New York Central, the 
Baltimore & Ohio and the Van 


Sweringen brothers of Cleveland each 
purchased a one-sixth interest in the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie and our road 
acquired its interest in the Western 
Maryland,” Mr, Willard said, ‘‘it repre- 
sented a further step in the plans for 
railway consolidations in the East, 
which were worked out three years ago 
by the New York Central, the Balti- 
more & Ohio and the Nickel Plate and 
were partly concurred in by the Penn- 
sylvania. Those plans provided that 
the Central, the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the Nickel Plate each should own a 
one-third interest in the Wheeling & 
Lake\Erie and that the Western Mary- 
land should go to the Baltimore & 
Ohio. The Pennsylvania was not in- 
terested in either of the two roads. 
“There was no contest with L. F. 
Loree, or any attempt t¢ block his 
plans in the recent purchases of the 
Rockefeller holdings in the Wheeling 
and the Western Maryland. These 
holdings were and had been for sale 
for some time. Our consolidation plan 
was made public before that of Mr. 
Loree, who had two or three years in 
which to buy the two roads if he had 
wanted them. No fancy prices were 
paid for the stock, and the deal was 
closed before the prices rose. We hope 
that what we have done will be for 
the best interests of our company, of 
the Wheeling and the Western Mary- 
land as well as of the people we serve. 


Stock Not Controlled. 


“The Baltimore & Ohio was not keen 
about acquiring an interest in the 
Western Maryland. We could use it, 
as I informed the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the hearings on con- 
solidations, but it has not been con- 


sidered that the resulting advantage 
would be great enough to offset any 
strong public opposition to our taking 
it. Our Western Maryland holdings 
do not constitute control, so under the 
law the commission will not have to 
act on our purchase. The Baltimore 
& Ohio will now be able to use parts 
of the Western Maryland trackage, ani 
the terminal properties of the two 
roads can be put to uses that were 
not possible under,the former strictly 
competitive relation.” . 

In respect to a report that Howard 
Sutherland, Alien Property Custodian, 
was in New York to effect a sale to 
the Baltimore & Ohio of the 65,000 
shares of Western Maryland stock, 
which he holds, Mr. Willard said he 
had not seen Mr Sutherland and did 
not expect to see him. He would not 
say whether or not his road intended 
to buy the stock. He went to Boston 
last night. 

Although rumors of Mr. Sutherland’s 
presence in the city could not be con- 
firmed, the report persisted that the 
deal was in progress and that the price 
which the Baltimore & Ohio was to 
pay for the Western Maryland stock 
was about $38 a share. The stock was 
quoted on the New York Stock Ex- 
change yesterday at a high of 32%, or 
2% points above the previous close. 


$1,500,000 GOLD CARGO 
LEAVES LONDON TODAY 


Aquitania Will Bring Shipment to 
International Acceptance and 


Seaboard Banks. 





Two consignments of gold, aggregat- 
ing $1,500,000, will be-sent from London 
to New York on the steamship Aqui- 
tania, sailing today. The mptal was 
purchased yesterday in the free ,gold 
market in London, ‘$750,000 by the In- 
ternational Acceptance Bank, Inc., and 
$750,000 by the Seaboard National 
Bank. The shipments raise to $8,750,- 
000 the amount sent from London to 
New: York on the movement which 
started several weeks ago. 

As in previous transactions of this 
kind, the shipménts are made possible 
by a slight recession in the price of 
gold‘in London, which :was quoted yes- 
terday at 84 shillings 10% pence. The 
former shipments were arranged at 
that price, but with sterling exchange 
slightly lower than jt was yesterday.

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DENIES COMPETITION 
OF RADIO AND CABLE 


C. H. Mackay Reports Increase 
of 65% in Wire Messages 
in Last Five Years. 


COSTS CUT BY NEW DEVICES 


Capacity of Lines Enlarged 35%, 
He Tells Mackay Companies 
at Annual Meeting. 


The beam radio and the wireless 
telephone promise no serious competi- 
tion to submarine cable companies, 
said Clarence H. Matkay, President of 
the Mackay Companies, at the organi- 
zation’s annual meeting in Boston yes- 
terday. Nevertheless, he added, while 
the volume of Atlantic cable traffic 
had grown, the increasing use of low 
deferred rates following the general 
decrease in rates in 1923 had not 
brought corresponding returns in net 
profit, and at the same time, costs of 
materials had risen. 

“The only alternative to an increase 
in rates is to secure a reduction in the 
cost per message handled,’”’ said Mr. 
Mackay. ‘This is being accomplished 
by improved devices whereby capacity 
is increased at comparatively small 
capital outlay. The capacity of the 
present cables is now about 35 per 
cent. greater than it was a few years 
ago. 

“The proof that the radio has made 


no inroads on the cable business is 
found in the fact that, notwithstand- 
ing the growth in the past five years 
in the transmission of messages by 
radio between the continents, the num- 
ber of paid words transmitted by your 
cable company has increased by about 
65 per cent. in that period. The trans- 
atlantic wireless telephone service is 
indeed a radio marvel, but it will have 
no effect on cable. business.’’ 

As the Mackay Companies take from 
the Commercial Cable-Postal Tele- 
graph Companies only sufficient to 
enable the Mackay Companies to pay 
dividends and expenses, the annual 
financial statement for 1926 shows only 
slight changes from that of 1925. In- 
come was $4,922,811 against $4,801,207 
in 1925 and net income after expenses 
was $4,626,171 against $4,616,270. Sur- 
plus after dividends was $15,060, 
which, added to the previous surplus, 
brought the total surplus to $2,160,401. 
Earnings after preferred dividends 
were equal to $7.04 a share on $41,380,- 
400 common stock outstanding, against 
$7.03 in 1925. Current assets amounted 
to $24,000,000 against current liabilities 
of $2,500,000. 

Mr. Mackay said the organization 
had issued no new securities in twenty 
years, but had expended $25,000,000 on 
capital assets in the last six years. 
These expenditures had not yet been 
reflected in increased net earnings, 
first, because of lower cable rates, and, 
second, because of substitution in 
land-line systems of printing tele- 
graphs for Morse instruments. 

Development of a telephone repeater 
by Postal Telegraph Engineers had 
made it possible for the company to 
establish telephone circuits from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and from Can- 
ada to Mexico, Mr. Mackay said. The 
circuits covered 32,000 miles, mostly in 
the South. West and Southwest. 

Charles Evans Hughes and the firm 
of Hughes, Rounds, Schurman & 
Dwight have been retained as special 
counsel by the Mackay Companies. 
F. G. Osler of Toronto, Canada, was 
elected a trustee to succeed his father, 
the later Sir Edmund B. Osler.

The price conforms | closely 
market valuation of that 
stock, which closed on the New York 
Stock Exchange yesterday at 120%. 

The magnitude of the operations of 
General Motors is shown by the fact 
that the new issue, which would be 
ample in size to finance important 
structural changes in many good-sized 
companies, is being sold merely to 
strengthen the working cash position 
of the corporation. Its sales last year 
exceeded a billion dollars and its ac- 
tivities extend into almost every 
branch of the automotive industry. It 
requires tremendous amounts of cash 
for its current operations. The crea- 
tion and introduction of new models, 
although paid for out of operating in- 
come, require large outlays. before re- 
turns begin coming in. The company 
last year spent more than $100,000,000 
in enlarging its facilities, and it is 

artly to reimburse it for these expen- 


itures that the new stock is being 
sold. 


Operations for Last Year. 


Coincident with the new financing, 
the corporation yesterday issued an 
official summary of its annual report 
for 1926, which established records for 
both sales and profits. During the 

ear there were manufactured and sold

items, amounted to $1,058,153,338, or

REJECTS $11,000,000 


But Another Offer Is Being 
Considered for Realty, Its 
Members Are Notified. - 


’ 


NOT TO DISTRIBUTE ASSETS 


President Wunder Says Board Has 
No Plan Under Way—Declines to 
Name. Member to Sell Site. 


Rejection of the recent $11,000,000 of- 
fer for the realty holdings of the New 
York Produce Exchange at the lower 
end of Broadway was announced yes- 
terday at the same time that members 
were notified that another bid for the 
property was being considered. The 
interests which submitted the $11,000,- 
000 offer contemplate the construction 
of a skyscraper office building on the 
site. The amount of the new offer and 
the purpose for which the prospective 
purchasers desire the property were 
not disclosed. 

The former bid was turned down by 
the special realty committee, Presi- 


dent B. H. Wunder notified the mem- 
bership on behalf of the Board of Man- 


agers. He also expressed the dissatis- 2 


faction of the board with statements 
that had been made as to a proposed 
distribution of assets. The statement 
said: 

“The committee has reported upon 
one propdsition after having conferred 
with the proposer and the broker. The 
proposition is the one which has been 
described in the press as the $11,000,- 
000 bid. It developed that the proposal 
fell short of meeting a substantial part 
of the requirements laid down in the 
referendum and the special realty 
committee was unanimous in recom- 
mending that it was not acceptable. 
Another proposition is now receiving 
the consideration of the special realty 
committee. 

Mr. Wunder also announced that the 
board had declined to grant the peti- 
tion signed by some members asking 
for the designation of R. L. Sweet, a 
member of the Exchange, as broker to 
arrange for the sale. The resolution 
adopted by the board directed that 
“the petitioning members be informed 
that the board is opposed to the ap- 
pointing of any individual, firm or cor- 
poration as sole broker for the sale of 
the real estate owned by the Exchange, 
believing that such an appointment 
would be contrary to the best interests 
of the Exchange.” 

“The board had no part,’”’ the stata- 
ment continued, “in the preparation 
or issuance’ of a circular indicating 
the possibility of a ‘‘substantial distri- 
bution of assets.’’ ‘‘This statement is 
made because the circular contained 
some statements or intimations in re- 
gard to the distribution of the proceeds 
of the sale of the real estate,’’ it adds. 
“The board, on the other hand, in iis 
letter calling for the recent referen- 
dum stated and now repeats that ro 
distribution among members is now 
contemplated or proposed by the board. 

“The question of the disposal of the 
real estate holdings of the Exchange is 
a most difficult and important one. 
First of all, it affects the home of thz 
Exchange and therefore to some extent 
the life of the Exchange. It is a ques- 
tion not only of price and terms, but 
also of the needs of the Exchanye. 
The’ board desires to say to all the 
members, and say it earnestly, that tne 
most patient and deliberate study and 
effort are required to deal with tne 
problem successfully. The board will 
continue to give that service to the 
problem, confident that this source will 
in the end merit and receive the com- 
mendation of all members who have 
the best interests of the Exchange at 
heart.”’ 

It had been tentatively considered in 
connection with the $11,000,000 offer to 
use part of the proposed new building 
as quarters for the Exchange. 


UNITED DRUG’S INCOME UP. 


Earnings of $13.02 a Common Share 
Reported for Last Year. 

The report of the United Drug Com- 
pany and subsidiaries for 1926 shows 
net earnings amounting: to $7,236,217, 
after all charges and taxes, an in- 
crease of 16 per cent. as compared 
with the $6,222,914 earned in 1925.

South Amercen Take the Lea 
and Go Higher — Argentine 
Features—Continentals Dull. 


Special activity in the South Amer- 
icans appeared the bright spot of an 
otherwise quiet session yesterday. The 
Argentine peso led the Latins in an 
advance close to 42 cents, but a final 
at 41.75 cents, an overnight gain of 
1-16 cent.

Bankers Inform the Preferred 
Holders of Unfavorable 
Conditions in Industry. 


SEE LOSS FOR FISCAL YEAR 


Company Has Had Some Encourage- 
ment, However, and Expects to 
Effect Readjustment. 


The likelihood that the payment of 
dividends on the $6 preferred stock of 
the New York Canners, Inc., will be 
deferred is strongly suggested in a let- 
ter which White, Weld & Co., bankers 
for the company, have sent to holders 
of this class of stock in which the un- 
favorable conditions prevailing in the 
vegetable canning industry are de- 
scribed. Both classes of the company’s 
stock, common and preferred, have 
been weak for some time. 

“Pending the restoration of normal 
conditions through readjustment of 
supply and demand,” says the letter 
to preferred shareholders, ‘‘the conser- 
vation of the cash resdurces of the 
company is of paramount importance 
to the stockholders, and we are in- 
formed that. the Board of Directors 
probably will consider it necessary to 
defer the payment of dividends on the 
preferred stock.” The quarterly divi- 
dend of 50 cents a share due on the 
common stock Dec. 15, 1926, was 


omitted. . The quarterly dividend on 
the preferred is $1.50. 

The letter, addressed to -preferred 
stockholders, follows in part: 

“New York Canners, Inc., completed 
its eighth fiscal year on Jan. 31, 1927. 
The annual audit and inventory is now 
being made and the accountants’ re- 
port is expected to be ready about 
March 25. 

“It is already clear that there will 
be a substantial loss. The unsatisfac- 


|tory conditions which began to de- 


velop in the latter part of 1926 have 
become more acute within recent 
weeks. The unuusally large aggregate 
packs of peas and corn throughout the 
country following the large carry-over 
of the same stocks in the previous 
year have resulted in a forced liqui- 
dation by the industry and greatly 
depressed the market for these prod- 
ucts. New York Canners, Inc., delib- 
erately reduced its production in these 
lines in the past year, but the general 
market conditions became so demoral- 
ized as to oblige the company to sell 
a substantial part of its principal items 
at or below cost. 

“In addition to the lowering of mar- 
ket values this situation has strength- 
ened the tendency of distributers of 
canned foods to buy only to cover im- 
mediate needs, with a retarding of both 
sales and shipments. This condition 
has prevented the normal liquidation 
by New York Canners, Inc., of its sea- 
sonable indebtedness. To urge sales 
on the present depressed market would 
be to sacrifice high quality and non- 
perishable food products and incur un- 
warrantable losses. 

“Notwithstanding these unfavorable 
developments the management of the 
company feels that there are @ num- 
ber of definitely encouraging factors 
in the present situation. * * * It is 
hoped, moreover, to bring about sub- 
stantial reduction in general costs of

basis.”

Market on Buying Side. 


LIVERPOOL PRICES RALLY 


More Than 7,000 Bales Arrive in 
New York, Bringing Running 
Stock Up to 191,000. 


The cotton market turned upward 
yesterday and recovered quarter of a 
cent, ending at highest figures of the 
day with a net gain of 19 to 23 points. 
The setback of nearly $2 a bale from 
high levels of last week brought in 
active support from various directions 
on a scale that disclosed a compara- 
tively limited supply of contracts. 
Both foreign and domestic consumers 
appeared in the market and Southern 
advices reflected an active demand for 


spot cotton both of deliverable and 
lower grades. In many sections some 
low grades are reported to be selling 
2 cents a pound higher than was the 
case a few weeks ago. 

Though an early decline occurred in 
Liverpool, that market became the 
strong centre and closed at an advance 
on the day, Demand abroad created 
active arbitrage trading, a quantity of 
contracts being purchased in the local 
Market against sales on the foreign 
Exchange - without influencing the 
Liverpool recovery. Foreign spot sales 
increased 12,000 bales, with reports 
from Manchester of an active demand 
for cloths from India. 

More than 7,000 bales reached New 
York on consignment to the local 
stock, bringing the running count in 
excess of 191,000, largest figures so far. 
Cotton is arriving almost daily for set- 
tlement of contract obligations. 

Exports amounted to over 17,000 
bales, bringing the total for the sea- 
son néarly 1,400,000 in excess of last 

year. 

Though census figures for January 
consumption proved somewhat below 
expectations, the total consumed by 
domestic mills for the first half year 
aggregate 3,827,000, inclusive of linters 
and foreign growths. This is 50,000 
bales in excess of the consumption 
during the first six months of 1916-17, 
the season .of. record American mill 
consumption.

Institita to! Widen ‘Research in 
Mental: Hygiene-and to Train 
Workers Is Planned. 


PROGRAM: STARTS IN JULY. 


Fad in This Field Is Feared, Asserts 
Statement, Asking Scientific 


Guidance to Avert: Harm. 


The Commonwealth Fund of 1 Hast 
Fifty-seventh Street, established by 
the late Mrs. Stephen V. Harkness 
‘for the welfare of mankind,” has de- 
termined upon a policy for the imme- 
diate future in the continuation of its 
child welfare program, it was an- 
nounced yesterday. 

An Institute for ‘Child Guidance in 
Neww York City will be established to 
make possible further study and re- 
search in the field of mental hygiene 
for children, to provide clinical and 
psychiatric social workers in practical 
child guidance work and‘to offer addi- 
tional clinical facilities for the study 
and treatment of children presenting 
problems in behavior. 

The institute will be administered by 
a specially organized board and will 
be affiliated with the National Com- 
mittee for Mental Hygiene, of a field 
service staff which will offer advisory 
service, the New York School of Social 
Work and the Smith College School 
for Social Work. With the establish- 
ment of the institute the Bureau. of 
Children’s Guidance will be discon- 
tinued. 

This program will become effective 
in July. 

“There appears to be real danger of 
the development in this field of a 
popular ‘‘movement,’ ‘which, seized 
upon as a fad and promoted without 
adequate scientific and technical guid- 
ance from the complementary fields of 
psychiatry and psychology, may well 
do more harm than good,’’ the official 
statement of the fund says. ‘‘The out- 
standing needs in this situation appear 
to be carefhl guidance, thorough pre- 
liminary and educational work, pre- 
vention of premature and ill-considered 
organization, and last, but by no 
means least, the increase of continued 
scientific research in clinic and labora- 
tory into the complex cause—mental, 
physical and social—of maladjustment 
in the individual, in, order that the 
scientific basis of work in this com- 
paratively new field. may: become 
broader, more accurate and more defi- 
nite.’”’ 


TO SELL HISTORIC ARMOR. 


Contents of Archduke’s Fortress 
Will Be Auctioned in March. 


The entire contents of the armory 
of the Fortress Hohenwerfen, near 
Salzburg, Austria, belonging to his 
Royal Highness Archduke Eugene, a 
direct descendant of Emperor Maxi- 
milian I, a first cousin of King Al- 
fonso and second cousin of the late 
Emperor Franz Josef, is. to. be placed 
on exhibition Feb. 22 at the Anderson 
Galleries, now closed to permit its 
arrangement. 

The more than 2,000 individual items 
of arms and armor were removed last 
November and December by the Arch- 
duke’s order. The latter no longer 
lives in Austria. The collection, which 
is to be sold the first week in March, 
is one of the most complete and famous 
in Europe. The development of fire- 
arms from the hand cannon of the 
Maximilian period through the match- 
lock to percussion is fully illustrated 
in it. : 

The Fortress Hohenwerfer is prac- 
tically inaccessible. Situated on the 
Tyrolean frontier, it is approached by 
a-winding rising road. It is said that 
750 soldiers were requisitioned to trans- 
port one of. the cannon soon to be 
shown here to the fortress.armory.

A set of fourteen paintings of the 
Stations of the Cross, to be hung in 
Grace Episcopal Church, Broad and 
Walnut Streets, Newark, is now on 
exhibition at the Newark Museum. 
They are the work of Eugene Wolfe of 
251 Chancellor Avenue, a draftsman in 
the city Water Department, who de- 
votes his eveninzs to art. 

The paintings, an adaptation of a 
Byzantine style, are somewhat dif- 
ferent in design and execution from 
the usual paintings of this type and 
have caused much comment. Mayor 
Thomas L. Raymond, who is a vestry- 
man of the church, was responsible 
for awarding the commission to’ Wolfe. 
He recommended the artist a year ugo 
and a committee of the vestrymen 
approved the choice.

concerns. Discussing the matter yes- 
terday, one of the best-posted selling 
agents in the market advanced the 
idea that it would set back buying of 
heavyweight lines in general for some 
time. In any event, he added, it would 
give buyers an argument for lower 
prices when, if any change is made, it 
should be upward. “Of course,’’ he 
concluded, “if a sharp and sustained 
break in cotton should come there 
might possibly be some justification for 
buyers’ demanding lower prices. Yet 
even then there would be no reason to 
expect them uatil after the first of 
July.”

Gray Goods Sales Fair. 
Sales of gray goods were fair in this 
market yesterday, printcloths getting 


the bulk of attention. Transactions in 
them included 39-inch 68-72s at 7% 
cents, 38-inch 60-48s at 6 cents, and 
38%4-inch 44-40s at 4% cents. Actual 
spots of 38%4-inch 64-60s were sold at 7 
cents, and there was also trading in 
this construction at 6% cents for deliv- 
ery in March and April.

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Junto Bijur’ ‘Reserves Decision 
on Suit for Injunction Against 
"the Central Bureau. 


DEFENDANT TELLS OF LOSS 


Testifies. Free Casualty Policies 
Were Obtained by Series 
of Cancellations. 


Supreme Court Justice Bijur heard 
argument yesterday and reserved de- 
cision in a suit brought by Charles 8S. 
Rozensweig, trading as Stephens & 
Co., insurance brokers, to restrain the 
Central Bureau formed by casualty in- 
surance companies from putting into 
effect yesterday a plan relating to all 
applications for liability insurance, in 
order to eliminate ‘‘free insurance.” 

The argument before Justice Bijur 
showed that the insurance companies 
announced three weeks ago that, ef- 
fective yesterday, all applications for 
casualty insurance must be made on 
blanks furnished by the Central Bu- 
reau, in which the brokers applying for 
insurance are required to give full in- 
formation concerning the person to be 
insured, and are also to be held liable 
for the payment of premiums. 

In behalf of the Central Bureau it 
was said that under the new plan the 
brokers may avoid liability by return- 
ing the policy within ten days if proof 
has been given that the policy was or- 
dered in good faith, and in exceptional 
cases an equity committee is to pass 
upon the question of whether the 
broker should be held liable for the 
premium. 

The plaintiff alleged that the new 
plan would interfere with his business 
as a license broker and that the re- 
quirement that the broker be liable for 
premiums is forbidden by the State 
Insurance law. Rozensweig asserted 
that thousands of insurance brokers 


would be driven out of business if it 
were enforced. 


Herbert P. Stillwagén, a defendant 
as Secretary and Treasurer of the 


‘National Bureau of Casualty and 


Surety Underwriters, said the insur- 
ance companies have been seeking for 
years to prevent the obtaining of free 
insurance in cases where the policies 
were returned and ordered canceled 
before any premiums were paid. He 
said that under the old plan appli- 
cants for insurance could return poli- 
cies in from ten to sixty days without 
paying a premium, and then similar 
policies would be obtained from other 
companies, with the result that cases 
were disclosed in which free insurance 
for an entire year had been acquired. 

Mr. Stillwagen said it was estimated 
that 15 per cent. of the policies issued 
by all companies had been returned in 
this way. He said that in 1925 the 
companies wrote $646,000,000 in pre- 
miums on insurance, losing $80,000,000 
premiums and paying a heavy expense 
for canceling the policies. 

Thomas Gilleran, appearing for the 
plaintiff, said he represented 12,000 in- 
surance brokers who are protesting 
against the plan of the Central Bureau 
and that the Superintendent of Insur- 
ance has no power to approve a plan 
which requires the use of the blanks 
prepared by the insurance companies.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb... 15 (#).— 
Drenched with three days of steady 
rain, accompanied by high winds, the 
entire State of California. was still 
gripped tonight by the angry elements. 
In some sections as much as seven 
inches of rain had fallen. 

The wind approached an intensity of 
a hurricane at Taft, in Kern County, 
ripping roofs from several buildings 
and uprooting all unprotected trees. 

by winds and waves, two cot- 
tages at Santa Monica crumbled and 
beach dwellers deserted others, fearing 
the high surf would undermine their 
homes. 

In San Francisco a light earthquake 
was felt in office buildings this after- 
noon. .The temblor, according to the 
seismograph récords at the University 
of California at.

It was felt at other 
points in Northern California but 
caused no damage. 

A snowslide sweeping down the 
mountainside near Big Creek, seventy- 
five miles east of Fresno, last night, 
killed William P. Lutes. Two other 
persons were reported to have met 
death in the avalanche and several 
were reported -injured. 

Railroads and highways have been 
blocked by landslides in several places. 
Train service into San Diego was cut 
off tonight when the Santa Fe system 
announced the closing of its line be- 
tween San Diego and Los Angeles. 
Trains to and from the Bast. over the 
San Diego & Arizona Railway stopped 
running yesterday, due to washouts. 

At least two deaths are partly at- 
tributed to the rains, a Los Angeles 
boy being killed by a skidding truck 
and an Oakland man, blinded by rain, 
being run down by a train.

MORE COURT HOUSES 
' PLANNED BY CITY 


Ambitious Program, Calling for 
$3,000,000 Intial Fand, Is | 
Outlined by McKee. 


An extensive program for building 
more court houses and improving some 
older ones will be undertaken by the 
city under the recommendations of a 


special committee composed of Acting 
Mayor McKee and Controller Berry. 
In a statement yesterday Mr. McKee 
said: 

“This committee, making a survey 
of essential public improvements for 
the purpose of distributing the tax 
note expenditures where .most needed, 
has set aside for court house construc- 
tion initial authorizations amounting 
to nearly $3,000,000. Next to the much- 
needed hospital expenditures the com- 
mittee found the court houses one of 
the most pressing public needs. 

“The recommendation was made 
after the committee had listened to 
Judges, lawyers, litigants and wit- 
nesses, who described conditions in 
some of the Magistrates’, Municipal 
and higher courts in Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, Queens and Richmond. 

‘In the allotment shortly to be acted 
upon by the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment the committee has set 
aside $800,000 for two combination 
Magistrates’ and. Municipal Courts in 
Manhattan, $875,000 for a _ central 
court house in Brooklyn, $185,000 to 
start two combined Magistrates’ and 
Municipal courts in Brooklyn, $400,000 
for a combination Magistrates’ and 
Municipal Court in Queens, $200,000 for 
a Queen’s Children’s Court and $24,000 
as an initia] authorization for a central 
court house for Queens. Richmond 
gets a new court house at a cost of 


$250,000. 

“The Manhattan projects will provide 
new court rooms for the West Side 
Magistrate’s Court and the Third Dis- 
trict Municipal Court, which will be 
constructed on the site now occupied 
by the old court, and the Washington 
Heights Magistrates’ Court and the 
Seventh District Municipal Court, both 
of which now occupy leased and inad- 
equate quarters, will be erected at 
Amsterdam Avenue and 151st Street. 

“In Brooklyn the combined Magis- 
trates’ and Municipal courts will pro- 
vide quarters for the New Jersey Ave- 
nue Police Court and the East New 
York Municipal Court, Seventh Dis- 
trict. 

“The other combination will bring 
the Fifth Avente Police Court and the 
Fifth District Municipal Court into a 
new building at Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Streets and Fifth Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn. 

“For the Brooklyn Central Court it 
{s planned to acquire a site that will 
bring the County Court, Special Ses- 
sions, the First Magistrates’ Court, 
First Municipal Court, City Court, 
District .Attorney. and County Clerk 
into the one big building.”

TRENTON, N.:J.,, Feb. 15.—Before 
the Legislature adjourned today until 
next Monday, night, announcement was 
made of public hearing to be held in 
the Senate on Feb. 28’ at 11 o’clock in 
the morning on the proposed tri-State 
treaty for allocation of the waters of 
thé.

Senate Passes Union City Bills. 


The Senate passed today three bills 
stripping the Democratic members of 
the Union City’ Commission of much cf 
their power and coe rerring the author- 
ity upon the Republican Mayor. The 
bills have already been approved by 
the House and now go to Governor 
Moore, who is expected to veto them. 

Senator Simpson . characterized the 
bills as “ripper” legislation, but said 
that he éd the futility of opposing 
the plan of che majority- to railroad 
the proposed enactment through. Sen- 
ator Mackay denied they were “‘rip- 
per’ bills, and explained that their 
principal object was to restore to the 
Mayor power of which he had been 
deprived by the Democrats. 

With a rider attached, the bill to 
give State - Motor Vehicle Commis- 
sioner Dill a salary increase from 
$7,500 to $10,000 a year was favorably 
reported out of committee. The rider 
would provide a pay increase from 
$4,000 to $5,500 a year for Deputy Motor 
Vehicle Commissioner Magee. 

Another measure favorably reported 
was the proposed amendment to the 
State Constitution for biennial sessions 
of the Legislature and extension of the 
term of the Governor and members of 
the Legislature, the purpose of the 
change being to throw the election of 
Governor into Presidential years, when 
the State seldom fails to £° Repub- 
lican. The resolution may brought 
to a vote in the Senate next week. It 
has been adopted by the House. 


Cities Oppose Paving Measure. 


Representatives of various cities ap- 
peared before the Judiciary Committee 
to protest against the bill to relieve 
street railway companies of part ~4 
their. paving Y Sbligntions. Arthur. 
Vanderbilt, Essex County pao, 
charged that the bill would donate 
$1,000,000 to the traction companies. 
Vice President Wakelee of the Public 
Service Companies asserted that he 
was not asking for special favors, but 
was urging the necessity of legislative 
action “that is founded upon justice 
and in the interest of the great mass 
of people.’’ 

Commissioner Fagen of Jersey .City 
objected “to putting money into the 
pockets of the Public ‘Sérvice Com- 
pany.” 

“If this bill passes,”” he. declared, 
"it will cost the tax payers of Jersey 
City more than $2,000,000.”

FIND A PHARAOH STATUETTE 


Art Object More Than 4,279 Years 
Old Reaches Cairo Museum.

CAIRO, Feb. 15.—The Cairo Museum 
has acquired .a most interesting ala- 
baster statuette of Pharoah Peri, sec- 
ond of the Sixth Dynasty, who died 
about 2350 B. C., which was found 
south of the area being eg by 
the Government at 

Here this King erected ” pyramid 
bearing on’ the walls some unique re- 
ligious inscriptions and called by Arabs 

“Haram. al Mastaba.’’ 

The statuette has the King’s names 
and titles inscribed on the base in in- 
cised’ hieroglyphics filled in with blue, 
It represents the Pharaoh ‘as Harpo- 
crates. and originally had one:finger of 
the right hand raised to the lips, which 
is a very unusual feature in statuettes 
of this period. 

Also instead of the customary: ‘‘side- 
lock of ‘youth,’ which most Harpo- 
crates statuettes have, ‘the Pharaoh 
has no headdress except -the’ royal 
uraeus, the tail of which passes undu- 
lating over the head. ‘The body is 
naked, another very unusual feature in 
royal statues.
